SXSW 101 

An index of commonly misplaced ire 


Yes, it is that time of year again! The South 
by Southwest dice have been thrown and are 
in the air; in just three weeks we’ll begin to 
know how they are going to land this year. 
This week’s column, in light of SXSW’s new 
wristband-distribution policy, will once again 
offer the reasoning behind a lot of SXSW- 
related decisions. Obviously, being involved 
in the Chronicle and SXSW for more than two 
decades now, I’m not at all unused to nega- 
tive reactions. Clearly, however, I’m still very 
much a novice when it comes to Web “discus- 
sions.” Clearly, many of them are absolutely 
not about information but instead exist to 
spread vitriol. I say go for it, although how 
much fun can it be traveling in the wake of 
Limbaugh (sneer, insult, condescend, misin- 
form, and then repeat)? 

Still, too much of the regularly reiter- 
ated “common knowledge” about SXSW is 
wrong. This week’s column is not expected or 
designed to change people’s minds. It makes 
no sense to try pushing that stone up the hill 
again. For those interested, this one offers 
clarifications and corrections. 

• SXSW sells a limited number of wristbands 
to Austinites only at the lowest price that will 
be available. The exact number of wristbands 
that are finally sold is decided on the first day 
of the SXSW Music Festival and is based on 
the overall combined number of badges or 
wristbands already sold. In each of the last 
three years, we have significantly reduced the 
number of wristbands distributed so that the 
ones that are sold will still have value. There 
are no wristbands sold online or by phone 
to those living outside this area. SXSW had

become increasingly elusive about the exact 
date when wristbands are to go on sale. This 
is in order to thwart scalpers and instead get 
them into the hands of as many Austin music 
fans as possible. This year’s new wristband- 
distribution system for Austinites was spe- 
cifically designed to address previous years’ 
complaints - online, it allows everyone equal 
access, and the time window should remove 
any previous handicaps. Wristband prices 
are kept as low as possible. Online auction 
sites have wristbands offered for sale at prices 
ranging from $300 to $600 each. Clearly, 
SXSW could raise wristband prices signifi- 
cantly and still sell out. This year, instead, the 
regular $165 wristband price (discounted to 
$139 for the first 4,000 sold to Austinites) is 
below last year’s highest price. (See p.5 for 
more wristband-distribution info.) 

• One thousand seven hundred fifty acts, 
including 500 international ones, will play at 
SXSW in 2008. They all come here because 
there is no other music event that offers the 
range of music-industry-related attendees. 
Significant numbers are involved in such 
areas as radio (including around 60 from the 
BBC), print media (not only does the inter- 
national music press show up in force, but so 
do music writers from monthlies, weeklies, 
dailies, and fanzines), retailers, online enter- 
prises, and independent and major record 
companies. Anyone who wishes to suggest 
that there is something wrong with SXSW’s 
relationship with the bands should consider 
that in 2007, 8,000 acts applied, while this 
year that number rose to 10,500. The bands 
that get angry at SXSW are not the ones who 
get in but the ones who don’t. 


“Film News” inaccurately reported in last 
week’s issue that Andrew Shapter’s docu- 
mentary Happiness Is will be screening at the 
South by Southwest Film Festival; it will not. 
The Chronicle regrets the error. 


• The bands come to SXSW to play for the 
badge-holders. SXSW is well aware of how 
terrific Austin music audiences are; they add 
the magic, so an enormous amount of effort 
is put into trying to get the mix right: mak- 
ing sure that the badges get into venues to 
hear the music, so as not to shortchange the 
bands, while also planning to get as many 
wristband-wearing or single-ticket-purchasing 
Austinites in as well. If the audience was 
predominantly Austinite, it wouldn’t work for 
the bands. If the audience was overwhelm- 
ingly or even entirely industry, it wouldn’t 
work for the community or the vibe. 

• The Loch Ness Monster myth of SXSW 
is that originally the eveitt was specifically for 
unsigned bands. Everywhere it is mentioned 
that the event once showcased only unsigned 
acts. Which is interesting, except that it is 
not true. How can I be so sure? There was 
a long meeting in planning the first SXSW 
where it was clearly decided the SXSW Music 
Festival would always be about the quality of 
the music, not the affiliation of bands. If you 
look at the bands that played that first year, 
any number had been or were signed to indie 
or major labels. The event has grown signifi- 
cantly, so the number of unsigned acts show- 
cased every year far exceeds the total number 
of acts (signed, unsigned, and meta-signed) 
that used to play. 

Music writers are the most reliable source 
for this false assertion, usually chastising 
SXSW for having lost its way. Unfortunately, 
the very writers who most frequently and 
loudly repeat this incantation almost always 
don’t deliver from their end, seeing and writ- 
ing about far more of the breaking and biggest 
acts than the hundreds of unsigned ones. 
Two years back, a former Chronicle staffer 
who had become the music editor at another 
weekly began her SXSW column beating 
this old tired dog. Then she related how she 
couldn’t get into one of the shows featuring 
major-name acts, bragging that instead she 
went to a bar with no music. What about all 
those unsigned acts? Unfortunately, this is 
the rule, not the exception. (This is also the 
case when it comes to Austin or Texas bands. 
SXSW’s purpose was never to promote them 
exclusively, either.) 

Next week, this column will briefly discuss 
one other historic situation crucial to SXSW’s 
creation that is almost always neglected. ■

Biased Against PACT 

Dear Editor, 

The article “Tempest in the PACT Teapot” 
[News, Feb. 8], by Wells Dunbar, is biased. 

First, the public-access television producers 
are branded “wild, woolly," “restless,” and “ram- 
bunctious." Their words are nothing more than 
“vitriol” and “gripes." Alex Jones is labeled a 
“mascot ... invariably blowing hot air.” 

On the other hand, Public Access Community 
Television General Manager Garry Wilkison and 
Executive Director Linda Litowsky are described 
in neutral terms, except Litowsky’s actions are 
described with the euphemism “unorthodox." 

Second, Wells Dunbar confuses the concepts 
of “request" and “demand.” 

The article says, “Papatonis, via e-mail, 
demanded to know why his show never aired." 
And it says, “Citing the possibility of litigation, 
Litowsky declined to discuss her request for an 
apology.” 

Actually, Papatonis did not “demand” to know 
why his show never aired. He asked, “Why [i]s 
the city of Austin even paying you and PACT to 
run things?" This is not a “demand”; this is a 
“request” for information. 

However, Litowsky did not “request” an apol- 
ogy from Papatonis; she “demanded” one. She 
threatened him with punishment if he did not 
obey her “demand." And, when he defied her 
“demand," she punished him. 

The difference between a “request” and a 
“demand” is this: 

When Papatonis asked his question, there 
were no consequences for Litowsky if she 
refused. Papatonis made a “request.” 

But when Litowsky ordered Papatonis to 
apologize, he faced the threat of punishment if 
he refused. Litowsky issued a “demand.” 

Dunbar knows exactly what he is doing when 
he reverses the concepts of “request” and 
“demand." He wants the management to look 
good and the producers to look bad. 

Finally, The Austin Chronicle has never had 
anything good to say about public-access televi- 
sion - that is, until its critics (not its readers) 
gave Litowsky and Wilkison a phony “award" 
in 2007 for “Best Indefatigable Spirit to Keep 
Public Access TV Alive.” 

The Chronicle has always attacked public- 
access television producers as cantankerous, 
etc. This article continues the bias.

Endorsements 

March 4 primary election 



The Chronicle editorial board (News staff, 
News editors, and publisher) offer the following 
select recommendations to our readers for the 
Democratic primary election to be held March 
4; early voting runs Feb. 19-29. We endorse 
only in contested races and are hanging fire in a 
few races we’re still considering - we may (or may 


not) supplement this list next week. (For the record, we 
did consider the admittedly thin ballot for the Travis Co. 
Republican primary but found no one we could unre- 
servedly support.) We offer these endorsements to our 
readers equally as information and recommendation; 
our strongest endorsement is that you all take seriously 
your right and responsibility to vote. 


U.S. President: Barack Obama 

This has a chance to be a watershed election 
- we urge all our readers to get out and vote in 
this primary and to be ready for a long and 
dynamic campaign toward November. Demo- 
crats have the luxury of choosing between two 
really strong candidates for president and the 
historic opportunity to elect the first woman or 
the first African-American president. Moreover, 
the prospect of what now looks to be a lengthy, 
close campaign - even in Texas - promises to 
create more public engagement and bring 
many more voters to the polls. The last two 
left standing, New York Sen. Flillary 
Clinton and Illinois Sen. Barack 
Obama, have distinguished 
records of public service and 
progressive voting, as well as 
proposals to undo much of the 
damage of the Bush administra- 
tion years. On policy questions, 
the two are frankly close: Clinton 
has been stronger and more realistic 
on national health care, Obama unde- 
niably earlier and stronger in opposing the Iraq 
war. Voters may also choose on the question of 
length of experience vs. breadth of inspiration. 
On balance, we believe Obama represents the 
best, most effective, and most electable hope 
for a dramatic change in the way things have 
been done in Washington for the last 16 years. 
He has not only struck out on a path distinct 
from business as usual; he has brought mil- 
lions of new people, especially young people, 
into the process and has reached out to disaf- 
fected independents and disillusioned Repub- 
licans to build a new political coalition that 
should build broad, grassroots support for 
effective, less polarized political decision-mak- 
ing and progressive change. 

U.S. Senate: Rick Noriega 

Disastrous as the Bush administration has 
been, removing one of Dubya’s biggest cheer- 
leaders from the U.S. Senate will still be an 
uphill fight in our very conservative state. Should 
a Democrat unseat John Comyn, it will be by the 
narrowest of margins. The only candidate who 
might actually reach that threshold is clearly 
Rick Noriega. Houstonian Noriega has experi- 
ence both campaigning and passing legislation, 
and he has been elected to the Texas House five 
times. He also has a distinct qualification Comyn 
does not: military experience. The Army vet and 
Texas Army National Guard lieutenant colonel 
did a stint in Afghanistan, as well as in opera- 
tions on the Mexico border and in Houston dur- 
ing Hurricane Katrina. That should impress 
Texans who hold the military in high regard but 
are sick of the immoral and illegal Iraq war, 
which Noriega wants to end. Noriega’s competi- 
tors can’t match that background. Perennial 
candidates Rhett Smith and Gene Kelly are little 
more than hobbyists (in the case of the latter, a 


dangerous one). Ray McMurrey is more credible, 
but barely so. His candidacy is based on the 
notion that he is a progressive alternative to 
Noriega, but Noriega has in fact been a progres- 
sive vote for eight years - McMurrey himself has 
praised Noriega for having “a fine record in the 
Legislature on social issues.” McMurrey criticiz- 
es Noriega’s employment with an energy com- 
pany as evidence that he lacks independence 
from corporate America, but no less than Public 
Citizen’s Tom “Smitty” Smith has lauded Noriega 
for recusing himself from votes where there is a 
potential conflict of interest. There are cer- 
tain races where a progressive purity 
test might be understandable, but a 
U.S. Senate seat from Texas is not 
among them. Democrats should 
pick Noriega as a realistic chal- 
lenger capable of reaching beyond 
their own ranks and swaying the 
moderate middle that wants a pal- 
atable replacement for GOP incum- 
bent Comyn. 

Congressional District 10 (dual endorse- 
ment): Larry Joe Doherty and Dan Grant 

We wrestled over this one - and since we 
decide our endorsements on consensus, we 
ultimately couldn’t firmly fall on one side or 
another. In contrast with the previous two CD 
10 elections, Democratic voters in this Austin- 
to-Houston district face a tough choice between 
two truly fine, progressive candidates. Grant, a 
native Austinite, has made a career of helping 
conduct elections in nations without strong 
democratic traditions (including Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, Afghanistan, and Iraq); Doherty 
is a pioneer in the field of legal malpractice, 
helping those who have been wronged by other 
lawyers. Both favor progressive health-care 
reform - Doherty a single-payer model, while 
Grant is keeping his options open. Some on 
our editorial board favored Doherty’s get-out- 
of-Iraq-now stance; others preferred Grant’s 
idea to withdraw in stages and leave troops 
(primarily in Kurdistan) to maintain stability. 
Ultimately, we were split over who is more 
electable, no small issue in a district drawn by 
Tom DeLay specifically to keep Republican 
Michael McCaul in office. Grant has swept 
nearly all the Dem group endorsements, espe- 
cially in Austin - no surprise, since he’s a 
smart policy wonk who appeals to activists in 
this politics-sawy town. But only about 40-45% 
of the votes will come from Travis County, and 
we wonder if the down-home charm of Doherty 
- his engaging drawl and folksy manner once 
landed him a starring role as “Judge Larry Joe” 
in the Texas Justice TV series - will play better 
among rural and suburban Houston voters 
who often take a dim view of Austin’s weird 
ways. In any case, defeating Bush foot soldier 
McCaul is paramount, so Democratic voters 
should weigh this decision very carefully. 


Texas Railroad Commissioner: Dale Henry 

Voters have a rare opportunity to vote for a 
Railroad Commission candidate (i.e., energy- 
industry regulator) who has professional expe- 
rience in the oil and gas industry and is well- 
versed in how the commission operates. Unlike 
most past and present commissioners, Henry 
doesn’t regard the post as a mere stepping 
stone to a higher political office. In fact, this is 
his third attempt (his second as a Democrat) to 
land a seat on the three-member panel, because 
he is passionate about the environment, the 
benefits of renewable energy, and the health 
and safety of Texans - matters that are too 
often ignored by a commission with a histori- 
cally laissez-faire attitude toward the industry. 
Henry faces two primary opponents. His 
toughest rival, lawyer and investment banker 
Art Hall, is a former San Antonio City Council 
member backed by a number of well-known 
Democrats. Mark Thompson is a rights 
advocate for the disabled and 
therapist for blind children and 
adults. Henry, who collected 1.7 
million votes in his 2006 bid, is 
by far the most qualified candi- 
date to face commission Chair 
Michael Williams in November. 

State House District 46: 

Dawnna Dukes 

Normally, the choice between a 12-year, 
progressive incumbent and an untested rookie 
challenger would barely require a thought. In 
this instance it’s tougher, mainly because 
Dukes too often seems to take her supporters, 
if not her constituents, for granted. Challenger 
Brian Thompson’s primary beef is that Dukes 


is “too close” to House Speaker Tom Craddick, 
because of her explicitly strategic decision to 
maintain her post on the Appropriations Com- 
mittee at the cost of being considered a 
“Craddick-crat.” We agree Dukes has struck a 
devil’s bargain in order to remain a strong 
advocate of crucial social programs on the bud- 
get committee - and we also think that it’s a 
bargain wearing very thin. On the other hand, 
the cheap-shot, pseudo-progressive attacks on 
Dukes’ tactical votes on isolated budget amend- 
ments (e.g., “against” children’s health care 
when in fact she was sustaining an 
Appropriations deal to support children’s 
health care) display dangerous ignorance about 
the actual legislative process and have helped 
persuade us that rank beginner Thompson 
knows very little about how the House actually 
gets things done. (And by the way, these unfair 
attacks reinforce our suspicions about making 
a fetish of “record voting.”) On the 
issues,” there is little real distinction 
between the two candidates - 
although Thompson reflexively 
opposes “toll roads” and pro- 
poses instead underwriting new 
highways with the rainy-day fund 
- a truly harebrained notion that 
also betrays his inexperience. 
Meanwhile, Dukes has always been 
a strong, rhetorically and legislatively 
effective voice on women’s rights, on work- 
ers’ rights, on minority rights, and she actively, 
visibly opposed the re-redistricting circus led 
by Craddick and Tom DeLay. Moreover, District 
46 is still very much an African-American 
opportunity district, and we’ve seen nothing to 
persuade us that Dukes’ strong and indepen-

dent advocacy for minority citizens merits the 
offhand dismissal by her opponents. We do 
think Dukes needs to keep a shorter leash on 
her own campaign staff, pay closer attention to 
the grassroots feelings rising from her district, 
and recognize that the district itself has changed 
dramatically in a decade. 

District Judge, 98th District: Rhonda Hurley 

In the difficult decision on how to replace 
legendary district Judge Jeanne Meurer, who is 
stepping down after 20 years on the bench, 
voters face an embarrassment of riches. Three 
well-qualified Democratic candidates have the 
passion and skills needed to sit on 
this busy civil court bench. Meurer 
developed a reputation as a tough 
and compassionate jurist, best 
known for her work with chil- 
dren, in both family-law and 
juvenile-justice cases. The court 
has general jurisdiction, decid- 
ing all manner of civil cases, but 
family-law cases will remain inte- 
gral to the job. Two candidates are 
best qualified: Andy Hathcock and Rhonda 
Hurley, who currently serve as associate judges 
on the Travis Co. bench. Both are intelligent, 
experienced, engaging, and passionate about 
the important work they do for county resi- 
dents. In fact, we regret that we must choose 
between them, but after much consideration, 
we’re endorsing Hurley. Her enthusiasm for 
the job is contagious and personal, and we 
believe that her varied experience - as associ- 
ate judge, as a former prosecutor, and as a 
private-practice family-law attorney - makes 
her the right candidate, right now. 

District Judge, 353rd Judicial District: 
Scott Ozmun 

In this race, there is no question Scott 
Ozmun earns our endorsement. He has more 
than two decades of civil law experience, is 
board-certified in personal-injury trial law and 
in civil appellate law, and is active in all man- 
ner of professional associations - including 
serving as a past president of both Volunteer 
Tegal Services of Central Texas and Tegal Aid 
of Central Texas. In contrast, challenger 
Madeleine Connor (who in 2006 ran as a 
Republican for a seat on the county’s criminal 
bench) graduated from law school in 2001 
and has very little legal experience, certainly 
not the level of experience needed to decide 
the often-complex matters routinely brought 
before the county’s civil courts. We believe 
strongly that Ozmun is the only candidate 
worth serious consideration. 



Travis Co. District Attorney: Rosemary 
Lehmberg 

After 31 years of Ronnie Earle in the D.A.’s 
chair, some internal personnel pressure was 
inevitable - and after Earle’s belated retirement 
announcement, the result is four strong candi- 
dates (all assistant district attorneys) to suc- 
ceed him and to carry on his work in one of the 
most successful and certainly the most high- 
profile prosecutor’s office in Texas. The four 
are also distinct in background and prepara- 
tion, allowing voters to choose from a range of 
perspectives - and increasing the likelihood of 
a run-off. Gary Cobb is an experienced crimi- 
nal prosecutor and perhaps most attrac- 
tive to those voters who see the job 
as primarily a traditional crime- 
fighting position. Rick Reed has 
been distinguished by his service 
in the Public Integrity Unit, 
doing much detail work on the 
Capitol corruption cases. (He’s 
also the only candidate who has 
explicitly vowed to abjure the death 
penalty, rarely used here but a crucial 
question to single-issue voters.) And Mindy 
Montford has the youth and enthusiasm of the 
next generation of legal professionals, as well 
as much support from traditional Democratic 
sources. But on balance and after much con- 
sideration, we agree with Earle that Lehmberg 
is the overall most qualified of the four to carry 
on his considerable legacy. She has worked in 
all the units of the office and has been both a 
practicing prosecutor and (as first assistant) a 
chief administrator, with the responsibility and 
long experience in balancing the demands on 
the office. Those range from prosecution to 
budgets to managing personnel and, beyond 
that, to the complicated political consider- 
ations arising from the Travis Co. D.A.’s juris- 
diction over state corruption investigations and 
prosecutions. We are impressed by Tehmberg’s 
experience in building the office, in developing 
and expanding innovative and progressive pro- 
grams, and in her broad sense of the office’s 
wide-ranging responsibilities, as well as the 
nuances of addressing high-profile political 
cases. (We do believe the office needs to be 
more technologically proactive in working with 
the defense bar, a legal and political mandate 
as much as a technical one.) The campaign has 
had inevitable effects on all the candidates, and 
it has noticeably strengthened Lehmberg’s 
public profile and her comprehension that the 
D.A.’s job is not just administrative, not just 
prosecutorial, but a communitywide engage- 
ment. We believe she will be a better public 
official because of it. 


Judge, County Court at Law No. 8: 

Carlos Barrera 

For this newly created court, voters must 
decide between two veteran Austin lawyers: 
Assistant County Attorney John Lipscombe and 
defense attorney Carlos Barrera. While both are 
clearly qualified, Barrera has earned our endorse- 
ment. Notably, Barrera has worked both sides of 
the bar - he was a prosecutor in Webb Co. 
before moving to Austin and turning to criminal 
defense - which we believe has given him a 
unique perspective on the administration of 
justice and a perspective currently underrepre- 
sented on the Travis Co. bench. Moreover, 
Barrera’s Valley background (and his fluency in 
Spanish) is likely to provide a perspective on 
social and political conditions that is otherwise 
in short supply in the judiciary. In short, while 
we are impressed by both candidates, we believe 
Barrera’s unique experience and skills will make 
him a valuable asset to the county bench. 

Travis Co. Tax Assessor-Collector and 
Voter Registrar (dual endorsement) : 

Nelda Spears and Glen Maxey 

[Ed. note: Because the Chronicle endorses on 
consensus, and our editorial board found our- 
selves too strongly divided in this race, we offer two 
competing endorsements.] 

Nelda Wells Spears: This 16-year incum- 
bent should be re-elected to her position of tax 
assessor-collector - not because she’s a savvy 
politician who is comfortable talking up her 
technologically innovative achievements (quite 
the opposite) but because she has done a ter- 
rific job of running an administrative office in 
a professional, nonpartisan manner. The life- 
line of this office, and the entire county, is the 
assessment and collection of taxes on every 
property in more than 80 taxing jurisdictions. 
Under Spears’ watch, the office has achieved a 
99% collection rate, the best of any county in 
the state. With Spears’ near-perfect record of 
bringing in $2 billion-plus in revenue to pay 
for health care, schools, and public safety, we 
find no reason to summarily boot her out of 
office. Spears’ performance on this score is also 
her best argument against recurring efforts to 
privatize the collection of delinquent taxes, a 
controversial issue that is certain to crop up 
again should that 99% collection rate start to 
shrink. Those of us who support Spears and 
oppose privatization don’t want to risk the 
stability of our local budgets by replacing her 
with a fresh face. Her primary opponent, Glen 
Maxey, a popular former state legislator and 
longtime political activist, is running on a plat- 
form of good ideas for improving the office and 
suggests that the incumbent is carrying out her 
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duties as a faceless technocrat rather than a 
visible figure fighting on our behalf. Specifically, 
he argues that Spears is not sufficiently carry- 
ing out her duties to register voters and main- 
tain voting records. Because Travis County has 
a 94% voter registration rate, the highest of any 
large urban county in Texas, not all of us see 
merit in Maxey’s proposition that the public 
interest would be better served by his oversight 
of voter records. 

Glen Maxey: If you are persuaded that all 
offices held by incumbent Democrats are de 
facto life appointments and are convinced that 
the tax assessor-collector office is solely an 
administrative post to be managed in a stolidly 
bureaucratic fashion, then by all means vote for 
16-year incumbent Nelda Wells Spears. Glen 
Maxey, who retired from a solid, 10-year legis- 
lative career in 2003 and has since been an 
active presence in Democratic organizing and 
voter registration, has reminded us that this 
office can be much more than a caretaker posi- 
tion, and he promises to do much more 
engaged public outreach on both the tax collec- 
tion/foreclosure side of the office and the voter 
registration side (which under Spears has been 
virtually invisible). He opposes (as we do) any 
privatization of the duties of the office (a red 
herring raised insistently by Spears’ support- 
ers). Moreover, he is actively opposed to voter 
ID legislation designed by Republican partisans 
to depress turnout of already-disenfranchised 
groups. Spears not only does not oppose such 
legislation; she doesn’t understand what all the 
fuss is about. She should know it’s about pro- 
tecting voting rights, especially of poor and 
minority citizens. Maxey has proposed innova- 
tive ideas for working on many tax/foreclosure 
matters as well as continuing his well-known 
effectiveness on voter outreach. He wants to 
make this often-somnolent office a center of 
public activism, voter education, and voter and 
taxpayer outreach, and it 
makes sense to give that 
effort a real shot. Glen 
Maxey is just the person 
to do it. ■

Opponent Claims Coronado 
Shouldn't Call Himself a Judge 

Dear Editor, 

Jim Coronado’s campaign misrepresents my 
reasons for challenging his use of the title 
“judge” in his campaign materials [“Postmarks,” 
Feb. 8] - I am doing this because I want this 
race to be fair. Our courts have repeatedly said 
an appointed criminal magistrate is not a judge. 
It is a class A misdemeanor under the Election 
Code to use a title in an election campaign that 
more fairly describes the elected office one is 
seeking as opposed to the appointed position 
one currently holds. My campaign is asking 
the Supreme Court to help us get a definitive 
answer to this question before the primary, 
which Jim opposes. As to his “exceptional quali- 
fications,” in Texas Lawyer his boss described 
his job in the last 16 years as primarily taking 
negotiated guilty pleas, with the occasional pre- 
trial hearing, in third-degree and state jail felony 
drug cases. Coronado's “rocket docket,” aka 
the “Challenger docket,” is anything but expedi- 
tious. Jim blames this on the four judges who 
"unanimously” hired him 16 years ago for forc- 
ing him to read from a prepared script. Most of 
our current judges don't refer any cases to him 
at all. I, on the other hand, am board-certified in 


criminal law; I am only the second woman ever 
to write and grade that board-certification exam; 

I have handled the capital, first-degree, and 
second-degree felony cases my opponent has 
not touched in the last 16 years, if ever; I was 
deputy chief of the Habeas Corpus Division at 
the Texas Office of the Attorney General, litigat- 
ing hundreds of serious felony cases in federal 
court. I was co-counsel on the second-ever DNA 
exoneration in Texas and have represented 
people on death row. I’ve practiced in state and 
federal court, from the U.S. Supreme Court on 
down, for more than 14 years. I read the new 
criminal cases from the appellate courts every 
week. I am running because I believe the law 
is important ... much more important than the 
shallow political interests driving my opponent's 
campaign, which seem completely divorced 
from any real concern about who has the legal 
knowledge and depth of experience to handle 
very serious criminal cases, not to mention 
what would be best for the litigants whose lives 
and liberty will be at stake in that court. I think 
the important thing to ask yourself before voting 
in this race is which candidate has the experi- 
ence you would want a judge to have if you were 
to stand trial yourself.

Exactly one year ago, when “experts” began 
seeking an “honorable exit," Vets for Victory, a 
pro-troop and pro-mission organization I head, 
began working with state lawmakers who were 
as frustrated as their constituents. The result 
was a legislative proclamation telling the troops, 
"We will not abandon you.” 

Last February, more than a thousand aver- 
age Oklahomans assembled outside the state 
Capitol building while a group of bipartisan law- 
makers read the state’s pledge not to abandon 
the troops.

In the celebrated 
Blackwater case, the media circled vulturelike to 
declare all contractors out-of-control criminals.

This tells them that their sacrifice 
will not be in vain and goes a long way toward 
raising their morale instead of our enemies'.

NAKED CITY 


Though not yet garnering headlines, negotiations are 
continuing between Capital Metro and Amalgamated 
Transit Union 1091, the city transit authority's work- 
force union. Featuring tense negotiations and a one- 
day strike, the previous contract expired at the end of 
June 2007. According to ATU 1091 President Jay 
Wyatt, one major sticking point in negotiations - which 
have been occurring about once or twice a month 
since the spring of 2007 - has been the shape of bar- 
gaining rights. ATU currently enjoys collective bargain- 
ing rights that include the right to strike as a last 
resort. The Cap Metro board has tried to end subcon- 
tracting and bring all employees in-house (something 
the union in principle supports) but in return wants to 
make ATU members subject to meet-and-confer bar- 
gaining, thereby abandoning the right to strike. On Jan. 
22, City Council Member Mike Martinez wrote his fel- 
low Capital Metro board members to argue "that 


adopting any other form of bargaining that is not equal 
to or greater than" ATU’s current rights “would simply 
not serve our workforce or this community in any posi- 
tive capacity.” The request fell on deaf ears: The latest 
memorandum of understanding from Cap Metro to ATU 
1091 continues to encourage a "meet-and-confer rela- 
tionship” between the parties. Negotiations are due to 
resume Feb. 28. - W.D. 

Stow away the raft, paddle, and Deliverance DVD - the 
city has ruled out white-water rafting as part of its 
revitalization plans for Downtown’s Waller Creek. A 
Jan. 31 briefing to City Council sounded the death 
knell, with the Waller Creek Citizen Advisory Committee 
resolving that Waller's “flow should maintain a reason- 
able depth, health, and movement of water without 
impeding access or use for all users or causing addi- 
tional erosion (No Whitewater).” White-water rafting on 
Waller was the brainchild of outdoorsman Jim Stuart, 
who directs doubters to similar Downtown white waters 
in cities like Denver. The cost of additional water 
pumps to speed the waters for limited white-water 
usage is negligible, compared to the $100 million tun- 
nel project designed to standardize the creek’s flow 
and pull surrounding real estate out of the floodplain - 
but apparently, the city has spoken. “Bottom line,” 
writes Stuart, “Whitewater on Waller Creek in Austin 
has been nixed!” - W.D. 

Austin Police have charged five people, including two juve- 
niles, with the Feb. 7 kidnapping of 5-year-old Adrian 
Jaimes, who was taken from outside his North Austin 
home but found that evening and returned to his family. 
Police say 26-year-old Modesto Vences-Garcia was the 
kidnappers’ ringleader and that he allegedly spent several 
weeks planning the kidnapping (the initial target was 
Adrian’s 10-year-old sister, Zuleima, police said). According 
to police, Vences-Garcia believed Adrian’s father, 

Salvadore Hernandez, owed him money, and Vences- 
Garcia intended to hold the boy until the family paid up.

Happy 

Valentines! 

Prepare to be seriously 
wooed by the Dems

Ain’t love grand? 

A few weeks ago, Texas voters had reason 
to feel alone and unwanted this primary- 
election season. In the wake of both the frog- 
jumping early primaries and Super Tuesday 
only 10 days ago, the national media consen- 
sus was that by the time the campaigns got 
around to the Lone Star State, the frontrun- 
ners would barely have time or reason to 
blow us a passing kiss. So much for Super- 
latives - the race may indeed be all but over 
on the worn-out GOP side, but Texans and 
Austinites can expect to get plenty of tender, 
romantic attention over the next month from 
the Democratic suitors, Hillary Clinton and 
Barack Obama. Garry Mauro, former land 
commissioner and gubernatorial candidate 
and Clinton’s Texas campaign manager, com- 
mented wryly this week that as “a student of 
the process” he never put much store in pun- 
dit predictions that the Democratic race 
would be won prior to reaching Texas because 
“mathematically - if you can count - there 
was no way a candidate could reach the nec- 
essary number of delegates.” 

Mauro was in an expansive mood as the 
campaigns moved to Texas and acknowl- 
edged that with the delegate count still so 
close, the Texas race has become “a little 
more serious now.” Mauro and the Clintons 
go back more than 30 years, to 1972, when 
they were young Democratic organizers 
working in Texas voter-registration cam- 
paigns. “Hillary has long-term roots here,” 
Mauro said, “and friends and relationships 
going back 30 years. That’s going to make 
the difference for her in Texas.” 

The early polls show Clinton “comfortably 
ahead” in Texas, said Mauro, and that’s 
despite what he calls the “soft press” provid- 
ed to Obama thus far. In early February she 
was polling roughly 48% to Obama’s 38% 
(with 10% undecided), although that’s likely 
to tighten as primary day nears and the two 
begin spending serious time and money here. 
Nationwide, said Mauro, Obama has been 
winning the “Starbucks latte” voters and 
Clinton the “Dunkin’ Donuts” voters - that 
is, Obama’s demographics trend upper-mid- 
dle-class, and Clinton’s are more working- 
class, although with exceptions, especially 
among African-Americans (strongly Obama), 
women over 40 (strongly Clinton), and 
Hispanics (strongly Clinton, although that 
has tightened a bit). 

Mauro says he’s been impressed by the 
Obama campaign’s ability to bring people out 
in the caucus states, “but that hasn’t trans- 
lated into votes at the polls. ... When is he 
going to carry a large, diverse state with a

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broad-base vote?” He pointed particularly 
to Clinton’s victories in Massachusetts and 
California, where she also carried the 
under-30 vote - supposedly the exclusive 
province of Obama. 

Dance Partners 

Make what you will of Mauro’s prognos- 
tications, it’s refreshing for Texans to be 
the subjects of such high-intensity cam- 
paign spin - call it political seduction - 
once again. The courtship began this week 
with high-profile endorsements. Clinton 
picked up venerable former West Texas 
Rep. Charlie Stenholm, and Obama cor- 
ralled San Antonio Rep. Charlie Gonzalez 
and influential Alpine state Rep. Pete 
Gallego. Of more note to Austinites, for- 
mer Austin mayor and 
current state Sen. Kirk 
Watson also endorsed 
Obama. Endorsement 
statements are inevita- 
bly flowery billets-doux, 
and Watson has echoed 
the Obama campaign’s 
dominant rhetoric: 
change and hope. 

“Senator Obama is 
focused on possibilities, 
not politics. He offers 
solutions that will unify 
our country and lead us 
into the future. Perhaps most of all, he 
knows that hope matters.” 

Asked what had made him jump the 
broom with Obama, Watson told me: “I 
really do believe that leadership is sup- 
posed to reveal and develop our opportuni- 
ties as a people and a country, and over the 
past several years, we have instead had 
leadership that wants us to lose sight of 
what we share together. . . . The country is 
poised to make a significant change that 
cuts across divisions and labels, and Obama 
really embodies that change.” 

In practical terms, Watson said he has 
been “extremely impressed with the 
troop level and effort and intellect” that 
the Obama campaign has already put on 
the ground in Texas. He said many peo- 
ple who had given up or lost interest in 
politics have been coming up to him to 
ask about precinct conventions and sim- 


ilar matters, and he expects both the 
primary vote and the precinct activity to 
be very high. “This is one of the best 
times to be a Democrat in my lifetime,” 
Watson said. “We’ve got two candidates 
that we can be really proud of and a 
really tough choice to make, but a good 
choice to have.” 

Stars Over Texas 

Watson acknowledged the demographic 
nuances that are inevitably the subject of 
political campaigns but believes Obama’s 
greatest strength has been his ability to 
reach across boundaries and upset expec- 
tations. “It’s understandable to be count- 
ing votes,” he said, “but we shouldn’t get 
into the habit of dividing people up as has 
already been done too 
much over the last 10 
years.” For a long- for- 
lorn Texas Democrat 
like himself, he said, 
“This year it’s like 
Christmas is coming 
March 4, and every day 
leading up to then, 
there’s a new present 
under the tree.” 

Mauro, for his part, is 
hardly ready to concede 
that the Obama cam- 
paign has a monopoly 
on hope and vision. “My personal opinion 
is that the Obama campaign is going to 
implode in the next six weeks,” he said, 
because its grand rhetoric is insufficiently 
grounded in practical politics. “And we’re 
not conceding Travis County or young pro- 
gressive voters [to Obama],” Mauro said. 
“We’re going to be going door-to-door, 
trench-to-trench, looking for every vote.” 
Asked if he thinks the new generation 
of Obama supporters may be expecting 
more from their candidate than govern- 
ment and politics can actually deliver, 
Watson responded fervently: “Politics 
has to be about something you can 
believe in, that can provide hope for 
opportunity down the road. We’ve had 
so much negative power politics over the 
last decade - if some people now have 
stars in their eyes, more power to ’em.

She's Gone

Today, Feb. 14 - Valentine’s Day - it'll be a 
regular Lonely Hearts Club in the City Council 
chambers. Many a city staffer - not to mention 
a council member or two (or quorum, for that 
matter) - will be anesthetizing their heartache in 
a glass of whatever’s close when it’s all over. 
Because, you see, she's gone. 

Today, Feb. 14, is Toby Futrell's last meeting 
as city manager. 

With Marc Ott slated to take the third floor 
starting Feb. 18, it looks to be an unceremoni- 
ous arrival for the incoming CM - and the outgo- 
ing one. Sure, we'll probably say a few nice 
words here and there and blush at recognition of 
the intense adulation we felt the first time we 
laid eyes on Futrell back in 2002. We were 
rebounding from a relationship that left us feel- 
ing used (Jesus Garza), and she was just what 
we needed. We made a good six years of it, 
didn’t we? Well mainly, right? It's just that peo- 
ple change over time, and we recognized we 
couldn’t abide the same things over and over 
and expect different results. After much soul- 
searching, we found someone new. 

It's not you, Toby; it's us. 

So instead of arguing over the albums or visita- 
tion rights to the dog, BTP hopes the transition 
from Futrell to Ott occurs seamlessly and assured- 
ly. Back when we were at daggers with each other, 
there was breathless talk about not wanting Futrell 
around to take part in (and thus taint) the transi- 
tion process. Now, from some of those same cor- 
ners, come whispers that Ott has received a luke- 
warm reception and not all the transition help he 
needs from staff. BTP certainly hopes this isn't 
the case and that staff extend every courtesy to 
our new city manager, as deserved. 

Let’s not make this any harder than it is already. 

BTP also hopes that once ensconced, Ott isn’t 
overwhelmed by an onslaught of unfinished busi- 
ness from the previous regime. He has a full 
plate already, what with public safety negotia- 
tions, a budget around the corner, and simply 
getting a feel for the office - but our six-year 
relationship was a long time, long enough to 
accumulate a lot of dirty laundry. For his sake 
and ours, let’s strive for a fresh start. 

Like a heart-shaped box of Valentine’s Day 
candy, there’s no way of knowing what we’re in 


for until we take a bite: the nougaty goodness of 
a new administration dawning, or a bitter love- 
hangover, as nasty as the melted cherry choco- 
late plucked last from the candy sampler? 

NUKE'S OUT! 

They say the best thing to do after a breakup 
is stay busy, so City Council obliges this week. 
Up first, Item 2 codifies council’s already voiced 
abstention from the South Texas Project. Item 
3 codifies the May council election, along with 
a charter amendment giving greater indepen- 
dence to the city auditor, if passed. Other char- 
ter revisions on the horizon include movement 
on single-member districts, with SMD advo- 
cate Mike Martinez calling for a Feb. 28 pre- 
sentation on recommendations and possible 
maps (Item 53), and setting a public hearing. 
With council’s deadline to set the election March 
6, it’s now or never for single-member districts. 
(Also, with its signatures turned in last Friday, 
look for group Stop Domain Subsidies to join 
the charter election, too.) On the development 
end, council preps requests for proposals on 
redeveloping the Green Water Treatment 
Plant Downtown (Item 54). 

And lastly, there are matching executive ses- 
sion and action items (66 & 75), “related to the 
implementation of the current City Manager's 
compensation and benefits resolution” - a likely 
retirement-credit byproduct of Futrell leaving this 
month, instead of at the end of May, as original- 
ly announced. 

Maybe we spoke too soon about her uncere- 
monious departure.

The Austin Independent School District received an evaluation of its performance 
last year at the board of trustees meeting Monday. The annual District Report 
Card is based on both the state and federal accountability systems and 
looks at everything from test scores to dropout rates. It showed that while stu- 
dents in the district have improved on most areas of the Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills tests, passing rates are lower than the state of Texas as a 
whole. And while the district has begun to slowly close the gaps in test scores 
between student groups (based on socioeconomic class and ethnicity), there’s 
still much work to be done. The high school graduation rate was 77.3% in 2006, 
with girls graduating more often than boys (80.2% compared to 74.5%). The 
report also noted that AISD's per-student expenditure is $10,357, higher than 
the state average of $9,629. AISD explained this is because of costs associat- 
ed with building new schools and updating old facilities. - Michael May 

Within the next four months, more 
than half of the city of Austin vehi- 
cle fleet will run on alternative 
fuels, including biodiesel and etha- 
nol, thanks to a six-year, 6 million-gal- 
lon, $138 million biofuel supply con- 
tract approved Jan. 31 by City 
Council. The move was prompted by 
the Austin Climate Protection Plan's 
goal of having a carbon-neutral city 
fleet by 2020. A blend of 20% biodie- 
sel and 80% low-emissions diesel 
(B20) will power the city's 1,138 die- 
sel trucks, 248 “flex-fuel" vehicles will 
use 85% ethanol and 15% gasoline 
(E85), and 2,023 gas-powered non- 
flex-fuel rides will use gasoline blend- 
ed with 10% ethanol (E10). The city 
also currently has 151 hybrids, 244 
propane-powered vehicles, and six 
running on compressed natural gas. 

“We’re taking baby steps,” said Ester 
Matthews, the ACPP director. She said 
the city is conducting a detailed car- 
bon analysis of its entire fleet and is 
anticipating the commercial availabili- 
ty of plug-in hybrids within the next 
few years, as well as considering con- 
struction of a biodiesel plant, perhaps 
tapping algae used to treat city waste- 
water. The city discussed making bio- 
fuels available to the public at one or 
more of its 40-plus fueling stations, 
but no such plans exist today, she 
said. On the opposite end of the 
spectrum, ExxonMobil, the world's 
second-largest corporation and a lead- 
ing climate-change denial-monger, 
broke its own U.S. record for yearly 
profits, pocketing $40.6 billion in 
2007. Exxpose Exxon, a coalition of 
prominent green groups, has called for an ExxonMobil products boycott, 
based on Exxon’s efforts to stifle climate-change reforms and its refusal 
of a $4.5 billion court-ordered settlement to an Alaskan fisherman 
impacted by the 1989 Exxon Valdez oil spill, among other reasons.

A youth suicide cluster may be developing in Travis County, and local health 
officials are mobilizing the community to prevent any further deaths, accord- 
ing to the Austin-Travis County Suicide Prevention Coalition, which held 
a press conference Monday to spotlight the issue. From July to November 
2007, there were five deaths by suicide for youths aged 15-19 in Travis Co. 
There was another death within recent weeks, and a youth was hospitalized 
in critical condition from a suicide attempt only days ago, said Merily Keller, 
co-chair of the Texas Suicide Prevention Council. This compares with only four 
deaths for this age group in all of 2005. “Of those who die by suicide, most 
have an underlying mental-health or substance-abuse condition,” continued 
Keller. “The majority of suicidal individuals do not want to die; they just want 
their emotional pain to stop. Take all suicidal talk seriously, and take action 
to get that person to help.” Some warning signs include threatening to hurt 
or kill oneself, withdrawal from friends or family, increased drug or alcohol use, 
and increased irritability or rage. For more, see www.texassuicideprevention.org. If 
you or someone you know is in crisis, call the National Suicide Prevention 
Lifeline at 800/273-TALK (8255).

How is TC doing? A new “snapshot” study shines the spotlight on Travis Co. 
demographic trends, both good and bad. At last Tuesday’s Commissioners 
Court meeting, the county’s Research and Planning Division explained that 
the user-friendly “Travis County Snapshot From the American Community 
Survey 2006" distills information pertinent to the county from the unwieldy 
parent study. Welcome news is that the county’s population is more educated 
than most. Disconcerting, however, are the study’s revelations that since 
1999, the median income has dropped nearly $6,000, and poverty rates 
have risen, even as they have fallen in the state. The county is working to 
buffer the negative trends. Meals on Wheels and More is teaming up with 
the Travis Co. tax office to notify residents older than 65 that they may quali- 
fy for significant tax exemptions. “The Travis County tax department may owe 
you money,” a MOWAM press release states. According to Dan Pruett, 
MOWAM CEO, “Many clients are homebound, elderly, disabled, and live in 
poverty. [We can] deliver important financial information along with a nutri- 
tious meal.”

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The Wimberley Independent 
School District board of trustees voted 
Tuesday to back down in a standoff with 
the Texas Education Agency over pay- 
ments owed to the state under the 
school financing regime known as Robin 
Hood. Wimberley, officially a property- 
wealthy district, earlier this week refused 
to pay some $2.3 million in property-tax 
revenue required by state law, which is 
due on Feb. 15. Education Commissioner 
Robert Scott called the district’s bluff 
and threatened to break apart its proper- 
ty-tax base and appropriate it to sur- 
rounding districts. The board voted 6-1 to 
make the first installment in a payment 
plan with a note that it was “made under 
protest." - Justin Ward 

Disgraced undercover police officer 
Tom Coleman - notorious for his role in 
fingering dozens of black residents of 
Tulia, Texas, as cocaine dealers in 1999 
- has lost a second appeal of his 2005 
aggravated perjury conviction. The Texas 
Court of Criminal Appeals affirmed on 
Feb. 6 the appeal court ruling that the 
trial court didn’t err in allowing two 
appointed special prosecutors to handle 
Coleman’s trial, even though the newly 
elected Swisher Co. District Attorney had 
taken office nine days earlier. Coleman 
argued the judge should have handed 
the case over to D.A. Wally Hatch; the 
court ruled the judge was not required to 
do so and noted Hatch didn’t ask to 
take over the case. Thirty-five of 38 Tulia 
residents convicted on drug charges 
because of Coleman’s corrupt work were 
ultimately pardoned by Gov. Rick Perry; 
45 of the 46 residents arrested in the 
infamous drug sting shared a $6 million 
settlement of a civil rights lawsuit brought against the involved law-enforcement 
agencies. Coleman was sentenced to 10 years of probation. -J.S. 

Attention meat lovers: If you don’t know where your meat is coming from, 
chances are it may be the product of an operation like California-based 
Hallmark Meat Packing Co., shut down last Tuesday by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture when a long-term undercover investigation by the 
Humane Society revealed widespread mistreatment of “downed" cows 
(those too sick or injured to walk), including video of workers kicking cows, 
ramming them with forklifts, jabbing them in the eyes, applying electrical 
shocks, and even blasting them with hoses to force the animals to walk to 
slaughter. USDA Undersecretary Richard Raymond cited "egregious viola- 
tions of humane handling regulations." Hallmark, which slaughtered about 
500 cows a day (mostly “spent” dairy cows), supplied the Westland Meat 
Co., which processed the carcasses and marketed the meat. The USDA 
itself bought Westland meat for its National School Lunch and Emergency 
Food Assistance programs. Texas received nearly 4.7 million pounds of 
Westland beef through the USDA in 2007, second only to California. 

Austin ISD was among the recipients. AISD Food and Nutrition Director 
Chris Carrillo said the district received three, 40,000-pound, USDA-provided 
shipments total but that the latest truckload was put on hold and never 
made it to students’ plates. “There was never a question of the whole- 
someness of the product,” Carrillo said. See www.humanesociety.org for more 
info and undercover video.

Members and friends of the Florida-based Coalition of Immokalee 
Workers protested Saturday, Feb. 9, in front of the Burger King at 
2700 Guadalupe the working conditions of field laborers supplying 
fast-food giants with one of their essential components: tomatoes. 
According to a press release from CIW, whose members are largely 
Latino immigrants, "Florida's farmworkers ... face sweatshop 
conditions every day in the fields, including: sub-poverty wages 
(tomato pickers earn roughly $10,000 a year, according to 
the Dept, of Labor); no raise in nearly 30 years (at the going 
rate, workers must pick more than 2.5 tons of tomatoes just to 
earn minimum wage for a typical 10-hr day); and the denial of 
fundamental labor rights (no right to overtime pay nor right to 
organize)." BK wasn't the group's only Austin target, however. 

A CIW and Fair Food Austin delegation visited Whole Foods HQ 
Monday to encourage the organic food behemoth "to take proactive 
measures to address sweatshop conditions in its tomato supply 
chain," reads another CIW press release. - Cheryl Smith 
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Veteran Lays Siege to Library, 
West Lake ... and Laura Bush

Heading west from Central Austin on Bee 
Caves Road is a little like crossing the border. 
Not into Mexico but into an entirely wilder, 
weirder place: Hollywood. Multitiered, multimil- 
lion-dollar homes dot the hillsides, and well- 
manicured strip malls even manage to give 
RadioShack and Massage Envy retail stores a 
posh veneer. Big names and big money have 
made the once-rural area a place to see and 
be seen in luxury cars rather than weathered 
pickup trucks. 

Naming West Austin’s new $5.8 million 
library branch after someone with both a big 
name and big money seems only appropriate: 
The Laura Bush Community Library, at the 

intersection of Bee Caves Road and Cuerna- 
vaca Drive, is scheduled to open in 2009 as 
a second branch of the Westbank 
Community Library. 

But for one West 
Austin man - who 
happens to drive a 
weathered pickup 
truck - there's noth- 
ing more inappropri- 
ate. Last August, 

Alan Roddy launched 
a one-man crusade 
to change the 
library’s name to 
honor U.S. military 
veterans rather than 
the first lady. 

If that means run- 
ins with the cops for 
possibly conducting 
“criminal mischief," 
writing open letters to Laura Bush in local 
papers, or running for public office, that's fine 
- Roddy’s willing to do whatever it takes. 
Sitting in his truck at the as-yet-undeveloped 
library site, he looks out at the hillside view 
that will greet patrons in a couple of years. 
“This is solitude,” Roddy said, “for a kid who's 
lost his mother or father in war who can come 


here and know his community 
cares about them.” 

Roddy’s shaggy gray hair seems 
to drip from beneath his black 
U.S. Army veteran's cap as he 
shuffles through the piles of 
paperwork he has assembled over 
the past six months, ever since 
he saw a sign go up at the future 
library site with Mrs. Bush’s 
name. Roddy, who works for the 
city of Austin’s information tech- 
nology department, is certainly 
playing the role of a solitary David 
in this fight against Goliath; Laura 
Bush publicly accepted the honor 
of a future eponymous library at 
an event last August. 

“I went directly to 
the hardware store," 
said Roddy, when he 
heard Mrs. Bush 
would be in town. He bought ply- 
wood for an “Honor Our Troops” 
sign that he nailed to the Laura 
Bush sign at the future library 
site. When it was removed, he 
installed another, just in time for 
Laura Bush and her Secret 
Service detail to view the sign 
upon her visit to the new site. 
The Travis County Sheriff’s 
Office was called, but Roddy 
refused to remove his signs. So 
far, no charges have been filed 
against him. 

Library staff and board mem- 
bers say they can honor both the troops and 
Mrs. Bush, who is very likely America's most 
famous librarian. “I agree with Mr. Roddy that 
the veterans should be honored,” library board 
member and retired lobbyist Dick Brown said 
in a phone interview. Brown said he plans to 
propose the new library’s plaza be named in 
honor of the troops, while keeping Laura Bush’s 


name on the branch. Laura Bush “embodies 
what we at the library level consider the best 
of the library movement," he said. 

A representative for Laura Bush said the 
first lady had no comment on Roddy’s efforts 
and that her office was not aware of Roddy’s 
protests at all. 

Roddy has run open letters to Laura Bush 
in the form of advertisements in the Westlake 
Picayune and in the Austin American-States- 
man, citing his motto: “Public buildings 
should be named in public with community 
involvement.” The Westbank Community 
Library District draws funding from area 
sales taxes, and the library itself was rated 
as a runner-up for “Best Small Library in 
America 2007” by the Library Journal and 
was given an Achievement of Excellence 
in Libraries Award in 2005 by the Texas 
Municipal Library Directors Association. 
But for ail its awards, Roddy says the library 
district hasn’t been transparent about its 
naming process. 


“They didn’t have a written naming policy,” 
he said. Agenda minutes from the Westbank 
District meetings cite the group’s intention to 
delineate a library-naming policy, but no clear 
decision was reached. According to Brown, 
“The naming of the library took place under 
the Open Meetings Act.” Roddy said the dis- 
trict's 8:30am meetings on Wednesdays 
aren’t open enough for working citizens. 

Regardless, Roddy insists he respects the 
library board and that he's not a troublemaker. 
“I’m no Cindy Sheehan," he said. “I’m not try- 
ing to throw mud at anyone.” He said he 
plans to run for a position in the library dis- 
trict in 2008. 

According to library district meeting min- 
utes, the group ruled to name “all or a por- 
tion” of the branch library for “persons who 
have made significant contributions to the 
library community.” In that case, the answer 
to this name game is simple, according to 
Roddy: “Military families are making a pretty 
significant contribution.” -Andrea Grimes

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Meeker vs. Leffingwell Candidates come out swinging 


With elections some three months out, the 
race for City Council’s Place 1 seat is off to 
a bruising start. Responsible Growth for 
Northcross' Jason Meeker is making up for 
his late start against incumbent Lee Leffing- 
well with the stridency of his campaign. 

Formally announcing last Wednesday, Feb. 

6 - almost a month after Leffingwell's official 
campaign kickoff and even after fellow Place 
1 challenger, novice Allen Demling - Meeker 
has come out swinging. In interviews and dur- 
ing his campaign announcement, he's depict- 
ing Leffingwell as a nuclear-power proponent, 
which - given Austin's liberal bona tides and 
financially disastrous nuke history in the 
Eighties - ranks just below tossing kittens off 
the 1-35 overpass, popularitywise. (Or, say, a 
Wal-Mart going up in your neighborhood.) 

“Fie came out in favor of nuclear power in 
the Austin American-Statesman in 
September,” Meeker said. “That's a 
huge issue. That’s sure to be a finan- 
cial boondoggle to the citizens of 
Austin, and I think it has environmen- 
tal repercussions that the citizens of 
Austin are not going to stand for.” 

The reference was to a Sept. 27 
Statesman editorial regarding the pro- 
posed expansion of NRG Energy’s 
nuclear South Texas Project, primar- 
ily for the energy needs of San 
Antonio. The editorial encouraged 
Austin to consider a stake in the 
plant; it quotes Leffingwell not in sup- 
port but as saying, “I think we have 
to give it serious consideration,” and, 

“I know Austin Energy is going to be 
taking a serious look at it ... and they 
will evaluate the cost factors and 
safety problems, and I think we do have to 
realize that the plant is going to be on the 
ground whether or not we participate.” 

Late last week, City Council effectively took 
the South Texas nuke off the table (pending a 
formal vote). Leffingwell says the issue is a 
red herring, as any decision involving AE’s 
investment in nukes would have to go to vot- 
ers. “Certainly I don't support nuclear power 
without citizen approval, without some kind of 
helpful analysis of the economics and the 
safety involved,” he said. “At this time, both 
the economics and the safety are not there. 

... Based on the information we have now, I 
know I’m not gonna support that.” 

The slam against one of Leffingwell's 
strengths - environmental stewardship, dat- 
ing back to his precouncil days on the 
Environmental Board - reveals not necessari- 


ly broad but certainly deep resentments 
against him from some blocs of the Austin 
body politic, including some from the neigh- 
borhoods that RG4N lays claim to. Liveable 
City board member Robin Rather is 
Meeker’s first marquee-name supporter - 
albeit not yet officially. 

“I am intending to officially endorse him, but I 
haven't actually done that yet,” said Rather, 
pending a few “nuts-and-bolt campaign strategy 
questions” precipitated by his late entry. For her, 
the Big Box Ordinance council passed after 
the Northcross debacle was a landmark deci- 
sion - but one, as she puts it, accomplished 
with little help from Leffingwell. Calling him “an 
almost mind-boggling disappointment,” Rather 
says Leffingwell prolonged the ordinance’s pas- 
sage by trying to insert his own “absolute mum- 
bo-jumbo language” into the ordinance. Rather 


also described Leffingwell's nuclear consider- 
ation as a deal-breaker. She recognizes Meeker 
is green but says he’s got the heart Leffingwell 
lacks. “In an ideal world, you’d have someone 
who's both experienced and taking a principled 
stand on the big issues, fighting like hell. In this 
race, that’s not gonna happen, apparently.” 
Rather’s support for Meeker (or opposition 
to Leffingwell), along with whispers of further 
Meeker mobilization from similar quarters of 
liberal Austin, has caused chatter across the 
political class - that looking to play kingmaker 
with their own candidate in the 2009 mayoral 
elections, groups like Liveable City have 
encouraged Meeker's run to drive up Leffing- 
well’s negatives, making him damaged goods 
should he run for mayor. The fact that Meeker 
has already slammed Leffingwell as eyeing 
higher office has done little to tamp down this 


talk - nor has Meeker's naming of Jason 
Stanford as campaign adviser. Opposition 
researcher Stanford, who also worked for 
gubernatorial candidate Chris Bell, is a 
friend of Brewster McCracken and a con- 
tender to run McCracken's rumored mayoral 
campaign in 2009, prompting buzz of a de 
facto alliance between the camps to kneecap 
Leffingwell early - the enemy of their enemy 
being their friend. 

Rather finds such Machiavellian rumors 
far-fetched, saying she’s only focused on 
what's best for the council, right now. 
Besides, she said, “To be honest with you, I 
think if Liveable City or anyone else really 
wanted to take Lee out, for the specific pur- 
pose of some other player, we probably 
would be running someone more seasoned 
than Jason.” 

For his part, Leffingwell is still 
adamant that there’s nothing 
council could have done to stop 
Wal-Mart at Northcross, that it 
was “required by law to be statu- 
torily approved by the staff,” and 
“for a council member to inter- 
fere” with that process “would 
subject him or herself and the 
city to legal liability. I’m totally 
sympathetic with their grievance," 
Leffingwell said. “It's just that the 
city has to obey the law just like 
everybody else. It’s not an issue 
for me to decide. ... But the fact 
of the matter is, I tried to improve 
the development by asking Wal- 
Mart’s people, along with other 
council members, to reduce the 
size of the store, which they did 
... and to make other improvements volun- 
tarily, improvements they didn’t want to do.” 
Those negotiations would’ve been further 
strained, he argued, by “having chewed them 
out in public.” 

Stiil, the site plan approval, coupled with 
RG4N’s unsuccessful lawsuit and a neigh- 
borhood group on the verge of bankruptcy, 
has left a lot of bad feelings and space for 
Meeker’s candidacy. “I guess I could’ve 
been a little more sympathetic, said, 1 real- 
ly feel your pain,”’ Leffingwell conceded, 
but as both his supporters and detractors 
are quick to point out, emotional appeals 
are not the man’s strong suit. Asked wheth- 
er the city’s reasoning has since been sat- 
isfactorily accepted regarding Wal-Mart, he 
answered: “I don’t. I don’t think that mes- 
sage has gotten out.”

AISD'S BOND PROPOSAL 
POSSIBLY BALLOT BOUND 

With less than two weeks left before they 
would have to make a final decision, the Austin 
Independent School District’s board of trust- 
ees is considering taking a $297 million bond 
proposal to the ballot in May. But while the dis- 
trict administration broadly supports the recom- 
mendations of the Citizens’ Bond Advisory 
Committee, there is still some controversy 
about the structure of the bond election. 

After both CBAC and the board raised questions 
about the scheduling of the bond, staff gave the 
board several options at the trustees’ Feb. 4 
meeting, from a $157 million minibond in May 
with a $500 million comprehensive bond next year 
to a $700 million comprehensive bond in 
November 2009. District Superintendent Pat 
Forgione supported the proposed interim bond in 
May, to be followed by a $500 million comprehen- 
sive bond in 2011. 

Forgione’s plan turns the CBAC wish list into 
three propositions. Proposition 1 would raise $171 
million for relief for overcrowding and academic 
achievement. This includes $24 million for an 
early childhood center to relieve pressure on Linder 
Elementary, a goal of the CBAC, which it recom- 
mended but for which it did not have a price tag. 
Proposition 2 would raise $74 million for health 
and safety, environmental improvements, and 
critical renovations and upgrades. 

But possibly the most significant evolution from 
the CBAC proposals is Proposition 3: $52 million 
for the performing arts. The CBAC had proposed 
$12 million for auditorium renovations for Lanier 
and McCallum high schools from critical repairs, 
but it had placed the funds under critical repairs. 
McCallum is home to the city’s fine-arts academy, 
but it has the smallest high school theatre in the 
district. Forgione’s proposal ties the fate of 
Proposition 3 to a proposed $40 million dis- 
trictwide performing-arts center. At its public 
meeting on Feb. 11, the board heard from parents 
of McCallum students that, while they support a 
PAC, it should be considered on its own merits, 
and McCallum’s theatre should be placed back 
under critical repairs. While the CBAC backed the 
idea of a PAC, which it had budgeted at $32 mil- 
lion, the committee did not include it in its recom- 
mendations because members felt they lacked 
enough information. Forgione said he understands 
the complaints and would not object to splitting 
the PAC and the renovations back up again. 

The board does not have long to solve these 
issues. Its final public hearing on the bond will be 
on Feb. 18, and to get on the May 10 ballot, mem- 
bers will have to reach a final decision and approve 
an order calling an election by Feb. 25.

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The Re-Energizer Revival 


Nearly 300 college students from across the state convened 
last weekend at the University of Texas at Austin for the first 
Re-Energize Texas Summit - organized to address the problem 
of global warming and find strategies to combat it that will be 
led by the first generations likely to be forced to live with its direct 
consequences. On the lips of nearly every speaker came the pro- 
nouncement: Climate change will be the modern equivalent of the 
civil rights movement, and it will be the responsibility of genera- 
tions X, Y, and millennium. 

“Since the Sixties, I don't think we have seen anything as big 
as this,” said UT-EI Paso student Jose Herrera during a summit 
press conference. Herrera said he traveled more than 600 miles 
with 12 other students to attend. Spiritual, political, and academic 
leaders - from the charismatic Austin Rev. Lennox Yearwood of 
the Hip Hop Caucus to the CEO of the world's largest organic 
yogurt company - were on hand both to congratulate and terrify 
their audience. 

The keynote addresses served as vignettes that could be, 
and possibly should be, included on any upcoming special-edi- 
tion DVDs of An Inconvenient Truth. Scientists delivered 
doomsday research about global warming’s effect on animal 
populations and geographical formations. Christian ministers 
talked of the majesty of God's kingdom. Indeed, the summit’s 
initial address last Friday night, Feb. 8, felt like nothing so 
much as the spiritually and hormonally charged opening ser- 
vice of a Christian youth revival. Delegates entered a tiered 
lecture hall in the teaching center near the Perry-Castaneda 
Library sporting their causes on their sleeves, bags, and hood- 
ies - instead of a Jesus fish, a National Wildlife Federation 
logo or a "Proud to Be Vegan” patch. (The conference, hosted 
by the UT Campus Environmental Center, was sponsored by 
the National Wildlife Federation, Public Citizen, the 
Sierra Club, and several other environmental organizations.) 

First came testimony from summit organizer Anna Pierce, 
wearing the room’s virtually obligatory dreadlocks. "We’re here 
to show this country and this world that we as students and 
young people and Texans, that we do care,” Pierce said, her 


voice close to cracking. Suddenly, a voice 
from the back of the room: “Yes!” It might as 
well have been “Amen!” Pierce's fierce, fist- 
pumping idealism was followed by presenta- 
tions featuring facts, graphs, and bibliograph- 
ic citations, but speakers were greeted with 
the kind of spontaneous applause and holler- 
ing usually saved for Sunday morning. 

Likable millionaire Gary Hirshberg took 
delegates on a pleasant jog through the 
story of his incredibly successful organic 
food company, Stonyfield Farm, but didn’t 
shy away from the scary facts: Carbon 
emissions must be reduced by 80% by 
2050, or the earth will suffer irreparable 
damage. Then, on to the organic yogurt 
that made him rich. By the end of 
Hirshberg’s presentation, the audience was 
not only ready to save the world but to do 
so by buying abundant supplies of Stonyfield Farm products. 

The summit was then turned over to a major downer, from UT 
biology professor Camille Parmesan, a member of the 2007 
Nobel Peace Prize-winning Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change. Parmesan clicked through slides of lovely 
birds, butterflies, and frogs all already affected or effectively 
eliminated by climate change. Yet thanks to Yearwood, a mes- 
sage of hope prevailed. Speaking about his belief in the power 
of youth to instigate change, Yearwood told the story of a don- 
key that fell down a well. As his farmer master filled the well up 
with dirt, the donkey shook off the dirt, stamped it down, and 
climbed higher. By the time the donkey climbed out of the well, 
Yearwood had his audience on its feet, clapping and yelling. 

Lest they appear to have orchestrated a lot of talking - or 
clapping and yelling - and not a lot of doing, summit co-organiz- 
er Praween Dayananda of the National Wildlife Federation said 
delegates were sent home with three imperatives to action. 

First, get the president of their universities to sign an agree- 



ment to make their campuses carbon-neutral in two years, elimi- 
nating and/or offsetting their negative effects on the environ- 
ment. Second, encourage local businesses to create “green 
jobs” in the renewable-energy field. And lastly, work with local 
businesses to ban new coal plants and nuclear power plants. 

Between keynote addresses, students gathered in class- 
rooms to talk about lobbying techniques, campaign planning, 
and everyday actions they could take to combat global warm- 
ing. And if it all got to be too much, Zen Buddhist teacher 
Brother ChiSing led workshops on meditation and spirituality 
to calm the stressed environmental activist’s soul. 

For all its revival feeling, from small group discussions to camp- 
meeting style lectures, the Re-Energize Texas Summit was really 
hardly a revival at all. The issue of global warming, according to 
Baylor University sophomore Whitney Petty, hasn’t even been 
alive long enough yet to warrant resuscitation. “No longer do we 
wait until tomorrow to fix this,” Petty said. “Tomorrow is today.”

A REMINDER OF GENOCIDE IN DARFUR

SENATORS TROUNCE TRANSPORTATION OFFICIALS 


Officials from the Texas Department of 

Transportation fielded tough questions during a 
three-hour grilling before a joint Senate committee 
last Tuesday morning, and one of the toughest 
lines of inquiry came from Sen. Kirk Watson, 
D-Austin. 

Watson has plenty of reasons to be unhappy with 
the transportation department. In TxDOT’s new 
world of transportation funding - the world with all 
those toll roads and public-private partnerships - 
Central Texas leaders have put their credibility on 
the line, most recently with a vote last October to, 
once more, approve a set of toll roads. Unknown to 
them, though, TxDOT already was planning major 
budget cuts that were going to trickle down to 
Central Texas. Watson was more than miffed. He 
was angry during the joint committee meeting of 
Senate Finance and Senate Transportation and 
Homeland Security, coldly leading TxDOT Executive 
Director Amadeo Saenz and Chief Financial Officer 
James Bass through a series of questions about 
what they knew and when. 

“Why is it we should trust you?” Watson asked 
agency officials and three commissioners from the 
Transportation Commission. “During this entire pro- 
cess, we have been completely relying upon you 
guys to be honest with me - then you change your 
mind after the fact.” 

Senators took turns with the agency, scolding 
it for failing to disclose financial problems and 
expressing suspicion about the motives behind the 
announcement. Watson, for one, said he’s suspi- 
cious the agency might be using this recent budget 
shortfall to force Central Texas to convert its toll 
roads to public-private partnerships. “I think there’s 


potential - and I'm not even sure that’s a good 
word - that what you did to the Austin region is 
geared at getting toll roads into the Transportation 
Improvement Program so that you can attempt 
to privatize those,” Watson said. “As long as I'm 
chair of the [Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization], we will strip those roads out of the 
TIP so that it cannot occur." 

Commissioner Ted Houghton noted the 
Transportation Commission has identified 87 proj- 
ects for possible alternative funding - only a tiny 
fraction of the state’s entire road system. Watson 
balked, saying it might be a small part of the state’s 
roads, but it’s a big part of his own district. 

During the hearing, Saenz revealed TxDOT 
had made a significant error in reconciling its 
projects and revenues, leaving the agency with 
$1.1 billion less than anticipated. Saenz, who’s 
been on the job since last October, said the agen- 
cy already has moved to address the issue, mak- 
ing sure that all relevant divisions report to Bass 
and that Bass be the point person for all future 
budget projections. 

What chairs Sens. Steve Ogden, R-Bryan, and 
John Carona, R-Dallas, want to see is the 
Transportation Commission refrain from redirecting 
project funds to maintenance unless absolutely nec- 
essary and begin issuing the $5 billion in bonds 
approved by voters last November. “We expect to 
see that debt issued,” Carona said. “It’s no secret 
the governor’s not supportive of that, but the fact of 
the matter is that this Transportation Commission 
has to work with us and not against us. The tool of 
unissued debt is enormous, and we expect you to 
issue that debt.” - Kimberly Reeves

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Austin Says, 'No, Thanks,' to Investing in New Nukes 


New Jersey-based NRG Energy to the city 
of Austin: Yo, Austin, we know you s Texans 
need more energy, so boom! Bing! We’re gonna 
add two new nuclear reactors down at the 
South Texas Project near Bay City. Whadaya 
say? You guys already own 16% of the thing, 
so how 'bout kicking in some cash like the 
$206 million your friend in San Antonio did 
and help us build this bastard? 

City to NRG: Thanks for the offer, NRG, but 
we'll pass. You see, based on our figuring, this 
project looks like a shaky deal financially, not 
to mention (but we’ll mention it anyway) that 
you declared bankruptcy in 2003. Given the 
fact that no one’s built a new nuclear plant in 
the U.S. since, oh, around the time Frank 
Zappa last played here, we’re pretty sure you're 
not going to complete this one on time and 
under budget. But hey, if you do manage to 
pull it off, give us a shout, and maybe we'll buy 
some energy from ya. Later! 

OK, that’s not quite how the exchange 
went, but Austin Mayor Will Wynn did in fact 
announce last Friday that the city would 
decline an offer to become an investment 
partner with NRG in the planned expansion of 
the South Texas Project, a nuclear power 
plant about 90 miles southwest of Houston 
that supplies about 29% of Austin’s electricity. 
NRG, which bought 44% of the plant in 2005, 


approached Austin last December about the 
expansion and gave the city until March 1 to 
reply. San Antonio’s municipal utility, CPS 
Energy, owns the other 40% and quickly 
agreed to support the expansion. 

In an interview, Wynn said Austin’s deci- 
sion was based on an “apolitical" financial 
risk analysis by Austin Energy and outside 
consultant WorleyParsons, who concluded 
the project's budget as well as its permitting 
and construction timetable were “overly opti- 
mistic.” The mayor, however, left wide open 
the possibility of AE buying power from STP 
in the future. In the meantime, Wynn 
explained, the community will have a say in 
how Austin’s energy is generated as the city 
prepares to kick off an “unprecedented” 
yearlong public-participation process late this 
spring to “help us decide what the future fuel 
mix of Austin Energy should look like as the 
city and community grow.” 

Wynn said Austin's current fuel mix is about 
two-thirds carbon-based, from traditional 
sources like natural gas and coal combustion, 
while most of the rest comes from STP’s 
atomic energy. A small but growing portion 
(about 11% by year's end) comes from renew- 
able sources - mostly wind power. AE is also 
a nationally recognized leader in implement- 
ing energy-efficiency measures. “We’re doing 


a much better job reducing energy use per 
capita,” Wynn said, “but our needs are grow- 
ing. Clearly, we’ll need more energy genera- 
tion capacity sooner than later.” With as many 
as 12 new reactors on the drawing board in 
Texas and as many as 24 more nationwide, 
atomic energy’s critics are lining up 
with a litany of concerns, including 
the long-unresolved dilemma of 
how to safely deal with toxic 
and volatile nuclear waste, 
piling up at reactor sites in 
the absence of a much- 
delayed national repository. 

Green groups are also coun- 
tering claims that nukes are 
carbon-free, pointing to the 
greenhouse-gas intensive 
practice of mining and refining 
the uranium needed to fuel the 
reactors. With a less than exempla- 
ry record for securing and overseeing 
the U.S.’ existing nukes, critics question 
whether the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission is capable of handling the anticipat- 
ed flood of new permits. 

Many local activists are stili sore from the 
battle over the STP’s initial 1981 construc- 
tion, which, as Public Citizen’s Tom “Smit- 
ty” Smith likes to point out, was eight years 


late and 600% over budget. Austin Energy’s 
study said the STP expansion may exceed its 
budget by $1 billion. Many nuke foes also 
fault the fat taxpayer-funded incentives and 
loan guarantees offered by the federal govern- 
ment. The Lone Star Sierra Club has joined 
Public Citizen and the SEED Coalition to 

form Nuke Free Texas, now preparing 
to contest STP’s permit with the 
NRC. National nonprofit Union 
of Concerned Scientists 
has also come out against 
new nukes. 

Austin forgoing par- 
ticipation in the STP 
expansion is no doubt 
just the first chapter in 
an unfolding drama 
over whether nuclear 
energy ought to be 
expanded domestically. 
Hotter than a barrel of fresh 
radioactive waste, the debate 
will center around greens' assertion 
that Texas’ growing energy needs can be met 
without building new reactors or coal-burning 
power plants. Instead, enviros favor heavier 
investment in demand-side energy-efficiency 
tactics and accelerated development of 
renewable-energy resources. For more info, 
see www.nukefreetexas.org, www.ucsusa.org, and 
www.stpnoc.com.

ABBOTT: D.C. WRONG ON GUNS 

Writing on behalf of 31 states, Texas Attorney General Greg 
Abbott argues in a friend of the court brief that the Second 
Amendment does protect an individual citizen’s right to bear 
arms and urges the U.S. Supreme Court to agree that the 
Washington, D.C., handgun ban is unconstitutional. Under a 
1976 city ordinance, private citizens living in D.C. are banned 
from owning handguns and are required to keep all rifles or 
shotguns disassembled or stored with an enabled trigger lock. 

The ban is now in legal limbo, however: D.C. Police Officer 
Dick Heller sued the city after it denied his application to 
keep a handgun in his home. Heller lost his case in district 
court but won on appeal when the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia Circuit declared the city's ban a viola- 
tion of the Second Amendment. The city, led by Mayor Adrian 


Fenty, is appealing to the Supremes, who are slated to hear 
oral arguments in the case next month. 

In his brief on behalf of Texas and 30 other states - includ- 
ing Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, and New Mexico, states that 
have entered reciprocity agreements with Texas allowing indi- 
viduals licensed by the state to carry concealed weapons over 
state lines - Abbott argues that private firearm ownership is a 
“fundamental right,” and that D.C. is “markedly out of step” 
with the 50 states, “all of which protect the right of private cit- 
izens to own handguns.” He notes that while “reasonable 
minds” can differ about the scope of the Second Amendment, 
“that is, about which government regulations are permissible” 
- for example, whether restrictions on assault-weapon owner- 
ship or the imposition of firearm registries are constitutional - 
questions of scope are not at issue in this case (those “vex- 
ing issues ... are appropriately left to another day,” he writes). 


Instead, Abbott writes, this case asks the Supremes to 
weigh in only on the fundamental question of whether the 
Second Amendment allows individuals to bear arms or provides 
only that the state - via the fabled “well regulated militia” - 
may restrict firearm ownership, a question that “will determine 
whether the Second Amendment has any modern relevance.” 
Texas Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison has also joined the cru- 
sade to see the D.C. ban overturned and the individual right to 
bear arms reaffirmed, filing a brief with the Supremes on 
behalf of 55 senators and 250 House members - the largest 
group of lawmakers ever to weigh in on a high court case, she 
told The Dallas Morning News. “Sometimes I like to ask gun 
control advocates what would have happened to the American 
Revolution if there had been gun control at the time," 

Hutchison told the daily. “We all know the answer - there 
wouldn’t be an America."

LEGAL BATTLE OVER WHEN PRISONER IS SANE 
ENOUGH FOR EXECUTION BOUNCES BACK HERE 



The long, sad case of Texas death row 
inmate Scott Panetti landed back in federal 
district court last week, where Judge Sam 
Sparks is tasked with deciding whether Panetti 
is indeed sane enough to be executed. 
According to the state, Panetti is quite likely a 
malingerer who is clearly able to understand 
the connection between his crime and punish- 
ment and, Assistant Attorney General Tina 
Miranda argued in court on Feb. 6, Panetti’s 
strong religious beliefs clearly evidence this 
fact: He believes forgiveness for his crime is 
integral to his salvation - that underlying con- 
nection between right and wrong is solid proof 
Panetti can comprehend his fate, Miranda 
argued. But Panetti's defenders, including 
Austin appellate attorney Keith Hampton, 
argue an ability to understand is not the same 
as actual comprehension. Panetti’s hyperreligi- 
osity is not anchored in any objective reality, 
they argue. Indeed, Panetti has long claimed 
the real motive for executing him is to stop him 
from preaching "the gospel of the Lord King.” 

At stake is not only Panetti's life but also the 
evolution of a legal standard that could be 
applied in other cases where a prisoner's com- 
petence to face execution is at issue. 

Panetti was convicted and sentenced to die 
for the 1992 murder of his in-laws, Joe and 
Amanda Alvarado, at their Fredericksburg 
home. Diagnosed with a form of schizophre- 
nia, Panetti had been hospitalized at least 11 
times prior to the murders and had last been 


released just two months before he killed the 
Alvarados. When Panetti turned himself in to 
police that day, he told police that "Sarge” - a 
recurring auditory hallucination - was respon- 
sible for the crime. 

In September 1994, a heavily medicated 
Panetti was not only deemed competent to 
stand trial for the murders, but also, Kerr Co. 
District Judge Stephen Abies ruled, he would 
be allowed to represent himself in court. Panetti 
wore a purple cowboy outfit during his trial, filed 
numerous rambling legal motions, and sought 
to subpoena hundreds of witnesses - including 
Anne Bancroft and Jesus Christ. Panetti's 
standby attorney called the trial “truly a judicial 
farce and a mockery of self-representation.” 

Nonetheless, Panetti was convicted and his 
subsequent appeals were denied until 2004, 
when his lawyers argued that Panetti’s mental 
illness renders him incompetent for execution. 
His appeal went before the U.S. Supreme 
Court, which ruled last summer that the han- 
dling of the case thus far had been “flawed” 
and “too restrictive” to satisfy the Eighth 
Amendment ban on cruel and unusual pun- 
ishments; in deeming Panetti sane enough to 
die, the courts considered only that Panetti “is 
aware that he committed the murders,” that he 
is “aware that he will be executed,” and that 
he is aware that the state has said he is to be 
executed because he committed “the crimes 
in question.” The problem, Justice Anthony 
Kennedy wrote, is that Panetti doesn’t actual- 


ly believe that is the case. In sum, Kennedy 
wrote it was not sufficient for the court to con- 
sider “a prisoner’s delusional belief system as 
irrelevant if the prison knows that the State 
has identified his crimes as the reason for his 
execution” - especially if the delusions “so 
impair” the prisoner’s concept of reality that 
“he cannot reach a rational understanding of 
the reasons for the execution.” 

With that, the Supremes punted the case 
back to the Austin courtroom of Sparks, giv- 
ing him the daunting task of wading through 
the legal morass of the Panetti case in order 
to divine whether he is sane enough to die - 
a decision that will become the first step in 
devising a standard for judging mental eli- 
gibility for execution that would ultimately 
be applied to other similarly situated inmates. 
(As such, it is inevitable the case will again 
be appealed, meaning that whatever test 
Sparks applies in his ruling will have to pass 
legal muster all the way back up the legal 
food chain to the high court.) 

To Rusk State Hospital psychiatrist David 
Self, there is no doubt Panetti is too deluded 


to be considered competent: 
After evaluating Panetti in 
November, Self concluded 
Panetti is “delusionally preoc- 
cupied with religious themes,” 
which he said is a “very fre- 
quent manifestation” of schizo- 
phrenia. Moreover, he found 
nothing to suggest Panetti is 
faking his illness - if anything, 
he said, Panetti at times 
seemed to be “faking good,” by 
trying to present himself as more rational 
than he actually is. However, Panetti does not 
comprehend the real reason for his execution, 
said Self, as he believes he’s a player in a 
spiritual war being fought between the forces 
of good and evil. Self said Panetti told him 
that in this fight, the state of Texas has been 
deluded by the devil: Although the state has 
come to believe it seeks his execution as 
punishment for his crime, Panetti believes the 
state has become a pawn in the devil’s game 
to silence his preaching. 

Under questioning by Assistant AG Miranda, 
Self testified he believes Panetti is incapable 
of “a rational understanding” of why he is to 
be executed. But, Miranda pointed out, Panetti 
comprehends the cause-and-effect nature of 
his circumstance and the concept of good and 
evil - indeed, the notion there is a "war” 
between good and evil is not unusual and 
would not on its face be considered delusion- 
al, she noted. “Is believing in spiritual warfare 
a fixed false belief?” Miranda asked Self. 

“Not by itself,” Self replied. "No.”

TRAVIS CO. JAIL IMMIGRATION FRACAS 
HITS COMMISSIONERS COURT 


Travis County Commissioners Court con- 
vened long past quitting time Tuesday afternoon 
to deliberate the Sheriff’s Office’s recent deci- 
sion to provide U.S. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement with office space in the jail, with 
county officials claiming they never dreamed the 
arrangement would cause such a fuss and immi- 
grant activists countering that it’s an out-of-char- 
acter betrayal of the minority community. 

An indignant Sheriff Greg Hamilton disputed 
the alleged nefariousness of the plan, insisting 
the Sheriff’s Office is merely providing an old 
desk and a tiny room so ICE agents won't have to 
stand at a counter to process deportation paper- 
work, that it is his prerogative as sheriff to dele- 
gate jail resources, and that the Sherrif's Office is 
legally obligated to cooperate with ICE and other 
law enforcement. Hamilton added he has excelled 
in reaching out to minorities - after which point 
commissioners lamented his “defensiveness." 

For decades, federal agents have visited the 
jail daily, to check booking sheets for inmates 
who self-report that they were not born in the U.S. 
With permanent digs, however, ICE will literally be 
able to sit and wait for Travis Co. inmates and 
implement its far-reaching, funding-flush Criminal 


Alien Program. Even now, ICE is placing more 
and more county defendants, who would ordinar- 
ily bond out, on indefinite detainer. According to 
activists, legal residents are being held, which is 
unconstitutional. Attorney Nicole True cautioned 
also that detained defendants might plead guilty 
because it’s hard to convince ICE they’re legal 
from jail; furthermore, ICE doesn’t inform undocu- 
mented immigrants of possible deportation relief. 
Activists also slammed Travis Co. for effectively 
enabling ICE’s profiling tactics, which are “notori- 
ously sordid,” said Jim Harrington, director of 
the Texas Civil Rights Project. 

So, would any strong-arm insensitivity bleed 
into local practices? One Latino speaker from out 
of town recounted how a police officer stopped 
his car, then said to a fellow passenger, “Where’d 
you get those [papers], a flea market?” Activists 
also braced the county for more inmate lawsuits, 
for which ICE will assume no responsibility. 

So, what’s in it for the county? Well, Sherrif's 
Office officials said the department sure appre- 
ciates the $1.2 million ICE pays in fees. After 
executive session, the court passed a motion 
to encourage the sheriff and the public to 
engage in dialogue. - Patricia J. Ruland

BUSH PUSHES MILITARY 
COMMITMENT TO IRAQ 

George W. tells us as loudly and as often 
as he can that the Iraqi government is steadi- 
ly taking charge and that this will allow 
America’s military role to shrink there. 

Before you swallow that, however, you 
might chew on the provisions in a little-known 
"military agreement” that Bush & Company is 
quietly trying to rush through the Iraqi parlia- 
ment. It requires that, for the foreseeable 
future, Iraq give the U.S. broad authority to 
conduct our own military actions in that sup- 
posedly sovereign nation, that our troops be 
empowered to detain any Iraqis we want and 
be immune from any Iraqi prosecution, and 
that our military actions there will require no 
consultation or approval by their government. 

To add a little provocative spice to the 
agreement, there's also a provision that 
America's private mercenary forces, including 
the infamous Blackwater Corporation, would 
remain immune from Iraqi law. 

In addition, there’s an especially nasty tid- 
bit that should cause us all to choke on the 
deal. An early draft includes a pledge that 
America would support Iraq “in defending its 
democratic system against internal and exter- 
nal threats.” That commits our troops to all 
sorts of horrors, including participating in an 
all-out civil war! Now, the Bushites claim that 
this pledge was overly broad, and gosh, trust 
us, they say, we won't go that far. 

Trust us? You might note that, once again, 
Bush is trying to sneak his deal past us, avoid- 
ing our nation's system of checks and balanc- 
es. Such long-term commitments are normally 
done as treaties, requiring two-thirds approval 
by the Senate. But by calling it an “agreement,” 
Bush asserts he can commit our country by 
executive fiat, with no debate and no vote. 

Trust us? Ha! I'd sooner trust a coyote to

Primaries Looming Large 

Obama and Clinton add weight to March 4

For the first time in a long while, Texas Democrats have power in a presidential election. Flow 
much power? This much: Just as I was about to type this sentence Monday afternoon, it was 
announced that Hillary Clinton and Barack Obama will be debating here in Austin on Feb. 21. 
Seriously. The CNN/Univision-televised event will be held at the Rec Center at 21st & Speedway 
on the UT campus. (Alas, we were hoping for Scholz Garten’s back patio.) 

With the nomination usually decided by the time Texas holds its primaries, and the electoral 
college rendering their votes meaningless every fourth December, Texas Democrats usually serve 
as little more than a source of cash to be spent elsewhere. After Tuesday’s “Potomac primaries,” 
Obama’s 1,253 delegates (by CNN’s count) are barely edging out Clinton’s 1,211 - so the drive 
for the 2,025th and clinching delegate is very much a jump ball. 

Of course, there are other elections further down the ballot, some arguably more important to 
the day-to-day lives of Austinites. We’ve been covering these campaigns for the past several 
weeks, and now they enter their stretch runs. This week, we spotlight the Republicans hoping 
to defend Mike Krusee’s House District 52 from a Dem challenge, more twists and intrigue in 
the Travis County tax assessor-collector race, and a peek at the Dem candidates for the long 
misnamed and misunderstood Texas Railroad Commission. For the Chronicle’s endorsement in 
select races, see p.8. 

Early voting begins on Tuesday, Feb. 19, and runs through Friday, Feb. 29 (see our early-voting 
info on p.8). Election day is March 4. Go vote - this time it really will matter. - Lee Nichols 



Aleshire vs. Oden 

Who's running for tax assessor? 


The names on the Democratic primary bal- 
lot for Travis Co. tax assessor-collector are 
officially 16-year incumbent Nelda Wells Spears 
and former Austin state Rep. Glen Maxey. But 
voters following the campaign trail might be 
forgiven for occasionally wondering if the long 
shadows of former county Judge Bill Aleshire 
and former County Attorney Ken Oden - both 
now in private legal practice - have somehow 
taken possession of the campaign. Although 
both men are strong Democratic partisans, 
their past conflicts over county policy have 
steadily bled into the current campaign, threat- 
ening to obscure the actual candidates. 

The Aleshire vs. Oden dispute dates most 
bitterly to the 2005-2006 fight over a proposal 
by Oden and his law firm, Linebarger Goggan 
Blair & Sampson, to privatize the county’s col- 
lection of delinquent property taxes. (The 
Tinebarger firm specializes in similar govern- 
ment contracts, and Travis County is one of the 
largest in Texas that haven’t already privatized 
the process.) Aleshire, who was himself once 
tax assessor-collector, led the public charge 


against the privatization proposal, which was 
defeated at Commissioners Court after a staff 
study showed that it would be both less effec- 
tive and more expensive than continuing the 
current system. Maxey officially opposes priva- 
tization, although Aleshire says he waited too 
long to do so, and Aleshire and Spears are 
convinced that the privatizers (read, Oden) 
remain determined to get their hands on that 
county business. (Curiously, Dale Linebarger, 
since retired from the firm that bears his name, 
is supporting Spears, although he acknowl- 
edges they differ on privatization.) 

The county’s privatization rejection was not 
the end of the political story, as Oden subse- 
quently helped defeat Precinct 2 Commissioner 
Karen Sonleitner, at least in part for her 
staunch opposition to privatization. “I did help 
do that,” Oden said, “and despite what Aleshire 
seems to believe, it’s still legal for me to sup- 
port or oppose candidates of my choosing.” 
Oden says he opposed Sonleitner as much for 
her positions on the northeast landfills and toll 
roads as for the privatization issue, but most

Sonleitner was 
S defeated by Sarah Eckhardt - who also opposes 

1 privatizing the tax collection. 

Nonetheless, Aleshire (who is also Spears’ 
campaign treasurer) and Spears have repeat- 
edly accused Maxey of essentially being a stalk- 
ing horse for Oden, a charge both men deny. 
They say that, in fact, last spring Oden had 
been talking to another potential candidate 
when Maxey called him to say he intended to 
run, and Oden says he told him, “Then there’s 
no point in anyone else running - a third can- 
didate won’t have a chance against you and 
Spears.” Oden describes politics and govern- 
mental policy as both his preoccupation and 
his hobby - “It’s far too late for me to join a 
square-dancing club” - and he has indeed 
helped form a political action committee, the 
Progressive Action PAC, to support candidates 
this year. But he adds that because of his long- 
standing relationships with both Maxey and 
Spears, he’s staying out of the tax assessor’s 
race. “I wouldn’t be intimidated by Bill’s wild 
charges to stay out of that race, but it’s some- 
thing I just choose not to do.” 

Aleshire doesn’t believe it, and last week told 
the Chronicle that he’d heard Oden’s PAC was 
about to do a big media buy on Maxey’s behalf; 
told of Oden’s denial, he responded, “I’m glad 
to hear that,” but he didn’t sound convinced. 
Asked if he believes no incumbent Democrat 
should ever be challenged in a primary, he 
said, “Only if they’re doing a bad job, and 
Nelda’s been doing a great job for many years.” 
Last summer, Aleshire’s anger against Maxey 
spilled over into an e-mail to the Rick Noriega 
for Senate campaign, which at the time was 
employing Maxey as a database consultant. 
Although the specific e-mail has been lost, 
Noriega campaign manager Sue Schechter con- 
firmed that Aleshire responded to a Noriega 
campaign e-mail by demanding to know why 
anyone in Travis County should support 


Noriega as long as he was providing work to 
Maxey. (Schechter says she requested a meet- 
ing to discuss Aleshire’s concerns but never 
heard back, and now Maxey, deep in his own 
campaign, is no longer working for Noriega.) 

Aleshire acknowledged that he feels “a sense 
of indignation that Maxey would run against 
[Spears]” in light of her “achievements and 
amazing record of public service.” But he says 
he now regrets writing the e-mail to the Norie- 
ga campaign, because “on reflection, my e-mail 
was beneath the standards Nelda has set for 
her campaign. No excuses.” 

The conflict surfaced again a couple of 
weeks ago, when in a candidates forum at UT, 
Maxey reportedly “congratulated” Aleshire for 
tipping the Statesman to its story on Maxey’s 
2000 plea for leniency to Travis Co. District 
Attorney Ronnie Earle on behalf of Maxey’s 
then-companion, who was mentally ill and fac- 
ing a felony prosecution. The report reverber- 
ated beyond that public meeting - only because 
Aleshire posted an outraged denial (while 
retelling the story) to the Burnt Orange Report 
blog and in a similar letter to the Statesman , 
insisting, “I did not even know about the inci- 
dent, and I played no part whatsoever in that 
newspaper story.” Maxey told the Chronicle that 
he doesn’t actually know who spread the story, 
but he “suspects” Aleshire because of his often- 
expressed animosity to Maxey’s campaign. 

Whatever happens in the primary, the bitter- 
ness of this internal party fight will inevitably 
linger beyond March 4. Perhaps it’s even anoth- 
er sign of increased Democratic dominance, 
that the bitter county political fights are most 
likely to be between otherwise partisan allies. 
Aleshire continues to issue dire warnings against 
law firm “bounty hunters” trying to get their 
hands on county collections, while Oden blasts 
Aleshire’s combative and seemingly proprietary 
attitude toward county government. “It’s just 
Bill’s style to accuse and slander anyone who 
disagrees with him,” said Oden. “I’m not going 
to take up golf, and Bill’s not going to become 
gracious in public debate.” - Michael King 
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Spears Thinks Voter ID 
Is 'Reasonable' 


Throughout his campaign to oust Travis Co. 
Tax Assessor-Collector Nelda Wells Spears in 
the Democratic primary, former state Rep. 
Glen Maxey has criticized the 16-year-incum- 
bent - who is also the county voter registrar - 
for not going to the Legislature to speak out 
forcefully against so-called voter ID laws, 
which would force voters to bring a photo ID 
either when registering to vote or in addition 
to their voter registra- 
tion card to the polls. 

But in a meeting last 
Friday with the 
Chronicle’s editorial 
board, Spears dropped 
a bombshell: She sup- 
ports voter ID. 

“I didn’t think there 
was a need for me to 
go to the Capitol and 
talk about [voter ID],” 

Spears said. “I read 
[House Bill 626, from 
the 2007 session], 
and there were certain 
things in it that 
allowed for a person to 
show identification 
when they register to 
vote. Okay. Most peo- 
ple have some kind of identification. It 
could have been a driver's license; it could 
have been a state ID card; it could have 
been a work badge; a utility bill. There was 
a list of things that could have been used 
as proof of identity when filling out the 
voter card. And it seems simple enough to 
me. The law says you have to be a U.S. citi- 
zen to vote, so they want you to show proof 
that you’re a U.S. citizen. ... I think it’s rea- 


sonable to be asked for identification if it’s 
to prove citizenship.” 

For a Democratic incumbent to take such a 
position is no small matter. Democrats have 
strenuously battled Republican-led ID 
requirements in the past two Lege sessions, 
almost to the point of fisticuffs, on the 
grounds that women, the elderly, the poor, 
and minorities - groups that tend to vote 

Democratic - are less 
likely to have a photo 
ID. Plus, they argue 
that since obtaining an 
ID inherently costs 
money, such a require- 
ment would be a de 
facto (and unconstitu- 
tional) poll tax. Capitol 
Democrats such as 
Rep. Rafael Anchia of 
Dallas point out that 
cases of voter imper- 
sonation at the polls 
are virtually nonexis- 
tent and argue that the 
voter ID push is really 
a GOP smoke screen 
to disenfranchise 
Democrats. Spears 
may as well have just 
handed Maxey a club to beat her with. 

And beat he did. Quickly after the meeting, 
Maxey updated his campaign website with the 
headline “Breaking News! Spears sides with 
Tom Craddick.” 

“It is shocking that a Democratic elected 
official would side with Republicans on this 
attack on our voting rights and is another rea- 
son we need change at the Travis County Tax 
Office," Maxey wrote. - Lee Nichols 
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District 52 Republicans Vie to Replace Krusee 


With the decision of State Rep. Mike Krusee, R-Round Rock, 
not to run for a ninth term, the Williamson Co. Republican 
Party is facing something it has not had in District 52 since 
2000 - a contested primary, one with four potential successors 
to the outgoing incumbent. The winner will face a Democrat 
and a Libertarian in November. 

In 2006, Krusee scraped by with a thin majority of only 
50.44%, beating out Democrat Karen Felthauser (44.2%) and 
Libertarian Lillian Simmons (5.3%). The district, which covers 
the southern end of the county, has changed since he first took 
office in 1992. “They spent 20 years as a bedroom community,” 
said Krusee, but with much of Round Rock now built out and 
Hutto expanding rapidly, areas like Taylor may soon be targeted 
by developers. “The challenge for the future is transforming into 
a more mature urban community,” said Krusee, adding he 
believes he has done “a good job” in helping guide that change. 
But in the rearview mirror, he is seen as the legislative godfather 
of toll roads, a legacy that caused friction in the House, conster- 
nation among voters and taxpayers, and potential hurdles for 
his would-be GOP successor. 

The candidate who could have the toughest time separating 
himself from the retiring incumbent is John Gordon, who calls 
Krusee “my friend Mike.” As four-time county party chair and 
1 1-time Precinct 23 chair, he is arguably the established face of 
the county party machine. He was also a member of Krusee’s 
freshman legislative staff and has stayed close ever since. As an 
expert in wastewater management, he drafted the language for 
Krusee’s 2005 drip-irrigation act, a water-recycling measure. 

Gordon echoes Krusee’s belief that the district 
must manage growth better and needs a strong 
legislative voice to guide and guard against poor 
infrastructure development. “The number one 
issue is the [Lower Colorado River Authority’s] 
desire to run a transmission line through the 
middle of Hutto,” said Gordon. The proposed 
345-kilovolt line, running on 100-foot towers, is 
opposed by the city and its school district. 

Gordon, who says it will damage economic 
development and run right in front of an elemen- 
tary school, has already called on the Legislature to place it 
along SH 130. He also advocates using that highway as the 
backbone of the Trans-Texas Corridor and concentrating on 
upgrading local roads, especially in northeast Round Rock. A 
major concern is FM 1460, site of the new Seton Medical 
Center Williamson. “The state has been yapping that they will 
extend 1460, but we’re still looking at a road with no hard 
sides. An ambulance has to go into oncoming traffic to get 
around vehicles,” said Gordon. 

Another familiar Williamson name is Assistant County Attorney 
Dee Hobbs. His candidacy is built around streamlining adminis- 
tration, rather than rigid doctrine. “I’m not up there to make a 
bunch more laws, but to clean up the ones we have,” he said. As 
an advocate for Williamson County’s DWI and drug courts, he 
points to the success of early treatment as opposed to expensive 
incarceration. Since the county introduced direct filing, the 
county’s jail population has dropped from 700 to 486. “We’re 
still tough on crime, but you can be more efficient,” Hobbs said. 

He agrees with Gordon that the key issue is transportation. 
“The toll roads are here, and most people’s concerns are that 
their road doesn’t become a cut-through,” he said. He argues 
that constituents are more worried about the Trans-Texas 
Corridor taking more land from the county, adding, “If the state 
wants to have it in the district, they need to use what’s already 
there.” He also has some proposals for how to pay for it. As 
criminal courts chief, he’s dealt with many cases of licenses 
being suspended because of surcharges, and he’s wondering 
where that cash went. “How much of what is meant for trans- 
portation is making it to motorists?” he asked. “How much of 
what is meant for education is making it to schools?” 

District 52 still has a large rural population, and that may be 
key to the success of Bryan Daniel. Currently a vice president at 
Agricultural Workers Mutual Auto Insurance, he’s arguably even 


more of an establishment candidate than Gordon. He’s a former 
staff member for U.S Rep. Larry Combest, R-Lubbock (that’s how 
he met his wife, who was staffing for U.S. Rep. Henry Bonilla, 
R-San Antonio). In 2001, he moved from D.C. to Temple, when 
he was appointed by President Bush to be Texas state director of 
rural development for the U.S. Department of Agriculture. With 
200 staffers and a $1.2 billion portfolio of development loans and 
loan guarantees, “we helped rural communities set up an envi- 
ronment that is friendly for business,” Daniel said. 

While he agrees with Gordon and Hobbs that transportation 
is a major issue, he puts it in a different context. “The three 
issues I hear most often are border security, transportation, and 
taxes and government spending, and those are linked in most 
voters’ minds,” Daniel said. “There is a real concern on the part 
of Williamson County voters that drugs and weapons crimes on 
the border will have an effect up and down the 1-35 corridor.” 
While agnostic on specifics like toll roads, he cites the underly- 
ing questions of governance as his targets: The balance between 
sales and property tax, the balance between the roles of state 
and federal agencies, and reaching real solutions for his con- 
stituents. “People are getting impatient,” he said. “They want to 
know, ‘How am I going to get from point A to point B?”’ 

Daniel has been the recipient of much agricultural political 
action committee largesse, including the Texas Cattle Feeders 
Association’s Beef-PAC and the Texas Association of Dairymen. 
That’s on top of $1,000 from the Tom Craddick-associated HillCo 
PAC and $5,000 from McAllen farmer and developer Duane Bell, 
who also donated to “Craddick Ds” Aaron Pena and Kino Flores. 

But just because he has the money doesn’t mean 
Daniel has the party behind him. Gordon singled 
him out for criticism, calling him “the special- 
interest candidate. ... He is an empty suit.” 

Daniel rejects that criticism, saying that these 
donations are from personal acquaintances who 
have seen his successes. In the money race, Daniel 
is far ahead, with $26,709 cash in hand on Feb. 4. 
He has already paid $7,507 to Austin-based J2 
Strategies to run his campaign. But Hobbs, with 
$14,331, has hired Austin-based political consul- 
tants KC Strategies, which ran campaigns for his boss, Williamson 
County Attorney Jana Duty. 

While Vivian Sullivan might not have the cash or the party 
connections of the other three candidates, she has something 
on her resume none of them does: She’s actually won an elec- 
tion. The former FBI agent took Place 1 on the Round Rock 
Independent School District board of trustees in 2005, when 
she led the charge against a $349 million bond issue. It was not, 
she said, that she opposed funding four extra schools but that 
the proposal was “extravagant.” Describing herself as a pro-life 
activist with the Texas Alliance for Life and a fiscal conservative, 
she agrees with her rivals that the district faces growth pressures 
but says her biggest concern is education, and it’s an issue that 
needs to be solved at the state level. “Half the school districts 
in Texas will be bankrupt in two years unless something is done 
about education funding,” she said. 

Like Daniel, she wants to boost border security but says this 
is driven by pragmatism. As a training manager for Texas 
Instruments’ Latin America division, she lived and worked in 
Colombia for five years. Now she opposes sanctuary cities while 
backing tamper-proof Social Security cards and enhanced voter- 
ID measures. “We have huge hearts in the United States, but we 
can’t take in everyone living in pain or misery or even danger,” 
she said, adding that she believes the best way to prevent illegal 
immigration is for migrants’ home countries to be more livable. 

Whoever wins the primary will face returning Libertarian 
Lillian Simmons and unopposed Democrat Diana Maldonado, 
but there could be a bigger challenge: the divisions left by the 
Republican presidential primary. “All those candidates are still 
claiming the Reagan mantle,” said Krusee, “but if the Republican 
base is not excited by the nominee, that’s going to cause an 
additional challenge in the district.” - Richard Wh ittaker

Three Dems 
Aim at Railroad 
Commission's 
Williams 

One of the first things the Legislature should 
do when it comes back to Austin next year is 
change the name of the identity-challenged 
Texas Railroad Commission, which is actually 
the regulatory authority of the oil and gas 
industry. In 2005, lawmakers took a small step 
toward clearing the air by shifting the agency’s 
little remaining railroad oversight to the Texas 
Department of Transportation. 

Still, the agency’s misnomer has already 
caused an embarrassing slip for the perceived 
front-runner in the Democratic primary race to 
unseat GOP Railroad Commission Chairman 
Michael Williams. Art Hall, a former San Anton- 
io City Council member and one of three candi- 
dates seeking the Democratic nomination, listed 
“railroad safety” among the many issues he 
intends to work on if elected. Hall subsequently 
removed the erroneous pledge from his cam- 
paign website, but not before the error had been 
thoroughly ridiculed on a number of political 
blogs. Hall, who has the support of big-name 
Democrats, from former U.S. Housing Secretary 
Henry Cisneros to former Gov. Dolph Briscoe to 
2006 gubernatorial candidate Chris Bell, is a lot 
like other well-intentioned commission hopefuls 
(and wannabe appointees) who have sought a 
spot on the three-member panel without fully 
understanding what it is the commission does. 
History has shown a commission seat can serve 
as an ideal launching pad for the politically 
ambitious. But Hall insists he’s not a political 
leapfrogger and would be honored to stay on the 
commission as long as voters keep re-electing 
him. “If I had the opportunity to continue serv- 
ing on the [San Antonio] City Council, I would 
still be there,” said Hall, who was term-limited 
out of office in 2007. (An interesting side note 
to Hall’s candidacy is that should he become the 
Democratic nominee, Texas voters would have 
their first opportunity to choose between two 
African-American candidates for a statewide 
office, against GOP incumbent Williams.) 

Hall’s most serious opponent is Dale Henry, 
who, despite being seriously underfunded, is 
the only candidate with hands-on industry 
experience and who has worked as a private 
contractor for the commission. This is Henry’s 
third run for a commission seat. In his 2006 
campaign, he spent less than $50,000 - most 
of it from his own wallet - and drew more votes 
than Gov. Rick Perry, losing to a relatively new 
Perry appointee, who had the luxury of run- 
ning as an “incumbent” on the Republican 
ticket - typically the way railroad commission- 
ers get their political kick-start. Henry, a plain- 
spoken man from Lampasas, says he’s eager to 
eliminate the practice of “back-alley politics” at 
the commission. “This time, the Democrats are 
getting their act together and filling all those 
empty precinct chairs we had,” he said of the 
state party’s lackluster enthusiasm in the 2006 
election. Precinct chairs are essential get-out- 
the-vote catalysts in general elections.

The third candidate in the race is Mark 
Thompson, whose website notes that he is a 
disabilities-rights advocate and therapist for 
blind children and adults. 

The cynics among us believe the oil and gas 
industry is perfectly happy with the public’s 
lack of knowledge, and, by default, lack of 
interest, in the functions of the commission. 
But the agency’s oversight and enforcement 
responsibilities have lapsed to the point where 
it’s starting to catch the attention of the state 
Court of Appeals, which recently handed Aus- 
tin environmental lawyer David Frederick and 
several North Texas families a rare courtroom 
victory over the Railroad Commission. “We 
almost never win,” Frederick said. “But it was 
a small victory that the Railroad Commission 
is blowing way out of proportion.” Indeed, 
the agency is vigorously contesting the court’s 
finding that the commission “abused its dis- 
cretion” when it failed to consider the pub- 
lic’s interest in granting a permit to a compa- 
ny for an underground injection well in Wise 
Co. The well would have served as a deposi- 
tory for commercial oil and gas waste. The 
commission has asked the court to recon- 
sider its ruling and, failing a satisfactory 
answer, will appeal to the state Supreme 
Court. “The Railroad Commission,” Frederick 
asserts, “tends to believe that if it’s good for 
the oil and gas industry, it’s good for the 
whole state of Texas.” 

The three candidates hoping to oust Chair- 
man Williams all propose massive changes 
designed to clean up and protect the state’s 
water supply, strengthen enforcement rules, 
and place the public welfare ahead of the oil 
and gas energy. Moreover, the candidates vow 
to pursue a renewable-energies agenda. The 
two stronger candidates - Hall and Henry - 
would likely head down two different paths 
to achieve similar goals, with Hall, whose 
wife is an attorney for San Antonio-based 
Valero Energy Corp., reaching out to both 
sides to try to build a consensus and Henry 
taking a hard-nosed populist stance. “We’ve 
got to take care of the people,” he says. 


“They’re getting hit hard [by the industry], 
and the commissioners need to stop being 
rubber stamps.” 

Frederick, for his part, doesn’t have much 
faith that the commission’s inherent busi- 
ness-friendly behavior will dramatically 
change anytime soon, chiefly because of the 
way commissioners secure their spots in the 
first place - with a patronage appointment 
from the governor’s office. He says he hasn’t 


followed this particular race but doubts that 
an outside candidate will have a snowball’s 
chance of breaking an incumbent’s hold on 
the seat. As he sees it, if Jim Hightower, the 
notable good-government advocate, couldn’t 
bust the lock on the commission in his bid 
several decades ago, then nobody can. “Hardly 
anyone in the state pays any attention to the 
Railroad Commission,” he says, “except the 
oil and gas industry.” -Amy Smith 


ELECTION NOTES 

Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst has started 
handing out Senate committee 
appointments, and all three made this 
month were of senators up for re-elec- 
tion. Sen. Kim Brimer, R-Fort Worth, 
takes the chair of the Senate Select 
Committee on Economic Development, 
and Sen. Judith Zaffirini, D-Laredo, 
becomes chair of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Higher Education 
Finance. The biggest boost may go to 
Sen. Tommy Williams, R-The Woodlands, 
as the only one of the three to face a 
primary challenger: Mike Galloway, an 
oil man and the former Senate District 
4 incumbent. Dewhurst has appointed 
Williams chair of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Property Tax Appraisal 
and Revenue Caps; this comes after he 
put him on the Select Committee on 
Public School Accountability. This prima- 
ry resurrects an old rivalry: Galloway 
lost the seat to Democrat David 
Bernsen in 1998 and then lost the right 
to take the seat back in a 2002 primary 
run-off against then-state Rep. Williams. 
Brimer, meanwhile, faces Democrat and 
former Fort Worth City Council Member 
Wendy Davis in November. Only Zaffirini 
faces a clear path to re-election. - R.W. 

Now that Texas has taken on prominence 
in the Democratic presidential primary, 
Texans for Obama is opening an actual 
office. The grand opening is Saturday at 
10am at 816 Congress. - L.N.

Texans for Public Justice has asked 
Travis Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle to 
investigate whether Speaker Tom 
Craddick used a political action commit- 
tee to funnel cash illegally to the election 
campaigns of three state reps. On Jan. 

10, the Tom Craddick campaign fund 
donated $250,000 to the Texas Jobs & 
Opportunity Build a Secure Future Inc. 
(Texas Jobs PAC), its first received contri- 
bution since June 2006, when it was 
known as the Texas Free Enterprise Fund. 
The next day, the PAC cut $50,000 
checks to the campaigns of Aaron Pena, 
D-Edinburg; Kevin Bailey, D-Houston; and 
Kino Flores, D-Mission, all of whom have 
been criticized for their close links to Crad- 
dick. In its Feb. 11 letter to Earle, TPJ said 
that, as the “sole and ultimate source of 
the contributions,” Craddick had violated 
the Texas Government Code by making a 
donation to these House campaigns while 
speaker and that he and Texas Jobs violat- 
ed the election code by having the PAC 
make the payment for him. Craddick was 
not the only high-profile donor to the PAC: 
Longtime GOP moneyman Bob Perry, 
school vouchers advocate James Mansour, 
and tort reformist Michael Stevens each 
gave $25,000, after the three contribution 
checks had been cut. -R.W.

Political Notes of a Relic 



BY MICHAEL VENTURA 

Michelle Obama said something that cuts 
through much of the nonsense this primary 
season. She said, “There is nothing ratio- 
nal about politics.” (CNN Ballot Bowl, Feb. 
2.) Nothing rational about political reporting 
either, as our next item testifies. 

Least Reported and Most Important 
Numbers: It’s in the interest of the media to 
pretend that John McCain has a chance in a 
national election against Barack Obama and/ 
or Hillary Clinton - and a surprising number 
of smart people buy that storyline. It’s dra- 
matic, after all. Pundits cite this poll and that, 
though polls got both New Hampshire and 
Super Tuesday severely wrong. Look not at the 
polls but at the numbers. On Super Tuesday 
Clinton received a total of 7,427,700 votes; 
Obama, a total of 7,369,798 (The New York 
Times, Feb. 7, p.l). Strangely, neither The New 
York Times, The Washington Post, USA Today, 
Politico.com, CNN, nor MSNBC reported simi- 
lar Republican totals. However, USA Today 
(Feb. 7, p.10) gave those totals state-by-state; 
I counted them up, rounding to the highest 
thousand. John McCain, Mitt Romney, and 
Mike Huckabee together won the votes of 
roughly 8,393,000 - compared to roughly 
14,798,000 for Clinton and Obama. McCain 
alone got merely 3,628,000 - less than half the 
total of either Clinton or Obama. 

These voting patterns have been consistent 
everywhere but in Florida, where Democrats 
did not campaign, and, in all primaries but 
Florida, Democrats have turned out in higher 
numbers than Republicans by a rate of 2-1 
(The Week, Feb. 8, p.16). In the Iowa pri- 
mary, “three times as many Iowans shifted 
their registration to the Democratic Party as 
shifted to the Republicans” (The New York 
Times, Jan. 29, p.l). “In the last 45 days of 
primary registration, 150,633 Californians reg- 
istered as Democrats, while 39,246 registered 
as Republicans” (The New York Times, Feb. 
4, p.20). In Kansas, supposedly “the reddest 
state,” Republican turnout was just half that 
of the Democrats’ (CNN, Feb. 9). What the 
numbers say is that if Clinton runs and Obama 
is not on the ticket, she’ll thrash McCain even 
if many African-Americans desert her. If Obama 


runs, and Clinton is not on the ticket, he’ll 
thrash McCain even without a large Hispanic 
turnout. If the ticket is Obama-Clinton or 
Clinton-Obama, they’ll grind John McCain into 
electoral dust. That is why Republicans are hav- 
ing big trouble raising money; their own people 
don’t believe they can win - while, as was widely 
reported on CNN and MSNBC, Obama and 
Clinton between them, in just the two days after 
Super Tuesday, raised roughly $20 million. The 
real election is being decided in the primaries. 
Unless disaster intervenes, the next president 
will be Hillary Clinton or Barack Obama. All 
that folderol about “Hillary can’t beat McCain 
because she’s Hillary,” or “Obama can’t win 
because he’s black” denies the only concrete 
data we have: money raised and votes cast. 

Why Obama Is Suddenly Reluctant to 
Debate (Parts 1 and 2): The day after Super 
Tuesday, Clinton challenged Obama to one 
debate a week. He declined. First his staff said 
there would be “at least one more” debate 
during the primariesO). The next day, they said 
maybe two. But a refusal to debate does not 
look like hope or change, so - succumbing to 
pressure and/or doing the right thing - Obama 
has now agreed to two debates before the 
March 4 primaries in Texas and Ohio (The New 
York Times, Feb. 9, p.ll). But why was Obama, 
justly famous for his gift of gab, suddenly shy 
of debating? Perhaps this is why: 

Part 1: On Sunday, Feb. 3, two days before 
Super Tuesday, an article ran on the front page 
of The New York Times headlined, “Nuclear 
Leaks and Response Tested Obama.” In brief, 
this is what happened. Two years ago, Illinois 
residents were furious when they discovered 
that Exelon Corporation “had not disclosed 
leaks at one of its nuclear plants. ” Obama swift- 
ly introduced a bill in the Senate “to require all 
plant owners to notify state and local authori- 
ties immediately of even small leaks. ... Mr. 
Obama [who, according to his website, favors 
nuclear power] eventually rewrote [the bill] to 
reflect changes sought by Senate Republicans, 
Exelon, and nuclear regulators.” No longer did 
the bill require notification. It “simply offered 
guidance to regulators.” “In interviews over 
the past two weeks, Obama aides insisted that 


the revisions did not substantially alter the bill. 
In fact, it was left drastically different . . . giving 
the nuclear commission two years to come up 
with its own regulations ... [and saying] that 
the commission shall ‘consider’ - not require 
- immediate public notification. . . . The rewrit- 
ten bill also contained . . . new wording sought 
by Exelon to make it clear that state and local 
authorities would have no regulatory oversight 
over nuclear power plants.” Obama caved 
to the nuke industry. Don’t be too shocked. 
Exelon employees have contributed $227,000 
to Obama’s campaigns. Exelon’s executive vice 
president, one of its directors, and its CEO 
are “among his largest fund-raisers.” Oh, and 
there’s this: Fortunately, the Exelon-written bill 
died in the Senate, and Obama certainly knows 
that, but in his Iowa campaign he not only 
claimed to have passed the bill; he implied 
that he passed the original bill! (Let’s hear it 
for “hope” and “change.”) 

Part 2: Everyone I know who’s voting for 
Obama - at least, everyone over 30 - has 


health insurance, and lucky for them. In the 
CNN debate on Jan. 31, Obama claimed that 
his health-care plan and Clinton’s were “95 
percent” the same. The Nation, in its endorse- 
ment of Obama (Feb. 18, p.20), claimed his 
plan was only “marginally less progressive” 
than Clinton’s. I doubt any of The Nation’s edi- 
tors lack health insurance, and lucky for them 
too - if Obama is elected. 

The major difference in the two plans is 
that, for adults, Clinton’s is mandatory and 
Obama’s is not. Paul Krugman, The New 
York Times, Feb. 4, p.23: “Mr. Obama claims 
that people will buy insurance if it becomes 
affordable. Unfortunately, the evidence says 
otherwise.” Krugman cites a recent MIT study, 
“a detailed analysis of health care decisions,” 
which “finds that a plan without mandates, 
broadly resembling the Obama plan, would 
cover 23 million of [the 45 million] currently 
uninsured, at a taxpayer cost of $102 billion a 
year. An otherwise identical plan with mandates 
[my italics] would cover 45 million of the unin- 
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sured ... at a taxpayer cost of $124 billion . . . 
one plan [Clinton’s] achieves more or less uni- 
versal coverage; the other [Obama’s], although 
it costs more than 80% as much, covers only 
about half those currently uninsured.” 

But the Obama campaign is busy demoniz- 
ing mandates. A mailer in many primary states 
accuses Clinton of “forcing” people to get health 
insurance. “The real kicker,” notes WSJ. corn’s 
Political Diary (Feb. 4), “features a couple at 
a kitchen table who, for all intents and pur- 
poses, could be the same ‘Harry and Louise’ 
who helped sink the 1993 Clinton health care 
plan in commercials financed by the health 
insurance industry.” Political Diary quotes a 
former health-care adviser to John Edwards 
(whose plan required mandates) as saying 
that Obama’s campaign against Clinton’s plan 
“drives to the lowest common denominator.” 

No one in my hearing has yet asked Obama 
about the MIT study, but you may be sure 
Clinton would bring it up in a debate. And 
suddenly Obama got skittish about debat- 
ing. He doesn’t want to be questioned about 
Exelon, and he doesn’t want to be confronted 
on health care with studies like MIT’s. We’ll 
see if he’s ready, as he often claims, to “tell the 
American people not just what they want to 
hear but what they need to hear” - as he just 
said, while I write, on MSNBC (Feb. 9). 

Do I sound like a relic of my generation, one 
of the “naysayers” and “doubting Thomases” 
Obama speechifies about. The New York Times, 
Feb. 5, p. 16: Rousing his audience, Obama 
shouted out, “This [his program] is what is pos- 
sible if you believe!” The crowd shouted back, 
“We believe!” “There are a lot of people who tell 
you not to believe! There are a lot of naysayers. 
A lot of doubting Thomases.” “We believe!” 
roared the crowd, and again, “We believe!” 

As Michelle Obama said, “There is nothing 
rational about politics.” 

OK, I’m a relic. In a missive to my Chronicle 
e-mail (mventura@austinchronicle.com), one of 
my younger readers addressed me kindly as 
“Grandpa.” I liked it. Felt kind of honored. 
Well, some of us relics have seen a lot, maybe 
too much, and I've lost more capacity to believe 
than I’d like, but I’ve never been jaded and will 
never be cynical. I admire Obama in many 
ways, most of all for his courage. If he’s flawed, 
well, us relics don’t expect or demand perfec- 
tion. But one quality of my youth remains, and 
I won’t give it up, not even for hope: a hunger 
for the truth. ■

Blanton Museum of Art 

Ann Wilson takes the reins 

Last June, Jessie Otto Hite made the decision to retire as 
director of the Blanton Museum of Art, drawing a close to her 
15-year run in the position and a full 28 years on the staff of 
the University of Texas art museum. That leaves some sizable 
shoes to fill, but UT is confident that Associate Director Ann 
Wilson, who has been with the museum since May 2004, is 
up to the job. This week, Wilson was appointed interim direc- 
tor of the Blanton, effective immediately. “Ann Wilson’s long 
professional experience with art museums and her familiarity 
with the Blanton make her uniquely qualified to see the muse- 
um through a seamless interim period while the College of 
Fine Arts seeks the next great director of the Blanton,” says 
Douglas Dempster, dean of the College of Fine Arts. 

Before she came to the Blanton, Wilson spent seven years managing marketing and visi- 
tor services for the Walters Art Museum in Baltimore, Md. She developed successful mar- 
keting campaigns for the High Museum of Art in Atlanta, the largest art museum in the 
Southeast, during her five-year post as manager of public relations and marketing. Since 
arriving in Austin, she has served on the core curriculum development committee for the 
Portfolio in Museum Studies program, currently in its pilot stage at UT’s College of Fine 
Arts. Last year, she was appointed peer reviewer for the American Association of 
Museums. “It’s quite an honor to be entrusted with the temporary oversight of this amaz- 
ing museum,” Wilson says. - R.F. 



Ballet Austin Youth moves 


Aspiring professional choreographers 
aren’t the only ones getting to strut their 
stuff for Ballet Austin during its biennial 
New American Talent/Dance this week. A 
handful of younger dance makers also got 
their own opportunity to shine, thanks to a 
keen little videographic competition set up 
on www.balletaustin.org.

Each of the dancers 
on her team will receive a gift certificate to 
Movin' Easy Dancewear, a card for eight 
free dance classes at Ballet Austin, tickets 
to this week’s production of New American 
Talent/Dance, and the chance to meet the 
winning choreographer of New American 
Talent/Dance at the performance of their 
choice.

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After the 'Watch/ What? 

Alumni of AMOA's 'New Art in Austin' talk about the exhibition's impact on their careers

This year marks the third time that the Austin Museum of Art 
has curated an exhibition of “New Art in Austin” spotlighting 
work by at least 20 emerging and underrecognized artists who 
live within 50 miles of the state capital. Better known as “22 to 
Watch” (although the 2008 edition features just “20 to Watch”), 
“New Art in Austin” joins the multitude of shows - not only in 
the visual-art world but on television ( America’s Next Top Model, 
American Idol, Celebrity Chef, Project Runway, etc.) - that try to 
identify the future artists/models/designers/singers/dancers/ 
chefs to take note of. I was curious about the past two 22 artists 
- make that 44 artists - who were included in the AMOA show. 


Where are they now? What have they been doing since then? 
How did the show affect them and their work? 

Of the 44 artists, about half still live in the state with a major- 
ity still living in Austin. Several teach, either at the University 
of Texas, St. Edward’s University, Texas State University-San 
Marcos, or in Houston. Some have started local galleries, which 
exhibit the work of young emerging artists from the area and 
beyond. Some have moved to New York City or California or even 
overseas. Many have been shown throughout the state, received 
awards, or been up for awards, as in any artist community. 

To get more specifics, I checked in with 10 artists to find out 
what’s happened to them since they were in “22 to Watch.” 



Roy Stanfield (2002) 

“22 to Watch” was a great experience for me. 1 had not shown 
anywhere before this, and it really built my confidence to be taken 
seriously in Austin. And when I moved to Boston and then New 
York City, this same confidence made me take myself seriously and 
demand that of others. Dana [Friis-Hansen] and the rest of the 
[AMOA] crew were really wonderful to work with, and those rela- 
tionships have lasted for me. Things have changed dramatically. 
I’ve found myself confronted with a huge art world and have been 
trying to understand where I shake out in all that. I’ve worked 
for many art galleries at this point and find myself questioning 
everything from my relationship to an audience, to any gallerist, 
to any potential collectors, the need for graduate school, and the 
need for the independent curator/art writer. I’m wondering if it is 
right to make a living off artwork. I know this is historically true of 
art, but it seems to me that I don’t want to judge my work or my 
success (and possibly the lack of it) on whether or not my artwork 
was purchased. All of this has led to a change in my work. I find 
myself looking for ways not to have to show and wondering if I can 
change my art into highbrow illustration and magazine layout. 


Heather Johnson (2005) 

It’s been a bit more than a year since I moved to New York. 
Most of that time I’ve spent getting adjusted to living and 
working here, building new relationships, and trying to figure 
out how my work responds to and operates within this place, 
which is vastly different from any other place I’ve lived or 
known. Last September, I made a public piece called hard/soft 
for Conflux 2007, a festival of mostly interactive street projects 
that took place in Williamsburg. This is an installation of chalk 
text on a 60-foot-long wall that supports the road connecting 
the Williamsburg Bridge to the Brooklyn-Queens Expressway. 
More recently I was in a group show in Summit, New Jersey, 
called “Between to and From,” for which I made a similar text- 
based, site-specific installation called vox populi. The piece was 
designed to operate within the peripheral visions of the people 
who pass through the center, mostly Summit locals taking art 
classes, art center staff, and occasional visitors from outside the 
town. Right before I left Austin, I did a solo show at Women 
& Their Work that laid the groundwork for the text projects 
described above and current embroidery projects.

Mark Schatz (2002) 

I actually think about the first “22 to Watch” exhibition fairly 
often as the moment when Dana Friis-Hansen scooped me out of a 
blissfully naive place where I made whatever I wanted to and thrust 
me into a bustling and very active field of artistic practice where 
spectators were engaged with the work and art history in a much 
more sophisticated way. The show was meant to expose artists to 
Austin, but as an artist I was completely oblivious to the breadth 
and depth of the artistic activity occurring in the city I had called 
home for the previous four years. Dana was and is very enthusiastic 
and supportive and gave me a real education into the art world from 
the perspective of the institution and the collecting community. 
That was all the Land of Oz to me before AMOA. Since moving 
to Houston, I’ve been making new installations and objects while 
teaching at Glassell, the studio school at the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Houston, and as a member of the faculty at San Jacinto College. 


Karen Skloss (2005) 

A lot of good things came to me out of [“22 to Watch”] . First, 
I had a show in Chicago at Skestos Gabriele Gallery that came 
directly out of the exhibition. It was nice because the film I 
edited, Be Here to Love Me, was opening in Chicago that same 
weekend. Then I went back to editing for a while, worked on a 
series for CNBC and then another feature for PBS’ Independent 
Lens. During this time, I decided to shift focus from smaller 
pieces in order to throw all of my energy into a documentary fea- 
ture exploring the themes from my previous work. The working 
title of the film is Unbroken Home, and I was able to raise money 
for the project through a variety of grants, including the Texas 
Filmmakers’ Production Fund and the city of Austin Cultural 
Contracts. I’ve been working on the film full-time for the past 
eight months and plan to finish by the end of this summer. 



Mike Osborne (2005) 

I felt like the last installment of “22 to Watch” did a good job 
of representing the quality and range of work being made by 
young Austin artists. On a personal level, it’s always been very 
easy for me to get wrapped up in the rather solipsistic process 
of shooting new pictures, which is really only part of my work 
as a photographer. The AMOA show was an opportunity, a man- 
date, to see some work through to completion. The exposure 
to audiences in Austin, as well as in Galveston and Dallas, was 
another significant benefit. This past September, I had my first 
solo show at Holly Johnson Gallery in Dallas, an opportunity 
which came about largely as a result of the exhibition traveling 
to the Dallas Center for Contemporary Art.

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Peat Duggins (2005) 

I think [“22 to Watch”] was a necessary early step in getting 
my work in a museum, which was definitely important to me, 
though it was not a tremendous boom in terms of offers, sales, 
contacts, etc. But it was much more momentous on a personal 
level. My parents and extended family came to Austin (a first) 
for the opening. To them - and I think this true of a broader 
public - “museum” confirms canonization and thus bestows a 
high degree of professionalism and legitimacy. The piece that I 
exhibited in the show was, in my opinion, an unsuccessful frag- 
ment of a larger, more successful solo show, but easily 10 times 
as many people saw the AMOA exhibit on its opening night 
than during the entire run of the other show. My inclusion in 
“22 to Watch” provided potent justification for my work past, 
present, and future, which has been very important to me. My 
situation is not drastically different than it was three years ago, 
so the show is not the launching pad that many wish it to be. 
Ideally, it is a survey of what is good right now in this town. 



Sterling Allen (2005) 

I feel like the AMOA show was really validating for me 
in a few ways. It was the first official studio visit I had ever 
had, for starters. Also, it was a few years after school, and I 
had been on my own for a while. I had begun making these 
simple drawings and was always concerned in the back of my 
mind that the drawings themselves were maybe not enough. I 
also had been trying new things like the “rap drawing” equa- 
tions that AMOA ended up showing as well. It really gave me 
the confidence to work on and try new things. I really enjoy 
humor in art, and I felt like the curators were able to see value 
in the humorous aspect of the work as well. Being able to fol- 
low that lighthearted aspect of my work has stuck. I think it 
also showed me that even though the work may be fairly quick 
and easy to execute, if it is strong conceptually and interesting, 
it still works. I think young artists get hung up on validating 
work by the amount of time involved to make something or 
other things like size and amount of detail, so it showed me 
that those things take a back seat to content and ideas, which 
is something that drives me currently.

Ledia Carroll (2005) 

I live in San Francisco now and did a big project called 
Mission Lake Project, which was sponsored by Southern 
Exposure. The project took a full year to happen. I am now 
working on another project about the former sand dunes that 
used to be all over San Francisco - planning to reconstruct a 
sand dune in downtown San Francisco and do another bike 
race with historical checkpoints. San Francisco loves tem- 
porary artworks. It seems like part of the culture here. Still 
doing landscape design professionally, which I have been 
doing for many years as well. The plants in California are 
incredible, so that is a treat, and my work takes on a land- 
scape sculpture quality. I am getting interested in working on 
bigger and more collaborative projects. I think that is going 
to be the next wave of my artworks. My piece Inland Sea, 
which I did at AMOA, was an ambitious piece with the water 
flowing through the museum. It was very cool of AMOA to 
take that. 


Jeffrey Dell (2005) 

In the last three years, I’ve continued to show at D Berman 
Gallery in Austin as well as Poissant Gallery in Houston. Also, 
I had a few pieces accepted into the 2007 Texas Biennial and 
done a residency at the Scuola Internazionale di Grafica in 
Venice, Italy. The work has changed radically. Two years ago, 
I decided to devote my winter break to trying some ideas I 
had for screen printing, and I’ve not really turned back since. 
I said years ago that I’d never make screen prints for my own 
work, but even the various screen prints I’ve made in the last 
two years have a fair amount of variation - someone in the 
Chronicle called me a chameleon. I have sold many pieces 
far and wide to people who said they first saw my work at 
the AMOA show. Besides all of the above, the “22 to Watch” 
exhibit helped me in many other ways. I received tenure at 
Texas State University-San Marcos, and I got married three 
weeks ago to someone who attended the opening of the 
exhibit, Julia Dell Hlozek. ■

Young-Min Kang (2005) 

I just finished an installation piece in the Kohler Art Center, 
Sheboygan, Wisconsin, similar to the one [I did] at AMOA. I think 
this is just one of the good things that resulted from the exhibit. 
There are two major influences from the show: an artist like me 
lives/survives with the feedback from the audiencesMewers, so all of 
those rave reviews about the show pushed me further in the direc- 
tion of considering art as a public activity, and it made me engage 
and reflect in the world that I am living in my work. The show 
directly and indirectly connected me to other chances for shows in 
states and abroad, and I think it is precious because the show was 
totally a local one. But at the same time, it bridged the artists to out- 
side the local community. Currendy, I’m doing more shows outside 
of Texas and since the last “22 to Watch,” I have participated in artist 
residencies and in a variety of shows. These days I am working on 
designing a public art project at Austin-Bergstrom Airport.

The 16 th Annual 'Austin Chronicle' 
Short Story Contest 


“Who gives a fuck about an Oxford comma?” 

- Vampire Weekend 

Driving crosstown to SoCo restaurant the Woodland 
for our judges’ dinner two Tuesday nights ago, I must 
have listened to the absurdly addictive “Oxford 
Comma” about 10 times in a row (hey, it’s three 
minutes short, and the rush-hour drive, so very long). 
To answer the band’s seemingly rhetorical question 
about the merits of what is more commonly known 
as the serial comma: Writers do. Writers give a mighty 
fuck about like-minded minutiae, and a missing or 
misplaced comma, a single off-putting line, can mean 
sink-or-swim for the authority of the author. 

And sometimes our debate over the 10 finalists’ 
submissions to the 16th annual Austin Chronicle 
Short Story Contest cut just that exacting, with 
impromptu line readings and impassioned cases 
made for and against. But we’ll get to that. 

To get to those 10 finalists, who were all feted at 
BookPeople on Wednesday, Feb. 13, we started with 
256 submissions (down dramatically from previous 
years - was it something I said?). Each story was read 
twice (blind) by a hardworking panel of volunteers 
and enthusiasts culled from all departments at the 
Chronicle. Numbers were crunched. I put my eyes on 
every opening page. (Would that there were a prize for 
best title: My money’s on Alison Lyons’ “Batman Keeps 
Putting His Fingers in the Pudding and It’s Giving Us 
Really Bad Street Cred.”) I then hunkered down with 
30 or so of the not-just-top vote-getters but also the 
most polarizing: Second-place winner “Why Jimmy” 
netted a 1 - the lowest score - by its first reader, then a 
5 - the highest - from its second, who hand-delivered 
the story to me all giddy and gosh-wow. 

Ten emerged. Those 10 were delivered to four local 
judges - Christine Granados (making an hourlong 
drive just for us), Alex Smith, Amanda Eyre Ward, 
and my Chronicle predecessor, former Editor Shawn 
Badgley, who, after years of keeping mostly mum as 
contest runner, finally got to open his mouth and cast 
a vote. The judges knew the stories only by title and 
number - no names disclosed. (Having informed the 
finalists personally of their status, I did know names, 
hence my no-vote, mosdy mum presence at the table.) 

Whittling the 10 down (with honorable mentions 
going to Bryan Jones’ “Investigating the Claim” 
and Nicholas Pausback’s “Fairgrounds”) proved 
painless. Stories were discarded for not being, well, 


storylike enough; early on, it was agreed that we 
weren’t awarding for ambition or intent or some- 
thing that looked like, two drafts down the line, it 
would be a very fine story, indeed. 

Things got hairier when it came to ranking the 
Top 2. (Carolyn Lindell’s “Counting Water” was ami- 
ably agreed upon for third-place slotting.) Our ranks 
broke evenly: Badgley and Granados fought hard for 
Erin Pringle’s “Why Jimmy,” a daring, child’s-eye 
story that ends in a gut-punch moment of violence 
(one that was open to wild interpretation among our 
group), while Smith and Ward lobbied for ultimate 
winner Greg Koehler’s “Black as Your Lungs, Black 
as Pitch,” an undeniably accomplished monument to 
restraint with pitch-perfect rendering of landscape. 

(Full disclosure and proof of what an insular 
community we have: Granados discovered, after 
the fact, that “Why Jimmy” was penned by fellow 
San Marcosite Pringle, and I know Koehler a little 
bit from our shared days at the University of Texas 
Michener Center for Writers. Cry conspiracy all you 
want: Like I said, Granados read blind, and I had no 
final vote. If I did, my vote would’ve gone to “Why 
Jimmy,” which rattles me still. It’s available online 
at austinchronicle.com/books. Go read it.) 

In the end, the “Why Jimmy” camp stood down 
(although Granados sent me an e-mail the next morn- 
ing, wishing she’d hung tough). Ward never wavered 
in her disbelief in the narrative voice of “Whyjimmy,” 
and Smith made the compelling argument that, 
according to our preset parameters, Koehler’s story 
was the one that, quite simply, wasn’t two drafts away 
but rather was, and is, a very fine story, indeed. 

Thanks, first and foremost, to our judges - you 
guys were a blast. Thanks also to Nora Ankrum, the 
ever-indulgent Nick Barbaro and Louis Black, Bryan 
Beck, Wayne Alan Brenner, Erin Collier (logistics, 
boosterism, hand-holding), three-word-review man 
Wells Dunbar, Mark Fagan, Liz Franklin, Cassidy 
Frazier, Meredith Greenwood, Melanie Haupt, Jenn 
Nuzzo, James Renovitch, Sofia Resnick, Audra 
Schroeder, Meghan RuthSpeakerman,DarcieStevens, 
Jason Stout (whose awesome design makes me want 
to punch the air, hug a Soviet), Kristine Tofte, the 
fine folks at the Woodland, and the Chronicle’s co- 
sponsors, 107.1 KGSRand BookPeople. And finally 
thanks to the 256 brave souls who submitted. 
Keep plugging. - Kimberley Jones

Crackling sausages, scrambling eggs. A baby 
making cry or laugh sounds on the couch. I 
woke up as the smell and sounds seeped 
into my room. When I opened the door into 
the living area, the air hit my face warm and 
heavy. Eggs, sausages, biscuits, gravy. Coffee. 
Bourbon. Cigarette smoke. I could have eaten 
the air between my room and the kitchen. 

You look hungry. And smpid, she said. She had 
a key, she let herself in as she pleased. Her baby, 
as it turns out, was laughing on the couch, put- 
ting a bright red cigarette lighter in its mouth. 

She would smoke in my house with impu- 
nity. I smoked, too, but never in the house. I 
would always go stand outside and kick at the 
concrete and look up while I smoked. Even if 
it was frozen and snowing out. 

It was still fall, so it was brisk, but not too 
cold. I went out and had a cigarette, turning 
on the stereo on my way to the door. 

I want to said you packin’ 

When you treat me this bad 

But I can’t fire the best damn 

Cook I’ve ever had. 

She used to be one of the bartenders at my 
regular place before she had a baby. She was used 
to smoking inside. She wore silver-hoop earrings, 
which made my eyelids pulse a little whenever I 
saw little bits of light reflecting off them. 

She ate a biscuit, dry, then lit up sitting on 
the couch in the middle of the living room, 
pretending her baby wasn’t there. 

I still had a job. I ate the shit out of those 
biscuits and gravy. I never smoked inside. 

I smoked the back porch, I ashed onto the dry 
lawn. I put all the butts and ashes she tipped 
into a cereal bowl or a drinking glass into a trash- 
can lined with a thick, black plastic bag.

Do you believe in ghosts? 

Not really, I said. I sort of believe in angels, 
but I think they’re probably fucking terrifying. 

I believe in ghosts. She took a drag from her 
cigarette.

They say you can make it, you can 
make it, go. She hunched over a little as she 
whispered this. 

You mean they want you to die? 

No. They want you to be dead. They’re 
lonely. So they tell you to walk down the street 
instead of the sidewalk, tell you to take a swim 
in an electrical storm.

I was working, checking grain for a rail compa- 
ny. I would drive my old truck between Wichita 
Falls and Scotland, then over to Archer City and 
up to Electra. This long pole I got from my boss 
measured the depth of the store of grain in the 
railcar. I’d climb up the ladder at the end of the 
car and dip the pole down into the grain, what- 
ever type it was, and measure how much was in 
there by turning a knob at the end and listening 
to the grain patter down into the hollow. 

The rails always run straight to the grain 
elevator, so even the first time I drove to a town 
like Electra, I knew exactly where my work was. 
I’d just look for the big slip-formed concrete 
silos or the corrugated steel hoppers sticking 
up from the plains.

Fridays I would go to Sorry Murphy’s and sit 
at the bar and drink pints of stout and pretend 
I was smart. I had a college degree. 

The first night she worked I sat there all night, 
talking bullshit with my friends who were still in 
college, staring at her ass when she turned around 


to pull a beer or bent over to change a keg. 

At 1:45 she kicked me out of the bar. My 
friend Mulkey was plowed under from taking 
some pills earlier and chasing them down with 
ten cans of Schlitz. He was in a chair near the 
door, so I wasn’t worried about him. 

She was wearing those silver-hoop earrings. 
I thought she was the devil. The foul overhead 
lights came on. 

Are you the devil? I said. 

I wanted to meet her in the woods. She 
threatened to put her boot up my ass. She told 
me to get off of that barstool and go home.

I was always starting something, some new 
hobby. 

The ceramic studio at Midwestern State was 
available to recent grads, so I went up there and 
rolled some clay and made pots to give away as 
Christmas presents. I always planned ahead for 
things like that. I made her an ashtray. 

Next time I went to the bar, I brought it along. 

Could I have a stout? I said as I pulled up a 
stool. 

Sure, she said. 

I tapped my thumbs on the bar. She knew 
just how to pull a stout. How to wait a while 
after half of it was in the glass, then wait again 
when it was full for it to settle before handing 
it to me. She didn’t bother with the shamrock 
swirl in the foam. 

I made you this, I said and pulled the little 
ashtray out of my jacket pocket and put it down 
on the shiny wooden bar. It was hard-fired and 
glazed with greenish-blue. 

She tipped some ash into it. 

Thanks. That’s real sweet. She went back to 
her work.

Sometimes on Saturdays I would go out and 
park at the little rail depot where I checked the 
grain in Electra. I’d bring a pint of bourbon and 
I’d climb up into one of the railcars. I’d sit, sink 
down in a few feet of maize and drink and listen 
to my handheld radio, listen to the Sooners game 
or the classical music station from Wichita Falls. 

I preferred maize to com or wheat or sor- 
ghum, which got sticky. 

The cows in the field next to the depot would 
eat grain from the car out of my hand, but they 
didn’t look up from their grazing when I cursed 
or cheered or sang songs. 

Calves in the cornfield, cows in the shed 

Steers in the headlights, heifers in my bed 

Occasionally I’d take this rosary I found at 
the thrift store and sit there in the maize and 
finger the beads and say what I knew of the 
prayers as the sun skidded low into devious 
angles. I didn’t know much of them. Hail Mary, 
full of grace, something something. I counted 
the beads and took long pulls from a bottle of 
cheap whiskey. Glory be.

She knew I didn’t smoke inside, saw me a hun- 
dred times open the sliding glass door and walk 
out to the porch and lean against the railing and 
kick the concrete and smoke and look up. 

I’d drop an ashtray on the coffee table and 
bump my knee into hers like it was accidental.

One time she came over and brought the ashtray 
I made in the ceramics studio and set it down on

I thought maybe we could go out to the 
silos in Electra, hang out, drink some bourbon, 
watch the cows.

We can take him over to Mulkey’s, or to 
Lockhart’s place at the rectory. Mulkey owes 
me a favor, and he has reliable electricity. 

At the Electra grain elevator, the top of one 
of the hoppers was off for repair. It was dry 
enough they could keep grain in it without wor- 
rying about rain or anything. 

We climbed up the ladder quietly. I lodged 
each rung of the ladder in between the heel and 
sole of my boot. She climbed more quietly, with 
her toes. I was hoping for maize, but there was 
feed corn in the open hopper. 

We hoisted ourselves over the lip and settled 
down into the com. I opened the bottle of whis- 
key, took a big pull, and offered it to her. 

The stars were out, and we could he back in 
the com and feel submerged, weighed down by 
it comfortably. I looked up out of the edges of the 
silo at the sky and felt like I was in it, waiting at the 
depot with the ghosts and the terrifying angels. 

We sat like that for a while in silence. Finally 
she looked over at me and said, Why don’t you 
want to do it with me? 

You know. I paused. 

You know, I’d love to put my right hand 
down your blue jeans and my left hand up your 
shirt. Right now I would. I paused again. 

Right now I’d like to. I’d fuck the shit out of 
you. I really would. 

I breathed heavily, the com dust getting into 
my nostrils and my eyes. I started to tear up. I 
really would, I said and sneezed. 

I imagined her baby eating cigarette butts out 
of the ashtray I made. 

I really would. 

That’s not an answer, she said staring at the 
sky. 

I just can’t. 

It was quiet again for a minute. 

Can I have a light? She asked, trying to 
change the tone of the conversation. I started 
digging in my pockets to find the lighter. 

Then abruptly she said, You’re a faggot, aren’t 
you? 

No. 

Yes you are, she said. Faggot. 

You’ve never met a real gentleman before. I 
found the lighter in my pocket. 

There aren’t any gentlemen anymore. Only 
faggots. 

I leaned at her like I was going to light her ciga- 
rette but threw the Lighter over the edge of the hop- 
per. It hit the hard-packed dirt with a faint clack. 

Your heart is black as your lungs, black as 
pitch. I started swimming through the corn to 
the edge to get out. I hope the ghosts give you 
some real good advice soon. 

I pulled myself over and planted my feet on 
the circular platform that skirted the lip of the 
hopper. I patted my jeans and jacket, brushing 
away the dust that covered me. I sneezed. 

Real people don’t really talk that way, she said. 

They do now. Or I’m not real people, which 
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is possible. Fucking bitch. Is that how real 
people talk? 

I sneezed again and the bottle of whiskey fell 
out of my jacket pocket and rang against the plat- 
form, then shattered against one of the bottom 
rungs of the ladder, sprinkling what was left of it 
on the ground.

Fuck you. 

She sat still in the grain and said nothing as I 
climbed down the ladder and got into my truck. 
1 thought maybe 1 heard her singing before 1 
started the engine and pointed the wheel toward 
my place in Scotland.

I found out about the silo explosion, the flour 
bomb, when 1 showed up the next day to check 
grain at the depot. 1 had stayed up late drinking 
stout at the bar, then more bourbon in my back- 
yard. I slept the whole next day, didn’t hear the 
radio or news or anything. 

I woke up at about ten at night and got my 
measuring pole and drove first to the little depot 
closest to my house in Scotland, then over to 
Archer City. 

I took the slow, diagonal road from there to 
Electra instead of going into Wichita Falls first, 
wondering how she got home, hoping maybe 
I’d see her on the road, still hitchhiking to get 
back to Wichita Falls.

TEXAS FILM MEMORIES If I had to choose 
one event that has been my favorite to work 
on, it would be the Texas Film Hall of 
Fame. Though technically not part of the 

South by Southwest Festival, it does 
indeed launch the SXSW Film Conference 

with “more stars than there are in heaven," 
as another LB (not Louis Black) used to 
say. This year's show is No. 7, and I’ve 
worked on all of them, primarily choosing 
film clips to be used in the tributes, but also 
indulging in the celebrity suck-up for which 
I’ve become quite adept. Among my favorites 
was Farrah Fawcett - this tiny, birdlike crea- 
ture, nervous and needy, who clung to my 
arm as if she were drowning.

As one dancing 
scene segued into another, she seemed as 
entranced as the viewers and took my hand, 
whispering a grateful, “Thank you.” Thank

me? Making her look glorious was no chal- 
lenge. Ever since I first laid my eyes on 
Carrie when I was a teenager, I’ve been 
smitten with Sissy Spacek. We honored her 
the first year, and though I overlooked the 
fact that she wore something akin to a black 
raincoat to accept her award, I was dazzled 
to be in her presence, and she squealed, 
“Omigod, what a great photograph!” when I 
asked her to sign an 8-by-10 of Carrie drip- 
ping in blood at the prom.

From covered dishes in the Midwest to spa- 
ghetti bowls in the East to taco plates in the 
Southwest, church congregations have a long- 
standing tradition of breaking bread together. 
The challenges of feeding large groups of peo- 
ple on a pass-the-plate budget limits the gran- 
deur of the meals, if not the sense of commu- 
nion. Communities have varying degrees of 
culinary success meeting these challenges, as 
the plethora of church casseroles bound with 
cream of mushroom soup attests. An unscien- 
tific survey finds that ethnic congregations 
generally fare better than others. The autum- 
nal Mediterranean Festival at Saint Elias’ 
church, with its homemade tabbouieh and bak- 
lava, is a grand example. The curious and deli- 
cious combo of fried chicken and waffles is 
another. Though its liturgical origins cannot be 
positively verified, the golden combination 
smacks of Sunday church supper fare. Tucking 
into the unlikely yet complementary pairing 
transports the diner to an imaginary and ideal- 
ized setting of wooden picnic tables under live 
oak trees, where prayers of thanks flow as 
freely as sweating pitchers of iced tea. 


The combination plate has had its most 
famous success at the Los Angeles chain of 
Roscoe’s House of Chicken ’n Waffles. Here 
in Austin, they're being served up at an unlike- 
ly location: Starlite restaurant’s Sunday 
brunch. Amid the white-tablecloth-clad tables 
and fresh flowers, such a soulful meal at first 
seems incongruous. Eggs Benedict seems 
more in keeping with the atmosphere. And 
you’ll find that swanky brunch staple on the 
menu along with other posh choices. But fur- 
ther investigation of the menu reveals its hid- 
den soulful roots: Tater tots are served on 
the side of a variety of entrees. Someone in 
the kitchen knows from frying, as the plate of 
golden crunchy goodness proved. 

A single enormous Belgian waffle with deep 
divots for pooling syrup accompanied a chick- 
en leg and thigh that crackled with every bite. 
A modest dusting of confectioners’ sugar sug- 
gested sweetening the meal, and we picked 
up our cue. Like Scout Finch’s luncheon guest 
Walter Cunningham in To Kill a Mockingbird, 
we poured syrup with abandon over the waffle 
and chicken alike and found it is definitely the 
way to go. While no formal benediction of 
thanks was offered, we said a silent prayer of 
gratitude to the person who tipped us off to 
this weekend treat. - Barbara Chisholm

ORGANIC MESQUITE FLOUR

When the word “mesquite” appears in an article about food, the 
mind jumps immediately to the smoky flavors of the grill. But mesquite 
flour, made from the seedpods of the mesquite tree, tastes nothing 
like smoke. Unexpectedly, ground mesquite seedpods taste like an 
aromatic blend of cinnamon, chocolate, and coffee. With our usual 
human absurdity, we go halfway around the world to procure these 
popular flavorings, even as we are surrounded by mesquite trees and 
curse them as weeds. 

Mesquite flour was a staple food of Native Americans from Texas to 
California, partly because mesquite trees thrive in arid climates where 
other crops wither. Mesquite pods were one of the major (if not one of 
the most important) foods of the desert Apache, Pima, Cahuilla, 
Maricopa, Yuma, Mohave, and Hopi tribes. Like many other desert 
plants, the mesquite tree superconcentrates nutrients in its seeds to 
compensate for the harsh environment. Consequently, it is so nutri- 
tious that many consider it a “superfood.” Mesquite flour is very high 
in magnesium, potassium, iron, calcium, zinc, fiber, and digestible pro- 


teins (including lysine). It also acts as an antioxidant, and its glycemic 
index is low in spite of its sweet taste. It can be used as either a glu- 
ten-free flour or a seasoning. 

You can get started by just adding a few tablespoons of mesquite 
flour to your cookie, cake, or flan recipes, simultaneously adding 
superfood nutrition and unforgettable flavor; or, you can use any of the 
recipes online at Casa de Fruta. Chefs are beginning to get excited 
about using mesquite flour in Southwestern regional cuisines, causing 
an explosion of new recipes on the Internet. 

To see for myself, I made mesquite oatmeal chocolate-chip cook- 
ies, a recipe recommended by chef Heidi Swanson. The results were 
delectable. As the cookies baked, the entire house was filled with the 
amazing cinnamon/chocolate aroma of the mesquite flour. When they 
were done, my husband pronounced them among the best cookies he 
has ever eaten: light and aromatic, the melting chocolate chips carry the 
flavor forward, while the mesquite flour provides a subtle background. 

Many recipes are available online, from mesquite distributors and 
Southwestern chefs alike. Locally, this superfood is available at Whole 
Foods Downtown and Central Market; $5 for a 7-ounce bag.

The East Sixth Street Entertainment 
District is undergoing an interesting transfor- 
mation of late. It started with the relocation 
of the Alamo Drafthouse Downtown to the 
venerable Ritz theatre back in November 
and recommenced after the beginning of the 
year with the opening of a Torchy’s Tacos 
outlet (511 E. Sixth, 474-7000) in late 
January. Last week saw the launch of the 
newly remodeled 1886 Bakery & Cafe at 
the Driskill Hotel (116 Sixth), complete 
with new chef Scott Halverson, some 
brand-new menu items, and some new cock- 
tails. We’ve been told to expect some updat- 
ing at the Driskill Grill and in the actual 
hotel rooms over the coming months, as 
well. The biggest news in the neighborhood 
is the long-awaited opening of a new restau- 
rant from popular homegrown chef Shawn 
Cirkiel. His new parkside (301 E. Sixth, 
474-9898, www.parkside-austin.coin) debuted in 
an historic corner building that formerly 
housed both Louie B’s and Dan 
McKlusky's.

Las Palomas at 25

When I first moved to Austin in 1984, I 
was 19 and didn’t know anybody. I thought I 
spoke the language, only to find that speak- 
ing it - and, even worse, understanding it - 
was a completely different ball game here. 
Luckily, I befriended a fellow Mexico City 
native who showed me the ropes around 
town, taking me to Sixth Street, Antone’s, 
and Liberty Lunch. And when I started get- 
ting very homesick for the food of my coun- 
try, she took me to Las Palomas. 

I fondly remember the warmth of the hard- 
working, friendly family that ran it and the 
familiarity of the food. No globs of yellow 
cheese food product, no overspiced, over- 
cooked rice. No cumin on everything. There 
were no pinatas, serapes, sombreros, or neon 
beer signs on any of the walls. The simple yet 
tasteful decor and the homey ambience 
reminded me of a true Mexican restaurant. I 
don’t mean because of the cuisine but because 
this is what a restaurant in Mexico is like. I 
walked into Las Palomas recently and found 
that, thankfully, not much has changed. I was 
overcome by a sense of nostalgia that is hard to 
describe. I was truly transported back to my 
hometown, expecting to walk outside and find 
myself hailing a cab on a neighborhood street 
in Mexico City. 

The late Javier Corona - a retired diplomat 
who worked as a cultural attache at the U.S. 
Embassy in Mexico City - and his wife, Amelia, 
moved their family to Austin in 1982, hoping 


to retire peacefully and 
send the kids to college. 

After the collapse of the 
Mexican peso and the 
recession that followed, 
the Coronas were unable 
to get their financial 
assets out of the country 
and suddenly found 
themselves in a new place 
with nothing but the 
shirts on their backs. 

Always the unbreakable 
stalwart, Mr. Corona 
stood firmly on his feet 
and made a plan. After all 
those years of world-trav- 
eling and entertaining, 
they sure knew how to 
throw a party. “We can 
open a restaurant,” he 
told the family. “It will be like all those parties 
we had at home.” On Feb. 14, 1983, Las 
Palomas opened with Amelia and Javier in the 
kitchen cooking Amelia’s tried and true recipes 
and their four children helping out as waitstaff 
and bartenders. This year, the family will cele- 
brate the restaurant’s 25th anniversary. 

Las Palomas is now owned and operated by 
only one of the Corona siblings, MariCarmen 
Corona Dale, who wrestled the restaurant out 
of her parents’ hands “because I could not 
stand to see them chopping tomatoes in the 


kitchen,” she confides. “It became my goal, 
my obsession, to get them to finally retire and 
quit working so hard.” But her parents’ tradi- 
tions and presence are felt from the moment 
one walks through the door, where a portrait 
of Mr. Corona sits in the foyer next to a vase 
of beautiful, fresh flowers. An accomplished 
artist for more than 40 years, his art can be 
seen hanging on walls throughout the restau- 
rant. I remember Mr. Corona very well, a 
wonderful host and a true gentleman, greet- 
ing customers at every table as if they were 


friends and family. Indeed, their business suc- 
ceeded thanks to the legions of regular cus- 
tomers who kept returning for the charm, 
warmth, and fabulous food the Coronas 
offered. Mr. Corona passed away in 2003 after 
a long illness, and more than 500 people 
attended his memorial service. 

The road of the last 25 years was anything 
but smooth. “It’s like having a third child,” 
says Corona Dale, who is a mother of two and 
is now serving their third generation of cus- 
tomers. A passionate, enthusiastic woman

Our crowd of AusTex ne'er-do-wells had a 
short list of Mexican restaurants that we fre- 
quented back in the early to mid-Eighties, 
and Las Palomas, or “the Doves” as we pre- 
ferred to call it, occupied a place near the 
top. Our favorite honky-tonk, Soap Creek 
Saloon, had been run out of Rollingwood in 
1979, four years before Las Palomas opened 
in 1983. Naturally, there was a little hipster 
resentment toward the city of West Lake Hills 
in general because of that, but we put all of 
that aside when the Mexican-food cravings 
kicked in. Most of Las Palomas' dishes we 
loved back then are still being served today, 
25 years later. Las Palomas’ menu draws 
from the interior of Mexico, based on family 
recipes from Veracruz, the Yucatan, Puebla, 
and Oaxaca. 

They've gained an extra dining room 
since those early days, lined with mirrors 
on the far end to add the illusion of even 
more space. The wall colors are in the 
Mexican palette: warm, dark tones with sub- 
dued lighting and plants to add a tropical 
feel. There’s a small outdoor patio for al 
fresco dining or drinks when the weather 
allows and a party room for private func- 
tions. The staff, dressed in all black, pro- 
vides seamless service. 


After a period of absence, we decided to 
revisit the Doves for a refresher course. Our 
first trip started with a steaming bowl of 
posole ($4.95), a rich broth filled with large 
chunks of tender chicken, white hominy, 
onion, and garlic, topped with shredded let- 
tuce and sliced radish. For a little extra 
heat, we opted to add some pico de gallo. It 
was a nice bowl and very filling. Next was 
an old fave, Enchiladas Tres Marfas ($8.95), 
three enchiladas stuffed with moist, shred- 
ded chicken, topped with three sauces and 
white Mexican cheese. Sauce one is Las 
Palomas’ excellent mole: rich, nutty, and 
spicy with a subtle choc- 
olate finish. Sauce two is 
their ranchera: a mildly 
spicy blend of tomato, 
onion, and jalapeno. 

Sauce three is verde: 
tart tomatillo with onion and cilantro. 

We subbed the refried beans with the frijol- 
es a la charra ($1.95 extra), a rich, smoky 
broth; tender pintos; thick slices of bacon; 
onion; and jalapeno slices - a superb version. 
Las Palomas’ rice is outstanding, made by 
steaming it over cooking pots of chickens, so 
the grains absorb flavor and stay light and 
separate. We also had Camaron al Chipotle 
($13.95), six butterflied shrimp broiled with 
garlic butter, herbs, and a coating of chipotle 
chile paste, perfect with a squeeze of lime. 
This is served with a dinner salad and a side 
of the rice. 


Visit two led off with empanadas ($6.95 
for two), served with a small salad and a 
minimound of guacamole. We had one filled 
with tender and savory shredded pork and 
one with the exceptional rich and spicy pica- 
dillo ground beef. The pastry is more sopa- 
pilla than pie, but the total package is deli- 
cious. A cup of corn soup ($3.50) was okay, 
loaded with pureed creamy corn with onion 
in a chicken and cream stock. We would 
have preferred the corn had been sieved to 
remove the exteriors of the kernels to make 
it less chunky, and some strips of rajas 
poblano would have set it off perfectly. A cup 
of tortilla soup ($3.50) 
was fine but didn’t excite: 
a tomatoey chicken broth 
with chicken bits, tortilla 
whiskers, and mozzarella. 
Cochinita Pibil ($11.95) is 
succulent: a nice mound of shredded pork, 
kissed with citrus, annatto, and chiles, 
topped with red onions marinated in vinai- 
grette. Had those chiles been habaneras, it 
would have taken me straight back to the 
Yucatan. It is enough to fill three tortillas 
and is paired with the rice and refried beans. 
Puntas a la Mexicana ($11.95) comes on a 
cast-iron platter: a melange of beef tender- 
loin tips, chopped tomato, onion, jalapeno, 
and herbs, especially good when the sauce 
components char on the sizzling platter. With 
refrieds and rice and enough puntas to fill 
three tortillas, you have a plateful. 



We also sampled the beef fajitas ($10.95), 
strips of marinated skirt steak with onion 
and peppers sizzling on cast iron. There’s an 
element to the marinade that we couldn't put 
our finger on, and the meat might have been 
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who wears her emotions a flor de piel - an 
English equivalent may be “wearing your 
heart on your sleeve” - she recalls how hard 
it was for the family in the early days. “You 
know how they say the key is location, loca- 
tion, location? Well, we had everything 
except location,” she says of the tiny prop- 
erty tucked away in an impossible corner of 
a shopping center in West Lake. Like me, 
the family struggled with the language and 
the culture: “We thought we were bilingual 
when we left Mexico, but once here, you 
realize you’re not even close. I couldn’t 
understand the Texas accent, and they 
couldn’t understand ours. It was really a 
culture shock.” Becoming not only bilingual 
but also bicultural is a process that takes 
time and effort. Had we met then, we would 
have become friends immediately. We were 
both the same age, from the same city, in a 
foreign place where we had to fight for 
everything we got. At least she had her fam- 
ily near her. 

After taking over the restaurant, knowing 
that they had completely outgrown the origi- 
nal space, Corona Dale realized her dream of 
expansion. She surprised her parents with an 
opening party of the new space on her moth- 
er’s birthday in 2002. It offers a larger dining 
area and a lovely private dining room for 
rehearsal dinners, bridal luncheons, and 
other special events. And through it all, it is 
the spirit of her father that has carried her 
through. Family ties are very strong in 
Mexican culture. Her eyes well when she 
speaks of the respect and love that everyone 
- especially she - felt for her father. Like me, 
she is a fighter, an accomplisher, and above 
all, her father’s daughter. And Las Palomas is 
her success story, indeed. ■ 


more tender. It comes with the requisite rice 
and refrieds and a side dish of shredded 
cheese and lettuce, sour cream, guacamole, 
and pico de gallo. 

Tostados are served warm in baskets and 
are the perfect thickness: not too chunky and 
not too thin. The salsa is medium spicy, with 
chunks of onion and chile and a nice lime 
tartness on the finish. We sampled the house 
margarita ($5.50) on the rocks and the 
Mexican martini ($8.95) and found them tasty 
and effective. One small caveat: The martini 
shakers they use have a tendency to dribble 
and miss the glass, so pour with caution. 
Happy hour runs 5-6pm, Tuesday through 
Friday, with margarita and beer specials and 
discounts on appetizers. 

We are teased by several menu items poised 
for tasting on return trips, including the 
Pescado a la Veracruzana and Mojo de Ajo, 
the carne asada done with beef tenderloin 
and their spicy version of Steak Chimichurri. 
On the lunch menu we have our eyes trained 
on future plates of the fish tacos, spinach 
enchiladas, and the chilaquile s. 

For a restaurant to remain on its game for 
25 years is definitely the exception to the 
rule, especially in West Lake, where for some 
reason, loyalty to the local restaurateurs 
seems to be historically lacking. The denizens 
of the neighborhood have definitely embraced 
the Doves. Las Palomas has remained true to 
form, and, with apologies to Thomas Wolfe, 
you can go home again. - Mick Vann

AFS Essential Cinema Children of Abraham/Ibrahim 2: 
Films of the Middle East and North Africa 

This month the Austin Film Society presents the sequel to one of 
its most provocative Essential Cinema series programs from last year. 

Children of Abraham/Ibrahim 2: Films of the Middle East and North 
Africa picks up right where last February’s presentation left off, with 
rarely seen cinematic visions of a region rich in history and tradition but 
mired in misunderstanding, poverty, and war. 

The series begins this Tuesday, Feb. 19, with Ismael Ferroukhi’s Le 
Grand Voyage, a road movie about a 17-year-old secularized French 
Moroccan and his devout father setting out on the hajrj, the Muslim 
holy pilgrimage to Mecca. On their drive through the former Yugoslavia,

tor Mani Haghighi’s Werner Herzog-esque tale of obsession; Times and 
Winds ( Bes Vakit ), Reha Erdem’s award-winning look at life in a small 
Turkish mountain village; and Iranian upstairs-downstairs comedy/ 
drama Fireworks Wednesday (Chaharshanbe-Soori) . 

Abraham/Ibrahim 2 closes on March 25 with the jewel in its crown: 

Beaufort, Joseph Cedar’s unblinking look at life in an Israeli military

outpost during that country’s controversial occupation of Lebanon. 
Ambitious and ambiguous, Beaufort, which won the Best Director award 
at the 2007 Berlin International Film Festival and is nominated for a 
Best Foreign Language Film Academy Award, is the ideal ending to AFS’ 
excellent “series within a series” about a world constantly at odds with 
itself and its past.

Confessions From the King of Fuzz 

Cult soundtrack composer Davie Allan at the Alamo Ritz

"A former bass player said I should never 
admit that I was never on a motorcycle," 

Davie Allan jokes. 

That’s the first confession from the cult 
composer whose signature sound was a 
technique called “fuzz” guitar. Allan used 
the grungy effect in the teen and biker 
exploitation films he scored, including the 
Top 40 hit “Blues Theme” from 1966’s The 
Wild Angels. 

The California-based guitarist composed 
for more than two dozen B-films, American 
International Pictures titles such as Devil’s 
Angels (1967), The Born Losers (1967), 

Wild in the Streets (1968), The Glory 
Stompers (1968), and other period slices of 
exploitation cheese so bad they’re a joy to 
watch. Despite creating rip-roaring sound- 
tracks for those films, the “King of Fuzz” 
offers another confession. 

“I’m sorry to say that I have no clue about 
writing for films. If I’m told the mood - in 
most cases, it was for biker films - I just go 
with the ‘grunge,’ and a tune usually pops 
into my head. Today, I just submit my CDs 
and hope that one of my tunes gets picked.” 

That's a blunt answer to tarnish silver- 
screen dreams, but Allan's not one to rue 
the status quo. His musical vision created 
classic instrumental soundtracks that often 
aged better than the films and are still get- 
ting mileage. 

The relationship between songwriter and 
soundtrack varies wildly, especially between 
high- and low-budget films. Henry Mancini, 
one of Allan's heroes, may have worked close- 
ly with directors, but Allan’s experience was 
quite different. 


“I was never in on the prerecording phase, 
but I worked with the music producer, who 
had all the cues timed, and I was lucky 
enough to get writing credit on many of the 
tunes,” Allan recalls, on the process of creat- 
ing aural moods to cinematic images. “I was 
only on the set [for] the two worst films of 
the two dozen on which I worked, Wild Wheels 
and Jennie, Wife/Child. I can only imagine how 
it would've been to be on the set of The Wild 
Angels. I didn't even meet Nancy Sinatra until 
2003 at the 100th anniversary of Harley- 
Davidson in Las Vegas.” 

Biker films first gained popularity in 1953 
with Marlon Brando in The Wild One , but 
they really took off in 
the Sixties. Future 
stars such as Jack 
Nicholson, Bruce Dern, 

Diane Ladd, Peter 
Fonda, and John 
Cassavetes all took 
leading roles in biker films before going on 
to respectable careers. Still, respectability 
wasn't what these films were about. They 
reflected the counterculture, and to do so 
accurately, they needed an edge. A rock 
music soundtrack provided it. 

The Sixties were also the heyday of instru- 
mental bands such as the Ventures, Dick 
Dale, and Link Wray and numerous one-hit 
wonders such as “Sleepwalk," “Telstar,” and 
“Wipe Out.” Allan, who also charted with 
“Apache ’65," often found himself lumped in 
with surf music. Soundtracks were a way to 
distinguish himself from the beach bands, 
and the sessions, as with Devil’s Angels, 
sometimes placed him in league with heavy- 
weight Hollywood players like Hal Blaine, 

Carol Kaye, and Larry Knechtel. 


“When I graduated from the ‘surf sound - 
which may not be the correct term, since I 
was doing things like ‘Apache’ and ‘Ghost 
Riders in the Sky’ - the big change was the 
soundtrack of The Wild Angels. I loved what 
Duane Eddy had been doing with ‘low’ notes, 
and I tried to take them to another plateau 
with the added distortion and my attempt to 
sound like I felt a motorcycle might sound if it 
was a musical instrument.” 

Allan's instincts paid off richly. Although 
his sound fell out of fashion after the 
Sixties, early punk rockers appreciated his 
gritty roar, and he soon found himself a cult 
figure once again. He stopped writing for 
films but continued to 
record with his band, the 
Arrows, throughout the 
Eighties and Nineties, 
while reissues on vinyl, 
cassette, and finally CD 
kept his catalog in circu- 
lation. In 2005, he was rewarded with a box 
set from Sundazed, an effort as critically 
acclaimed as his 2003 studio album, 
Restless in L.A. 

Moving Right Along is the title of Davie 
Allan’s current unfinished recording, some- 
thing he works into a busy schedule that 
includes a tour of Texas with current Arrows 
Dusty Watson and Sam Bolle. While Allan is 
looking forward to the new release, he takes 
pride in the way his music is still used, not- 
ing that “Jim Jarmusch used about 30 sec- 
onds of ‘Cycle-Delic’ for his Night on Earth, 
and more recently my tune ‘The Loud, the 
Loose, and the Savage’ was in one episode 
of The Sopranos." 

Not bad for a guy who was never on 
a motorcycle. ■ 


DVD WATCH 

ZODIAC: THE DIRECTOR'S CUT 

Paramount, $34.99 

In David Fincher’s Seven , there’s a good gag 
when Brad Pitt hits the library in search of a 
serial killer’s literary influences, where he turns up 
Dante, Milton, and someone he calls “the Marquis 
de Shar-day.” For a real-life psycho, the singer 
Sade would make a more typical raison de murder 
than the Marquis de Sade (and, for that matter, 
might still rate a couple of notches too highbrow). 
So when Fincher came to direct screenwriter 
James Vanderbilt’s true-crime based Zodiac, it’s a 
good thing he stuck with the eponymous fiend's 
actual reading list, which is much scarier. 

As one of the big brains in the serial-killer 
pantheon, the never-captured Zodiac could do 
better, one would think, than some moldy Boy 
Scout code books and “The Most Dangerous 
Game,” a crappy short story notorious for its 
ubiquity in eighth-grade English classes. I mean, 
what, Lord of the Flies was too long? Because 
let’s face it, an evil genius cat-and-mousing one 
step ahead of the cops and journalists on his 
trail isn’t that scary, but preadolescent pleas for 
attention and frankly lame obsessions turning 
deadly is something else entirely, signifying a 
thought process lying outside a reasonably intel- 
ligent investigator’s experience, not too grand to 
comprehend but, more probably, too dumb. 

Honestly, I've been waiting for a proper DVD 
of Fincher’s essay on the dorkiness of evil since 
end titles rolled in the theatre. While the four 
additional minutes in this two-disc director’s cut 
neither greatly add 
to nor detract from 
its look into the void, 
the featurettes on the 
real-life case deliver 
everything I’ve been 
wanting ... and less. 

Because no matter 
how thrillingly informa- 
tive and creepy these 
interviews with survi- 
vors and investigators 
may be (delivered in 
spare, hypnotic rhythms on loan or lifted from 
Errol Morris), there can never be enough. The 
latter-day victim of Zodiac ends up all night in a 
Googling flop-sweat, amassing more information 
and red herrings, more blind alleys, more pet 
theories and bones of contention, ad infinitum. 
Where Seven invoked religion on its surface and 
in that reading list, Zodiac and its extras deliver 
something quite singular in American cinema, a 
terror at finding and losing something like God 
as you look into the eyes of a man who may or 
may not have done it, and he’s working the key 
counter at Ace Hardware. - Spencer Parsons

TV EYE 

Afterburn

Barring any last minute holdups, by the time 
you read this, the writers’ strike should be over. 
That means the Oscar telecast - the premier 
Hollywood prom that no one wanted to see 
reduced to a hobbled version of itself (as in last 
month’s Golden Globes ceremony) - will go 
on! Now the world can spin on its axis again. 
On a more pragmatic note, a lot of people are 
going back to work, and that makes everyone 
on both sides of the bargaining table happy. 

A cursory glance at the preliminary agree- 
ment shows that the writers didn’t get all that 
they wanted, but they got more than they had 
before. Jettisoned early was a demand that real- 
ity show writers and writers of animated films 
fall under the Writers Guild of America’s pur- 
view. The biggest concession includes a system 
for how and when writers earn compensation 
for new media. The breakdown is too cumber- 
some to outline here, but suffice it to say that 
there is more than there was before, which I’m 
sure will please those happy to get something 
and irk those who don’t think it is enough. 

For now, the aftermath of the strike will be 
the talk of the industry, while the rest of us 
look forward to seeing series pick up from 
where they let off when the strike began. But 
don’t expect to turn on the set and see brand- 
new shows immediately. Shows like Heroes 
(NBC), which relies heavily on post-produc- 
tion special effects, may not resume until 
much later in the year, perhaps till the next TV 
season - whenever that is. The way of doing TV 
was changing long before the strike began. The 
strike hastened the inevitable, which I believe 
will be a marker in TV history. 

Fox’s 24, with more than half of its episodes 
broadcast-ready, was shelved until the strike 
passed. However, sources indicate it may 
not air until next year (I suspect a January 
launch, following the next American Idol, 
as in years past). Until then, keep a lookout 
for TV from our neighbors to the north. NBC 
has already acquired The Listener, about a 
psychic paramedic, while CBS, ABC, and ABC 
Family are also considering Canadian-made 
series. Make no mistake: These are not devel- 
opment deals, as was the case with the U.S. 
version of The Office (which originated on 
BBC), but outright acquisitions. This is good 
for producers, as it dramatically diminishes 
overhead costs. Not so good for U.S. -based 
writers, talent, and the resultant series’ staffs. 
Whether this will be a growing trend depends 
on American audiences’ responses to these 
Canadian imports. 

In the meantime, the small, small screen 
brims with content. A recent Multichannel News 
report announced that the popular snark-fest 
known as TelevisionWithoutPity.com will 
soon become an online series. Video content to 
accompany TVWoP’s scathingly droll episode 
recaps and reviews of TV’s most popular series 
as well as topical specials will launch in the 
next few months. 

Locally, Austin-based ON Networks recently 
had four of its productions named among the 



Local writer Turk Pipkin (at last year's rally in 
front of the Paramount Theatre) will have to find 
something else to march about: Looks like 
the strike's over.

I’ve been here plenty of times before, but 
I still feel the urge to stop and check myself 
whenever I walk into the studio-cum-office 
of Marc English Design, because in truth, 
this sudden border crossing is like stepping 
out of the everyday and into a more acutely 
realized reality. 

This isn’t an office; it’s a Rorschach test that 
got caught in the crossfire between Angel Eyes 
and Tuco. It’s the good, the bad, and the ugly- 
gorgeous, all wrapped up in a single identity, a 
brand that not only defines the artist and his 
art but leaves a lasting, lovely scar to boot. It 
sears you. Honest art leaves marks. 

Everything is everywhere: A sprawling, chro- 
matically grating gig poster announcing the 
Clash’s June ’81 Bond’s Casino show in NYC 
threatens three chords and the truth against a 
vintage one-sheet for Sergio Leone’s A Fistful of 
Dollars, while across the way a velveteen Virgen 
de Guadalupe smiles sly and radiant; she alone 
knows the name of el hombre sin nombre. 

Books, tattered, well-thumbed, and loved 
to the quick, are piled, stacked, strewn 
about: Gardener’s Art Through the Ages, H.H. 
Amason’s History of Modern Art, Islamic art, 
American Indian art, and, on yet another 
wall, a faded but no less inciting agitprop 
poster announcing an “Artists’ Call Against 
U.S. Intervention in Central America” by the 


sculptor Claes Oldenburg. Apsaras vie for 
space on English’s desk with his shiny new 
Apple laptop, which sits adrift in a pulpwood 
sea of Post-it Notes, hastily scribbled half- 
formed ideas, DVDs emblazoned with Marc 
English Designs’ award-winning handiwork, 
the Beatles’ Revolver, and a hand-tooled leath- 
er gun belt bearing a pair of ivory-handled toy 
six-shooters. 

This glorious, hypercreative cavalcade of all 
things Marc English - his lifetime essence, out- 
landish explanation, and never-ending quest 
to discover as much cool as his soul can 
hold - is as clear a glimpse into the soul of 
self-described “design shaman” Marc English 
as anyone with half a mind and a working 
knowledge of midnight fancies and south-of- 
the-border (any border) rambles could ever 
bear. Really, you might want to wear a welder’s 
visor and some chain mail just to be on the 
safe side; in his hands, “design theory” is a 
radical, insurrectionist weapon. Joe Strummer 
would’ve dug this cat, but good. 

And speaking of that late, lamented com- 
bat rocker, Strummer, oddly enough, turns 
up - briefly in the flesh, frequently on the 
soundtrack - in English’s newest design job, 
the packaging for the new Criterion Collection 
edition of a nearly forgotten slice of thrillingly 
mad filmmaking called, simply, Walker. 


□ 

“No one will remember Walker,” says Peter 
Boyle’s conniving Cornelius Vanderbilt of Ed 
Harris’ manifest-destiny-driven yanqui impe- 
rialist running dog and real-life soldier of 
fortune, William Walker, in Alex (Repo Man ) 
Cox’s spectacularly misunderstood 1987 film 
Walker. “No one remembers men who lose.” 
Not so fast, Moneybags. Cox’s pseudo- 
historical bloodbath epic is finally getting its 
DVD-due in a remixed, remastered, bells, 
whistles, and commentaries ne plus ultra 
Criterion Collection edition that’s arriving in 
stores Feb. 19. And regardless of what you 
may think of that film’s surreal, Peckinpah- 
meets-Gilliam take on the Walker mythos, 
one thing is already inarguable: From a design 
standpoint. Criterion’s Walker will suck your 
eyes right out of your head and its retail price 
right out of your pocket. It’s worth it, every 
penny. And for that, you can thank/blame 
Austin-based graphic designer Marc English of 
Marc English Design. 

To be sure, fans of Cox, Harris, and a post- 
Clash Strummer have just cause for imminent 
revelry, but what’s really - and instantly - 
remarkable here is English’s cunning, auda- 
cious graphic design. (See cover art, along 
with a review of the Criterion release, at 
right.) Composed of a pop-arty pic of Harris 
portraiture atop a field of dusky crimson, with 
archival, period text visible beneath and jagged 
blue, kinetic outbursts radiating from behind, 
Criterion’s Walker should be filed under “O” 
for “ordnance.” It looks less like a DVD pack- 
age and more like a dark promise of revolution, 
a lesson in chaos, and, above all, a real-life, 
based-on-a-true-story story. It’s English’s ver- 
sion of the Clash’s Sandinista! pared down to 
its rebellious visual quick: iViva Nicaragua I 
Viva la Revolucion! 

English’s seabed talents as graphic designer, 
filmmaker, writer, teacher, and general renais- 
sance cowpoke-cum-illustrator man are no 
secret among Austin’s multidisciplined art 
and design communities, but few may have 
realized that the man has made one of the 
most treacherous crossroads of all time, that 
of commerce and art, his designated moving- 
picture specialty (although, as English himself 
stresses, his forays into DVD design are far 
from the only things he does). 

At last count, English has notched no fewer 
than seven Criterion Collection design gigs on 
his bedpost gun belt, beginning with Austin Film 
Society cohort Richard Linklater’s Slacker and 
Dazed and Confused and continuing on through 
Mike Leigh’s Naked; Gus Van Sant’s My Own 
Private Idaho; Allison Anders, Dean Lent, and 
Kurt Voss’ Border Radio; and Monte Heilman’s 
existential automotive epic, Two-Lane Blacktop. 

Alone amidst all of Criterion’s top-shelf 
rediscoveries, 1971’s Blacktop is the legendary, 
fuel-injected car ride to nowhere. It may be 
the single-most American road film ever made, 
part Bresson silence, with just the gravel thrum 
and sidewall whisper of the post -Graffiti, pre- 
Apocalypse U.S. of A. radiating off of it like 
something out of Kerouac’s dark, endgame 
dreamings, and part Route 66(6) downward 
spiral, a pitch-perfect portrait of the mid- 
’Nam quest and failure never for high-octane

Criterion Collection, $39.95 

For many Repo Man and Sid & Nancy 
are the quintessential works of Alex Cox. 
Walker, now forever synonymous with Texas 
Ranger (no offense, Chuck), should be in 
that conversation. But it’s not. It’s a forgot- 
ten film about a forgotten man. Originally 
conceived as a protest of Reagan’s des- 
potic funding of the Contras, Walker used 
satire to make a point. By juxtaposing two 
distinct periods of U.S. democratic med- 
dling, Cox indicated that nothing’s changed 
and made one of the more unconventional 
anti-Flollywood films of recent memory. 

It features a sinister style residual to 
Peckinpah’s The Wild Bunch, a great score 
by Joe Strummer, and a mad-hatter perfor- 
mance by Ed Harris. 

But it didn't take. The studios hated it, 
sat on it to minimize distribution. Cox didn't 
help either, at least according to critics, 
who saw his use of propagandist anach- 
ronisms as nothing more than political 
diatribe, which incited their disdain more 
than it titillated their sense of humor. Yet, 
Cox managed to make an anti-American 
film (funded by Universal) about Nicaragua 
(on location) during a volatile and secretly 
funded U.S. opposition to Nicaragua. That's 
genius and messing-your-pants hilarious. 
This is clearly one of the great hoodwinks 
of the Hollywood system. 

So, here’s Criterion’s new ragbag release 
with an opportunity to restore some of 
Walker’s luster. An insightful commentary 
by Cox and penman Rudy Wurlitzer, a great 
book insert and hidden short film by Cox 
reviewing critics’ responses to the film, 
and the package design of Austinite Marc 
English merging antebellum archival with 
Sandinista agitprop are the highlights. The 
only downside of the release is its relative 
skimpiness, which includes an audio mono- 
logue, production photos, trailer, and a 
retrospective documentary. All in all, a long 
overdue and potentially resurrecting release 
for Walker. - Raymond Blanton

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meaning and poetry of motion in the midst of 
torque-ified terror. It’s an anxious, nervy ride, 
now, finally, complete with a Dolby 5.1, ster- 
num-rattling sound mix that seems to find its 
proverbial vanishing point. Like the sunbaked 
Santa Fe macadam and shoulderless hellway 
that, in time, came to be the new American 
reality - strip malls and strip bars and little else 
to gauge your bearings by - Two-Lane Blacktop 
for once and for all looks and feels like the 
Great American Epic it always was, right down 
to Marc English’s spare, dreamy design. 

It stars (other than the cars and the road) 
Warren Oates as GTO, in a monumentally 
cipheric performance as woeful, pathetic obfus- 
cation personified, and James Taylor and Beach 
Boy Dennis Wilson as the Driver and the 
Mechanic of that howling ’55 Chevy, with talky, 
too-soon-dead Laurie Bird as 
the Girl who comes - not so 
much between them as beyond 
them - a stoney, roadster 
thumb-babe whose bleak, mat- 
ter-of-fact lustfulness corrodes 
the road like battery acid leak- 
ing from a sprung DieHard. 

The packing is English’s coup 
de grace, a perfectionist, mini- 
malist design job that tweaks 
the borderline existentialism of 
the film right into the packag- 
ing. But don’t take our word for 
it: Heilman was so impressed 
by the Criterion/English treat- 
ment his film received that he 
promptly went out and bought 
a massive, 50-inch television to 
screen it on. 

“As of last week, it’s gone into a fifth press- 
ing,” says Heilman, by phone from L.A., not- 
ing that not only is that unusual for a cult 
film whose only previous DVD release (from 
Anchor Bay) is long out of print but much of 
that is due in no small part to English’s design, 
which smartly mimics the spare, clean lines of 
Heilman’s rocketing road-to-nowhere odyssey. 

“His work just exemplifies Criterion’s style 
in that it catches your eye immediately,” 
enthuses Heilman. “It’s so different from any 
other company’s DVD product that it’s like it’s 
from a totally other world. From a director’s 
standpoint, I don’t think that anyone imagines 
that a film they make is going to be alive and 
well after almost 40 years, and certainly when 
it was made, nobody envisioned that anybody 


would be looking at it with fresh eyes almost 
40 years later. When we were doing the color 
correction on it, I realized, wow, this is a whole 
’nother world. I’m just really overwhelmed by 
Marc’s work on the design. I think it’s one of 
the most gorgeous packaging jobs I’ve ever 
seen. I just like everything about it.” 

□ 

Five things you may not know about Marc 
English: 

1) He has incorporated his daughter 
Rebecka’s name into the packaging of every 
one of his DVD designs. Go look for it. 

2) He has a penchant for Venn diagrams, 
the better to discover the hidden connections 
between story and storyteller, art and point 
of sale. 


3) He trusts his interns implicitly. 

4) A former Bostonian before his move to 
Austin in 1995, he still has the remnants of his 
Southie accent, which bubble to the surface 
whenever he says the word “however,” render- 
ing it “howevah.” 

5) He once rode a camel through the eye of a 
needle in the Sahara. 

□ 

So, okay, that last one might be a case of 
John Ford’s The Man Who Shot Liberty Valance 
maxim: “When the legend becomes fact, print 
the legend,” but still, it fits English’s oversized, 
supremely confident design- and self-identity 
like a black leather jacket cast in blood-rusted 
iron, artfully gnawed on. He is known as much 
for his smart, attention-getting theatrics. (His 


lectures, of which there are many, have been 
compared, favorably, to rock concerts.) 

Half of what comes out of Marc English’s 
mouth sounds a wee bit like finely tuned 
hyperbole hucksterism, self-mythologizing but 
never self-absorbed. 

His identity both as a human being and an 
artist is XXL life. Austin filmmaker/writer Cary 
Roberts has rightly called him “the Stanley 
Kubrick of design.” He fairly bums with pas- 
sion for his life and work, and he wants you to 
bum, too. No sparks or embers here. English 
is a conflagration of design theory, overwhelm- 
ing talent, and experimentalism, and his work 
with Criterion meets at the dirty crossroads of 
the artistic truth of what has been entrusted 
to him and the bottom line, the movement of 
“product,” the allure of the dream made card- 


board, laser-encoded plastic discs, at midnight, 
beneath a full moon, with pistols and blood 
well spent. His aim is truest. 

The art of DVD design is, for most of those 
assigned to “move product,” as a rule, pretty 
disposable stuff. Criterion is one of the few 
exceptions to that rule, where the designer is 
encouraged not only to use a film’s packaging 
as a means to be creative with an eye toward 
moving a product but also to view the design 
as an extension of the storytelling process. 

Case in point: Criterion’s 2004 release of 
Richard Linklater’s iconic Slacker. English, who 
already knew Linklater from their days together 
in the Austin Film Society (they’re both on the 
board of directors), got the job after Linklater 
tipped the company off to English’s work on the 
AFS brand and website. It was English’s first shot 


at a DVD, and the results couldn’t have been bet- 
ter or - and this is important - more Austin. 

“When I sat down with Rick to discuss 
ideas for Slacker, 1 assumed he was going to 
give me some direction, but instead he said: 
‘You’re the professional. I trust you.’ So then I 
knew that all I had to do was make him happy. 
Because if he’s happy, then Criterion’s happy. 
And I also know that, in the scheme of things, 
Rick Linklater has bigger fish to fry, by which I 
mean whatever film he’s currently working on; 
however, for posterity, he needs the DVD to be 
a certain way. Trust is the number one thing in 
any relationship, business or personal.” 

Creatively unleashed, English’s first DVD gig 
remains his most personal and most iconoclas- 
tic - not only does it complement Linklater’s 
film, it enhances it, adding, in the form of 
menu options, artwork, and 
attitude, a completely new but 
wholly recognizable DIY echo 
of Slacker’s anti-credo. 

“From a corporate identity 
standpoint,” English explains, 
“the existing Slacker logo had 
a certain amount of equity, so I 
didn’t want to mess with it too 
much. What I did was take the 
iconic image of Pap smear girl 
[Teresa Taylor] , print it out on 
a laser printer, soak it in water 
to make it look beat, duct- 
tape it to a telephone pole, 
and then just hold a stencil of 
the title up in front of it and 
shoot the whole thing in cam- 
era. Which created an instant 
extension of the film’s DIY edge. And then as 
far as the interior design of the DVD, we spray- 
painted the menus out back of my house, and 
the pictures on discs themselves are the man- 
hole covers from outside of my office - they 
have the word “Austin” on them - because the 
film Slacker is of the street, right? It made sense 
to try and capture as much Austin in the design 
of the DVD as possible so that someone who 
was not from here would be fully immersed.” 
The end result so impressed both Linklater 
(who later handed Criterion’s Dazed and 
Confused design off to him and plans to do 
the same with SubUrbia ) and Criterion that 
English has gone on to become something 
of a cause celebre in the rarefied world of 
DVD design. His packaging flies off shelves 
as though it were fired from a cannon, and 



SOMETIMES THE MUSIC'S IN 

Normally, I’m loath to indulge that common cine-geek urge to 
one-up all comers with a story about how I first saw that obscure 
cult-object of desire, before everyone knew it was cool and years 
prior to its legal arrival on video, not to mention that back then it 
was better. Nevertheless ... my first screening of Monte Heilman’s 
Two-Lane Blacktop a dozen years ago wasn't in a cinema but rather 
on a film-chained VHS bootleg of a scabby, taped-together, 16mm 
college-circuit print, played on an ordinary old 19-inch TV that had 
an obvious, if unrequited, disdain for the color green. A box-office 
dud more or less suppressed by an embarrassed Universal until 
1999, this was a film prized among cinephiles like samizdat, arriving 
in my hands on one of those tapes as precious for the entertainingly 
libelous yarn about its provenance as for its actual contents. Not to 
say that the contents weren’t considerable, but if context isn’t all, it 
can mean a hell of a lot, especially when you're dealing with the 
kind of angular, allegorical minimalism that favors landscapes over

the speed of the cars traveling through them and traffics in charac- 
ter names like the Driver (James Taylor), the Girl (Laurie Bird), the 
Mechanic (Dennis Wilson), and GTO (Warren Oates). 

So it took no small effort to apprehend this mythic, existential 
road movie obscured by a fog of purplish skin tones, scratches that 
extended into the black bars of its letterboxing (at least it was wide- 
screen), and the considerable violence done to the sound mix along 
the way. But I loved it, and whether you’re talking cars or movies, per- 
haps truer words were never spoken than in one of GTO’s splendid 
lines: “There’s nothin’ like buildin’ up an old automobile from scratch 
and wipin’ out one of these Detroit machines. That’ll give you a set of 
emotions that’ll stay with you. Know what I mean?” 

Not that I’m complaining about the souped-up video transfer 
and trunk-full of extras in this big block (including docs, commen- 
taries, Rudy Wurlitzer’s screenplay, and a thrillingly passive-aggres- 
sive interview with James Taylor). But perhaps more than any previ-

ous release, Two-Lane Blacktop reveals limitations in the Criterion 
approach that sets the bar for home-theatre-centric cinephilia. 
Picture and sound quality are exquisite, and the extras, mostly pro- 
duced by Heilman himself, are affectionate and informative, so for 
any fan, this box is nothing short of essential. But on a good flat- 
screen in a living room, the film's very American retooling of 
Antonioni-style minimalism offers its design for appreciation as an 
art object, without quite handing over the keys for a drive at the 
horizon. Personally, I need something a little less academic, a little 
more hypnotic, and not a little bit disreputable. While most of the 
performances suffer somewhat without the scale and starkness of a 
bigger screen or the involving abstraction of a fuzzier one, whenever 
Warren Oates' hilariously, indestructibly tragic GTO takes the wheel, 
Two-Lane Blacktop still unfolds in a great, skuzzy drive-in of the 
mind. And those satisfactions are permanent.

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it proves, once and for all, that DVD design 
doesn’t have to follow the rote template it so 
often does. With English, anything goes and 
goes wherever it wants. 

“As long as I can remember,” adds English, 
“I’ve been using this Zen phrase I picked up: 
‘Let it be what it wants to be.’ That’s always 
what it’s about. When I did the Naked packag- 
ing, the initial feedback from Criterion was that 
they wanted ‘to see more Marc English,’ right? 
But that wasn’t about Marc English - it was 
about Mike Leigh’s Naked and the utter, raw 
emotion of that film. So I ended up going in 
the other direction and finding a typeface that 
had no emotion, so that way the only thing on 
the packaging that carries the weight of the 
story is the images, not the typography.” 

□ 

Looking over the assorted imagery that 
served as the basis for English’s design for 
Walker is a lesson in the cyclical nature of 
both English’s life story and the act of sto- 
rytelling itself. The key components - Ed 
Harris as Walker, Nicaraguan political-post- 
er-inspired color usage, and typographical 
styles as English notes that would be akin 
to what you’d see in a newspaper advertise- 
ment from the mid- 19th century - were 
only arrived at after an exhaustive series of 
combining one element with another; at 
one point, the cover image had helicopter 
gunboats and AR-15s framing Harris’ rather 
genteel-seeming portrait. 

It was, as ever, a means to an end, with that 
end being the furthering and/or distillation 
of the film’s storyline. Since Walker is both a 
based-on-a-true-story-style historical drama 
and an anachronistic, very Alex Coxian romp 
through the surreal, the project went through 
scores of design configurations before end- 
ing up in its current and final Cox- and 
Criterion-approved form. (See this story at 
austinchronicle.com for some of the many ver- 
sions the design went through.) With Marc 
English, you get what you pay for and whoa, 
nelly, so much more. 

“I like to humor myself,” he says, “by pre- 
tending that I wrote a letter to all my corporate 
clients saying: ‘From now on I refuse to do 
corporate work. I will only do work that I care 
about. No more widgets. No more annual 
reports for widget factories. From now on I 
will only be dealing with Things That Matter, 
like film and literature and music and culture.’ 
Of course, I don’t have any clients that would 
merit such a letter, but that’s where my head is 
at these days. Great clients make great design, 
DVD or otherwise, and, ultimately, my job is 
to authentically tell somebody else’s story. My 
responsibility is to the stories of other people 
and to finding a way to encapsulate them, in 
amber, if you will.” 

Consider then the story of William Walker, 
not forgotten at all, but retold, visually, strik- 
ingly, alongside those of Heilman’s Driver and 
Mechanic, Linklater’s dazed and confused 
high schoolers, and all the others yet to learn 
English as a second language: 400 cc, all- 
guns-blazing art for art’s sake, a cool, clean 
package surrounding a bomb in your DVD 
player. Watch and learn and then - why not? 
- dream and do and hit the road, if only for 
one more time. ■

ALL THINGS MUST PASS 


“We just write about our life, the same way 
John Lennon and Yoko Ono used to,” says 
Bobby Whitlock of Lovers, his long-awaited 
studio debut with wife CoCo Carmel. “This is 
our truth." Dropping on Valentine’s Day, the LP 
bursts with Southern soul that explores the 
inexplicable nature of events that bring two 
people together. The theme extends to the 
disc's backstory as well, a process that 
included securing a financial backer and man- 
ager (Jean-Claude Monney), recording at 
Willie Nelson’s famed Pedernales Recording 
Studio, and landing guest guitarists Stephen 
Bruton, David Grissom, and Eric Johnson, 
not to mention Nelson himself on the plain- 
tive ballad, “True Love.” The capstone of 
Lovers, though, actually comes from 


Whitlock's past life, as a member of Derek 
& the Dominos (“Keep on Growing,” Dec. 1, 
2006). “Dear Veronica” is a previously unfin- 
ished tribute to cinematic icon Veronica 
Lake, co-written with Eric Clapton, while 
“Layla” has been recut with emotional push- 
and-pull dynamics led by Carmel's riveting 
saxophone. “I believe it’s a quintessential ver- 
sion of it, totally different than anything else,” 
Whitlock offers. The local duo is slated for a 
South by Southwest showcase, alongside the 
Saxon Pub residency, and has several 
appearances lined up overseas. “This whole 
thing has been divinely orchestrated,” Whitlock 
says. “No one person could have sat down 
with a pencil and paper made this thing come 
together like this. It’s fate.”

COME TOGETHER 

The Judy’s are reuniting for the 2007-08 Austin Music Awards, Wednesday, March 12, at the 
Austin Music Hall. “I don’t know if we look at it as a reunion,” clarifies bassist/keyboardist Jeff 
Walton. “It’s more so just something we’re doing.” For those too young to remember, the 
Pearland-based trio was a pivotal part of Austin's original punk scene, forging its own genre 
between minimal New Wave and post-punk Dadaism. “That’s where it all started for me,” recalls 
frontman David Bean. “I was in a high school summer program [in Austin] in 1979, put on by 
the National Science Foundation, and I snuck into Raul’s. That was the first time I realized I 
could play in clubs and be part of a scene.” Outside of a private benefit in 2004, the last time 
the Judy's performed was at the Raul’s reunion, one decade prior at Liberty Lunch. The band 
recently recorded a new song together, a commissioned theme for Japanese anime series Sgt. 
Frog, while Wasted Talent Records reissued expanded editions of the trio’s first two albums, 
Washarama (’81) and Moo (’85). "The songs weren’t meant to last through the ages,” Bean says. 
“People don’t know what snow on the TV is anymore. The information is being lost through the 
generations.” Tickets for the Austin Music Awards are $15 advance, $20 at theatre and go on 
sale Tuesday, Feb. 19. Warren Hood, meanwhile, joins David Ball of Uncle Walt’s Band, Jimmie 
Dale Gilmore, and the Belleville Outfit for South Carolina by Birth, Texas by Choice: The Songs 
of Walter Hyatt, adding to an already stacked lineup that includes Rokkervil, a collaboration 
between Okkervil River and Roky Erickson, and a showcase by Honeydripper Gary Clark Jr. 


TICKET TO RIDE 

Even celebrity chef Rachael Ray is headed to South by Southwest this year, reportedly hosting 
an unofficial day party featuring L.A.-based beat-punk trio the Ettes. With good reason, then, SXSW 
introduces a new lottery system for music wristband purchases. Potential patrons will have 
the window of 9am Thursday, Feb. 21, through 9am Monday, Feb. 25, to sign up at wristband. 

sxsw.com for no more than two of 4,000 wristbands priced at $139 (including tax and service 
charge), but you must have a credit card for purchase, as well as an Austin-area billing address, in 
order to be eligible. Each randomly selected person must be able to provide the name of their guest 
at the time of sale, and both individuals will be required to show identification to redeem the wrist- 
bands, which will be put on the purchasers at the time of their pick up. Both wristband scalping and 
counterfeiting have prompted the new system. "In the ticketing industry, anytime there’s a high 
demand and a purposely low ticket price, you have to worry about the secondary market,” says 
SXSW Music Creative Director Brent Grulke. “Our hope is that this gives Austin music fans a fair 
and convenient opportunity to purchase wristbands.” For complete details, see the ad on p.5. 


BACK IN THE USSR 

Remember the Army's “See the World” recruit- 
ment campaign? If you’re a struggling musician, 
there’s a more ideal tour of duty. Since 1951, 

Armed Forces Entertainment, not to be con- 
fused with the United Service Organizations, 

has dispatched up-and-coming artists on behalf 

of the Department of Defense to entertain 
U.S. troops and their family members stationed 
around the world. All traveling and accommoda- 
tions are covered, and each band member 
receives a $75 daily stipend. “It’s great exposure 
for the artists, and it allows our troops to see 
really good indie bands before they hit it big,” 
says spokeswoman Melissa Welch, who, for 
the third straight year, will be at the South by 
Southwest Music Trade Show + Exhibition 
scouting talent. Following in the footsteps of fel- 
low Austinites Charlie Robison, Kevin Fowler, 


and Jason Boland & the Stragglers, alt-reggae 
act Subrosa Union (pictured) departed in late 
January for a three-week tour of Southwest Asia 
that the band branded Operation Looking 
Forward. “The whole idea is to give back to the 
troops, to show them how we get down,” says 
Subrosa guitarist Mike Anaya, whose father is a 
retired Navy commander after 22 years of ser- 
vice. “I know firsthand how appreciative these 
people are. There aren’t too many opportunities 
where you can travel abroad and play to such a 
loyal group of people.” Bob and Tucker 
Livingston, meanwhile, recently returned from a 
20-day tour of Vietnam and Thailand on behalf of 
Texas Music International (“Big in Yemen,” 

May 2, 2003). “Vietnam was an eye-opener, to 
say the least,” reports father Bob Livingston. “It's 
a young, upwardly moving country. They’re hip.”

Embracing improvisation, innovation, 
and even failure at the No Idea Festival 

BYAUDRASCHROEDER 

Charlie Parker once said, “Learn everything, then forget it all.” 

Easy for him to say. However, Parker was an improviser, and 
improv music, by its nature, requires his mindset. Or maybe 
it requires no mindset. Jazz men like Parker, Ornette Coleman, 
Albert Ayler, and others edged improv into the rock realm dur- 
ing the 1960s, when jazz suddenly became “free,” but impro- 
visation goes back hundreds of years and has never had much 
luck with names. There’s no Elvis of improv. 

Locally, improvisation is flourishing. Frequent trips between 
Austin and Houston gave 34-year-old organizer, educator, and 
percussionist Chris Cogburn cause to start the No Idea Festival 
in 2003 as a way to connect a number of the genre’s practic- 
ing musicians he saw in the two cities. The following year’s 
fest brought in national and international acts splashed across 
the spectrum - from Houston pedal-steeler Susan Alcorn to 
Berlin flutist Sabine Vogel - and it has morphed into a different 


beast every year since. The idea, as it were, behind No Idea is 
that performance remains a learning experience, always spon- 
taneous, and that something new is born out of the synergy, 
whether in a group or solo. Much like improv comedy’s mantra 
of “yes and,” musicians add to the flow with each note, mov- 
ing energy forward and creating something that won’t be heard 
anywhere else ever again. 

Cogburn works as a teacher at the Texas School for the Blind 
& Visually Impaired, as well as at an elementary school in Manor, 
where he helps teachers integrate music into the curriculum. 
“More than music in schools, I think it’s important to have sound 
in schools, listening in schools,” explains 
the educator. ‘An emphasis on listening is 
important, especially to develop skill cre- 
atively. Children, people really, leam in myr- 
iad ways. Certain information exists and is 
expressed more clearly in certain contexts, 
be it kinesthetically, musically, or math- 
ematically. The sound world is one context, 
and when they’re lived and expressed side 
by side, 1 think it not only facilitates inclu- 
sive learning but also teaches what it is to 
live creatively in a community.” 

Community is a big part of improv 
for Cogburn, who’s lived in Austin for 
nine years. A drummer in high school 
marching and jazz bands, his instrument 
was already predestined for the fringes 
by a grade-school teacher who shushed 
him for tapping on his desk. He later 
discovered punk rock and skateboarding, 
but while living in Oakland, Calif., in the 
1990s, his roommate, Marshall Trammell, 
another drummer, took him to the river, 
improvisationally speaking. 

“Every day he’d arrange his drum set 
in a different way, and he’d bring in tablas 
and trash cans, write words on each drum, play in different 
parts of the room,” he remembers. “I’d walk by his door and 
hear all these sounds I’d heard nowhere else before, and I 
thought, ‘Oh, now I get it.’” 

In that spirit, this is the first year Cogburn received a partial 
grant from the city of Austin and the Texas Commission on the 
Arts, as well as from Meet the Composer, a six-state program 
that encourages bringing composers into communities in the 
Midwest and the South. It’s a testament, Cogburn says, to how 
important the community is to people and performers. This 
year, No Idea holds forth on the Eastside at the Austin Figurative 
Gallery (Thursday) and the Blue Theater (Friday and Saturday), 
two venues different from last year and every year before. Ever 
looking to educate and expose, Cogburn likes to get people into 
venues they haven’t been to before or normally wouldn’t go to. 

Same goes for the lineup, which spans three days, with an 
arm of the fest reaching down to San Antonio’s Salon Mijangos

on Sunday. Japanese improv guitarist Tetuzi Akiyama, for- 
merly of the 1980s improv group Madhar, played South by 
Southwest last year and returns for solo and group shows. 
Akiyama is a member of the “Onkyo” scene in Tokyo, known 
for its unconventional use of silence and acoustic and elec- 
tronic instruments. Rounding out the weekend is frequent 
Cogburn collaborator and guitarist Kurt Newman; vocalist Liz 
Tonne; double bassist Juan Garcia; Baltimore electronic artist 
Bonnie Jones; Dutch lute player Jozef van Wissem; NYC drum- 
mer Sean Meehan; Boston soprano saxophonist Bhob Rainey, 
who played here recently with Damon & Naomi; trumpeter 
Greg Kelley; New Orleans noise guitarist 
Rob Cambre; Houston trombonist Dave 
Dove; Cogburn himself; and local trio 
the Weird Weeds, who are perhaps the 
first official “band” of the festival. 

“I think really good music is everyone 
ignoring each other,” he offers. “When 
people group-improvise, I call it the big 
black line, where one person starts play- 
ing loud, so everyone plays loud, then 
everyone will get quiet, and everyone 
slows down at the same point, which is 
great, too. But it’s like, ‘OK, what if we 
didn’t do that?’ 

“Each person has their own 
autonomy.” 

Indeed, the nature and emphasis of the 
festival is on an individual’s relationship 
with his or her instrument, whether they 
can forget everything they’ve learned, as 
well as the big question mark of what 
could be birthed from collaboration. 

“Improvisation has risk,” Cogburn says. 
“It embraces failure but also innova- 
tion. Someone will play, and it’ll be like, 

Whoa, that did not sound good. ’ But you 

can’t get there any other way. It’s not music for specialists. You 
don’t need to know the history of it or the name of the instru- 
ment. You just have to be open to sound. When the best music 
happens, it’s about convergence, with the audience, too.” ■

THE REIVERS 

Parish, Saturday, Feb. 9 

As its original moniker suggests, the 
local band formerly known as Zeitgeist 
palpably encapsulated the spirit of its 
era. Saturday night’s Reivers reunion at 
the Parish, the first of two performances 
at the Sixth Street venue, was a soaring, 
jangling step back in time to an Austin that 
had more in common with Athens, Ga., 
than Atlanta. You couldn’t have summoned 
1985 any closer without bulldozing the 
Silicon Labs building where Liberty Lunch 
once stood. After a short, workmanlike 
set of Britpop from the local Rite Flyers, 
the Reivers commenced their first public 
performance in 16 years before a sold-out 
crowd of old friends and fellow travelers. 
Opening with “Ragamuffin Man” from 
their 1987 major label debut, Saturday, 
the quartet took a few songs to find the 
pocket, but once they did, the years evapo- 
rated. The unique, wide-angled harmonic 
interplay between John Croslin’s warm, 
West Texas baritone and Kim Longacre’s 
unbridled theatricality re-emerged intact on 
“Electra” and the jaunty “Almost Home,” 
later covered by Hootie & the Blowfish. 
Longacre’s Broadway turn on the band’s 
cover of “Lazy Afternoon” retained its fun 
kick, too. The elongated show hit high 
points when the band tore through “Araby” 
and “Things Don’t Change" from 1985’s 
Translate Slowly, though Croslin’s evoca- 
tive detour down Fort Worth’s memory 
lane on “Star Telegram” retained its own 
“Disney Girls”-style charm. After closing 
the 75-minute main set with the melodic 
one-two punch of “In Your Eyes" and 
“Secretariat,” the Reivers were called 
back for double encores. In true mid- 
1980s Austin fashion, they beamed their 
way through hip-pocket covers of Vince 
Guaraldi’s “Linus & Lucy" and Thin Lizzy’s 
“Cowboy Song” that sent the wizened 
faithful home smiling. And well before clos- 
ing time, no less. - Greg Beets

A glowing “Sunburn” veers 
between pop and reggae (“My bathing suit’s 
running for the Senate”), evolving from SP's 
dub-infused debut, Grow Yr Hair, “Wooden 
Trampoline” lilts with breezy conga and a 
whistling solo; and “On the River (She Was 
Born)" creeps slowly up the embankment 
through a shudder of reverb.

Cut in oasis Austin 
at Infinity Recording Studios and released by 
local vinyl downpressor Emperor Jones, 22 
minutes of ambient instrumentalism build 
into the biblical sandstorm of “Owly Claw” 
b/w “Hammer,” a 12-inch black slab sure to 
stimulate exploration into the Daturas’ post- 
rock eclipse. A new 7-inch split divides Texas 
rover Daniel Francis Doyle and Fort Worth 
punk quartet Koji Kondo but multiplies their 
manic itch and twitch. Doyle’s pair of songs 
from his bipolar EP History of Consideration 
- Judas Lizard meets Okkervil Bog? - 
tag-teams two extremes, "Pitching Arm” 


unleashing an angular bean ball from the bug 
house and “Your Cursive" jotting down Will 
Sheff-ish misgivings. (Look for a third track 
from History around South by Southwest 
on a half-and-half with Austin’s Ralph White 
from locals Furniture Records.) KK’s Give 
Us Your Guts side, meanwhile, rabids five 
hardcore progs in the time it takes a fat lip 
to swell.

Roses Are Black , the 
sophomore offering from local 
songwriter Austin Collins, is 
rooted firmly in familiar soil, a 
well-trodden alt.country field 
that’s already been harvested 
for all its worth. With produc- 
tion from Centro-matic’s Will 
Johnson, Collins’ quartet 
sounds solid but hardly blossoms beyond the shadow of 1990s 
precursors like Whiskeytown or Son Volt.

The calming tone set on GreenTaRa’s “Revolution Time” 
counters the rock-hop “Refelections" of Austin’s Diasporic, 
and Ethiopia’s Gabriel Teodros, dropping rhymes over a 
D’Angeloan beat, reminds us we’re all “In This Together.”

Many songs from El Tule’s

The reggae-infused “Eyes of Noah” 
doesn’t quite hit the mark but demonstrates the group’s 
impressive versatility. The title suggests this is only the 
beginning for El Tule.

Lucid. 

Aside from the slow-as- 
molasses “Mothafuckas 
better wake up” lead into 
Lucid.’s dub-hop opener, the 
Word Association’s debut 
runs closer to Minneapolis 
hip-hop than that of Houston.

onstrates verbose lyricism, an honest albeit bleak "Self’s 
Reflection” of Rhymesayers style. Austin’s DJ Crown sprays 
tripped-out keys and ominous guitar fades over erratic beats 
(“Your’s Forever”), all sure to blur the common message 
and intent of the album. Under Jaysin’s rough growl or the 
Deltron-like clarity of Omari Kamau’s flow that dominates 
“L.S.D.," each member of this seven-man collective seems 
focused on his own presence instead of the song, a mis- 
take that detracts from the overall execution of a talented 
and confident ensemble of MCs.

From the liner notes, it’s difficult 
to judge if Garland, Texas, super- 
star LeAnn Rimes' Family (Curb) 
is more fashion shoot or album. 
She’s capable of carrying both 
equally well, though the glamour 
shots don’t really reckon with the 
everyday-woman country-pop Rimes 
is dishing. Her vocals are polished 
and suave, like a more powerful, 
smoother Lee Ann Womack, and 
the opening title track and “Upper 
Hand” are defiant and Reba- 
smoked, McEntire herself duetting 
on conversational closer "When 
You Love Someone Like That.” 
Brent Allen’s sophomore album, 
There’s a Lot of Folks Like Me, 
is more convincing in its country 
populism, especially as most folks 
would sing about as flat. Allen’s 
at his best, though, working laid- 
back, down-low Texas honky-tonk 
numbers like “Day Job” and Dale 
Watson-backed “Hair of the Dog.” 
Country to the Bone (Palo Dura) fits 
Tommy Alverson equally well, 
Roy Robinson’s title track serv- 
ing as a call-out of contemporary 
country’s dubiously reputed roots. 
Bar growler “This Buzz Is for You” 
playfully shuffles, and "Got Here 
as Fast as I Could” kicks with a 
Texas-fried Hank Jr. country rock, 
though Jim Lauderdale’s “I’ll Still 
Be Around” and Doug Sahm’s 
“Be Real” grapple beyond their 
means. Dallas’ Darryl Lee Rush 
follows up 2005’s debut, Llano 
Avenue, with Live From the River 
Road Icehouse (Shiner), talkin’ 
up “Town Too Tough to Die” like 
Robert Earl Keen and serenading 
with the hilariously pining sincerity 
of “White Trash Paradise.” Behind 
the distinct if not entirely versatile 
baritone of its leader, the Joel 
Hofmann Band’s debut, One More 
Day (Genuine Cowhide), benefits 
from the backing of session stal- 
warts Redd Volkaert, Earl Poole 
Ball, and James Shelton, but 
only “Sad Little Girl” stands out 
among the rockabilly and honky- 
tonk set.

IRONIES

In December, the New Jersey Turnpike Authority filed a lawsuit demanding payment from 
the families of four people killed by an out-of-control tractor-trailer in 2006 (presumably to 
recoup cleanup costs and damage to the roadway). However, after the New York Post asked 
NJTA lawyer William Ziff for a comment, he rushed to the Union County courthouse and 
withdrew the lawsuit. 


China’s historical fascination with crickets has 
recently been exhibited in cricket beauty contests, 
singing competitions, and prize fights, according 
to a January Los Angeles Times dispatch, and 
has led even to increasing vigilance about crick- 
ets cheating with performance-enhancing drugs. 
The fighters duel in terrarium-sized containers, 
and, according to the Times, “Overhead cameras 
[project] the action onto large screens,” allow- 
ing spectators close-ups of crickets tossing each 
other around with their powerful jaws. The best 
fighters may sell for the equivalent of $10,000, 
are raised on vegetables and calcium supple- 
ments, and are sexually active before fights. The 
doping issue mostly involves the “singers”; slow- 
ing the vibration of the cricket’s wings produces 
an attractively lower pitch. 

THE LITIGIOUS SOCIETY 

• In October, Korie Hoke filed a $1.6 million 
lawsuit against the Tempe, Ariz., police, claiming 
that it was actually an officer’s fault that she, 
after a New Year’s Eve bender, crashed into a 
cement wall and suffered serious injuries. Hoke 
had called police to a party, distraught that she 
had caught her boyfriend cheating on her, and 
the officer summoned her parents to pick her 
up. (Hoke was cited only for underage drinking, 
but she later tested above the blood-alcohol legal 
limit.) The officer, after obtaining Hoke’s assur- 
ance that she would await her parents and after 
searching Hoke and her car and finding no car 
key (Hoke had hidden it), left the scene. Hoke 
then drove away and crashed, and now claims it 
was the officer’s fault for not staying with her. 

• Scott Anthony Gomez Jr. filed a lawsuit in 
January against jail officials in Pueblo County, 
Colo., alleging, among other things, that they 
failed to take security precautions to prevent 
him from escaping. He seriously injured him- 
self last year when he fell 40 feet while scaling a 
wall in his second escape attempt. He said that, 
after his first escape, he had told then-Sheriff 
Dan Corsentino how lax security was but that 
no “improvements” had been made. 

• On Second Thought: In August 2004, business 
executive Tomas Delgado, driving 100 mph in a 55 
mph zone, fatally smashed into a 17-year-old bicy- 
clist near Haro, Spain. In 2006, Delgado sued the 
boy’s family for the equivalent of about $29,000 
for damage to his car, and the lawsuit languished 
until January 2008, when, perhaps shamed by 
worldwide publicity, Delgado dropped it. 


COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

• As the home-mortgage industry continued 
to reel in January from the Countrywide 
Financial Corp. debacle, a federal bankruptcy 
judge learned that the company, in at least 
one case (with others suspected), had not only 
backdated crucial documents but fabricated 
them altogether and then told the judge the 
company was merely trying to be “efficient.” A 
court had approved the recasting of a client’s 
debt to Countrywide in March 2007, closing 
the case, but the next month, Countrywide 
“discovered” a way to get extra money and thus 
created three letters supposedly sent to that cli- 
ent before March 2007. However, Countrywide 


later acknowledged that the letters were actu- 
ally written after March 2007 but that making 
up documents was merely “an efficient way to 
convey” information. 

• A prize-winning paper from a Hebrew 
University researcher, seeking to explain the 
paucity of rapes by Israeli soldiers of Palestinian 
women, concluded that the soldiers were mere- 
ly using a “strategy” of nonrape, according to a 
December report on Arutz Sheva. Such a hands- 
off policy “strengthens the ethnic boundaries,” 
wrote Ms. Tal Nitzan, seemingly suggesting 
that Israeli soldiers primarily feared increasing 
the Palestinian population. Nowhere, critics 
pointed out, did Nitzan suggest that rape is 
rare because Israeli culture condemns it. 


• California’s Solar Shade Control Act protects 
solar panels from obstructions from sunlight, 
and in January, Santa Clara County officials 
sought to enforce the law against homeowners 
who themselves are staunch environmental- 
ists. Since the back yard of Prius-owners 
Richard Treanor and Carolynn Bissett contains 
lush redwood trees that block their neighbor’s 
panels, the county ordered that the trees be 
cut down. 

• Tolerance: 1) In November, 70 petition- 
ing neighbors said they were fed up with the 
Museum of Tolerance in West Hollywood, 
Calif. The final straw was the museum’s appli- 
cation to expand its building, extend hours 
of operation until midnight, and reduce the 
buffer zone between it and nearby homes. 
2) Officials of Hyde Park Baptist Church in 
Austin initially agreed to host the annual mul- 
tidenominational Austin Area Interreligious 
Ministries Thanksgiving celebration last year 
but abruptly canceled when they came to 
realize that Muslims might actually pray 
there. Under criticism, the church said that it 
“hopes” the religious community “will ... be 
tolerant of our church’s beliefs” that neces- 
sitated the decision. 

• In January, the Chinese retailers at Beijing’s 
Silk Street Market, which is a notorious sup- 
plier of knockoff merchandise such as Louis 
Vuitton, announced that they would begin 
creating clothing and other items under their 
own SilkStreet brand, and they naturally issued 
the warning, “Anyone using the brand [without 
permission] will be held liable. ” 

RECURRING THEMES 

At least one collector spent the equivalent 
of $40 on an original “Freddie WR. Linsky” 
abstract expressionist painting, praising its 
“flow” and “energy,” according to a December 
report in London’s Daily Mail, and a gallery 
in Berlin was said to have made an inquiry 
about Linsky’s other works. Linsky, as longtime 
“News of the Weird” readers might guess, is 
an enthusiastic 2-year-old, whose mother had 
him daub ketchup splotches onto canvases 
and then uploaded the images to art patron 
Charles Saatchi’s online gallery. Among Mom’s 
lush captions to Linsky’s ketchup-period works 
was: “The striking use of oriental calligraphy 
has the kenji-like characters stampeding from 
the page.”

Marfa Gliders gives visitors to West Texas a bird’s-eye view of the land- 
scape. From the front seat of a two-seat sailplane, the rugged terrain looks 
like a tapestry of geological formations, and the sky seems to pull you out of 
gravity’s grasp. At the vantage point of 2,000 feet up in the air, you feel a 
release of tension all the way to the seat of your pants. 

Soaring is nothing new around Marfa. The mystery lights have been flying 
across the desert east of town for years. Part of a much newer phenomenon, 
glider pilots have discovered that the area’s winds and thermal updrafts power 
some of the best gliding in the country. 

Besides hosting regional contests, Marfa was the site of several national 
soaring competitions and 
the 1970 World Soaring 
Championship, the first 
international event held 
in the U.S. On April 5, the 
Marfa airport will be recog- 
nized as a national soaring 
landmark by the National 
Soaring Museum. 

It’s a combination of the 
dry air, wind currents, and 
heat that make the skies 
over Marfa ideal for soaring, 
says Burt Compton, chief 
pilot of Marfa Gliders. Not 
only is he a certified Federal 
Aviation Administration glider 
pilot instructor; he also 
gives rides to tourists. 

“We don't do any wild 
maneuvers or upside-down 
loops,” Compton says. “We 
want you to enjoy your intro- 
duction to soaring.” Riding 
with him is a thrill that 
theme parks can only hope 
to imitate, and, in some 
unexplainable way, it is as 
relaxing as a massage. 

Even if you, like me, are not particularly fond of heights, gliding has the 
beauty of soaring like an eagle wrapped in the romance of defying gravity. 
Watching one of the sleek airplanes effortlessly slide through the air is amaz- 
ing. Riding the wind under the Plexiglas dome of the cockpit is nothing short 
of exciting. 

The 15- to 20-minute flight begins with being strapped into the narrow cock- 
pit with Compton in the seat behind you. You have your own set of gauges to 
monitor the air speed and altitude. This is the same aircraft that he uses to 
train pilots. 

“I never get tired of going up,” Compton says. “I've got the best job in the 
world. What could be better than having your office 2,000 feet above the ground?" 


With a slight lurch, the tow rope snaps tight as the tow plane and glid- 
er race down the runway. At about 60 mph, the ride becomes glass- 
smooth as the glider rises above the still-taxiing tow plane. In an instant 
the ground begins to drop away. 

Even 100 feet away, the roar of the Cessna engine fills the glider's 
cabin as the planes make two large circles over the airport. Outside the 
glider’s window, the landscape is a diorama of textures and features. 

The highway is a black ribbon pulled tight from horizon to horizon. The 
town of Marfa, three miles away and 2,000 feet down, looks like a shiny 
button on the vast fabric of the flat plateau. 

When Compton 
releases the tow rope, 
the sound rattles 
through the cabin. 
Suddenly, we are hang- 
ing in midair as the 
tow plane becomes 
smaller. The only 
sounds are the whis- 
per of the wind and the 
beating of my heart. 

Gently, Compton dips 
the nose of the sail- 
plane into a wide turn. 
A combination of the 
wind pushing us and 
gravity pulling us takes 
over. The needle on 
the air-speed gauge 
approaches 100 knots, 
up from 40. 

I imagine a whooshing 
sound as the aircraft cir- 
cles around into the 
wind again. Once more, 
the airplane seems to 
sit on the air currents. 
The peaks of ancient 
volcanoes on the hori- 
zon barely move, and the sun spreads golden light across the sky. As we turn 
back into the river of wind, I experience the sensation of walking on air. Too 
soon gravity pulls us back to the asphalt runway, and the ride is over. 

Marfa Gliders operates out of Marfa Airport, just north of town on 
Texas 17. Afternoons are the best time to fly, and weather can delay or 
cancel flights. The ride currently costs $100, with discount coupons 
available at local hotels. For more information, call 800/667-9464 or go 
to www.flygliders.com.

The one who got away always seems to 
be the one wanted the most. But today 
being Valentine’s Day, it’s important to put 
the lie to those unrequited romantic long- 
ings and remember to love the one(s) 
we’re with. 

In case you’re confused, I'm talking 
about the University of Texas and the high 
school football star whom the Longhorns 
failed to sign last week. Longhorns sports 
aficionados refer to this recruit as “you 
know who,” as if it were simply too painful 
to say Darrell Scott’s name. Standing 
6-feet-2-inches, weighing 215 pounds, and 
running a 4.4-second 40-yard dash 
(Adrian Peterson specs, basically), Scott 
is considered the best high school running back in the country. 

A couple of days before signing day last week, Scott and his mother had sat down and 
pulled out four 3-inch-by-5-inch index cards, on which they had written the names of four 
schools: the University of Colorado, Louisiana State University, the UCLA, and UT. They went 
through the pros and cons of each. 

Perhaps Scott’s mom had read the bestseller He's Just Not That Into You. Anyway, although 
Louisiana State University is the national champion, the school just didn’t seem all that into 
her son. 

Coach Mack Brown and his staff were, though, especially after Jamaal Charles 
announced that he would be entering the NFL draft. Scott had already given Texas a private, 
unofficial commitment. But he was having second thoughts. The running back coach with 
whom he thought he'd be working had taken another position. Instead, Scott would be work- 
ing with Major Applewhite. The former Longhorn quarterback may have “future head coach” 
written all over him, but understandably Scott had more immediate, self-centered concerns 
and doubted whether Applewhite was the position coach he needed. 

“I like the area,” he’d said of Austin. “I like the atmosphere, the fans, everything. The 
coaching staff.” 

But? 

“But the more time I thought about it, the more [the coaching change] scared me." 

Scott was reminded of Texas’ commitment to the running game. The word “Heisman” was 
mentioned. Often. Colt McCoy left messages. 

But Scott just wasn’t feeling it and chose Colorado, leaving Brown’s recruiters speechless. 

Colorado? A team that went 6-7 last year, that won only 44% of its games in the last five 
years, that has only had one Heisman Trophy winner? 

Yep, that Colorado. 

This is supposed to be a big deal, a heartbreaker. Even The New York Times wrote about it. 
But it’s not. There are always going to be high school stars who get away - and the comfort is 
usually that most of them never fulfill their spectacular promise, while the players you’ve been 
taking for granted (say, Vondrell McGee, slated to be UT's starting running back regardless 
of Scott’s decision) somehow do. The Texas backfield abhors a vacuum. Someone will step 
up and fill it nicely. 

Fortunately, Mack Brown knows this. “You can’t worry about guys who didn’t come. You 
have to concern yourself with guys you got.”

you Are Pretty 

Hippie Ho House, through Feb. 23 
Running Time: 1 hr, 40 mins 

Roundabout 12th and Chicon is one of the sweetest little 
brothels Austin has to offer. The digs may be small, but the Hippie 
Ho House has a full bar, three willing gals, and 
a full menu that includes such specials as "Say 
Wisconsin!” and “South of the Border.” Yup, it’s a 
pretty wonderful whorehouse, with all the kimonos, 
dildos, leather, and lace that goes with it. But if you 
spend enough time wandering through the Hippie 
Ho House, it becomes clear this schwag-n-shag 
pad has some serious cracks running through its 
fantasy foundation. Owner Jimmy Jolly would rather 
take a hit than pay a bill. Top earner Bunny has 
severely alienated her co-workers. The dishwasher is broken, forc- 
ing the girls to wash their sex toys by hand. Trouble is indeed afoot. 

You Are Pretty , the latest production by St. Idiot Collective, 
presents this world to you warts and all: the flimsy sheen of sex 
on top, the rage and lust churning below the surface, comedy, 
romance, and a free drink besides. For a play with such a tanta- 
lizing, sensationalistic premise, though, Pretty is actually full of 
nuance, quiet moments, and sadness. It’s about the fragile people 
sucked into such a ruthless lifestyle (however they mask it as a 
world of fantasy) more than the sucking of body parts. Pretty, in 
fact, has two hookers with hearts of gold: Despite her bitchy domi- 
natrix persona, Rayven is warmhearted and frightened of making 



decisions; Ella, the matron of the brothel, always has a sympa- 
thetic ear for johns and co-workers. 

Playwright Adrienne Dawes returns frequently to the removal 
of the brothel’s superficial sheen. The Hippie Ho House may 
toast to “Peace, Love, and Rock & Roll," but that idealistic 
facade can’t stay up forever. The fun and sexy atmosphere that 
Pretty opens with quickly dissolves into an alarm sounding and 
a customer shouting bloody murder over rough treatment. The 
other shoe is ready to drop at the slightest infraction, and when 
it’s dropped, it comes down hard. 

The site-specific, private-home setting intensifies these violent 
episodes ail the more: Screams and slaps exist just a few feet 
away. The audience is led from room to room by the cast, and 
there’s something about their constant beckoning to follow and hav- 
ing to figure out how to squeeze into a kitchenette that makes the 
audience more invested. And while stuffing 10 audience members 
and two actors into a teensy-tiny bathroom might not seem advis- 
able (or possible), it actually gives Pretty’s ensemble quite a bit of 
freedom. Stage voices aren’t necessary. The actors don’t have to 
worry about cheating out. Just as the girls switch between their 
dolled-up and real selves, Pretty’s tone oscillates between moments 
of sleazy show and very real, genuine scenes of communication. 

Jenny Larson, interim artistic director at Salvage Vanguard 
Theater, deserves a heap of credit for making You Are Pretty’s 
ever-changing tempo flow so naturally, and the stellar ensem- 
ble deserves mention for being spot-on throughout. Due to the 
intimate nature of the set, Pretty’s audiences are limited to 
just a handful each show. Tickets are hard to come by, but this 
funny, daring, and real production may well be the first can’t- 
miss show of 2008. - Avimaan Syam

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Five Women Wearing 
the Same Dress 

The Hideout Theatre, through Feb. 17

A woman wearing a ridiculous dress and a ridiculous hat 
walks into a bedroom. She finds a diamond bracelet and places 
it on her wrist. She hears someone coming and squeezes under 
the bed. Enter a woman wearing the exact same 
ridiculous dress and hat. So begins North by 
Northwest Theatre’s Five Women Wearing the 
Same Dress, which takes place at a wedding in 
Knoxville, Tenn., in a bedroom where the brides- 
maids are hiding from the reception. The five 
women make an interesting collection. Like a 
Breakfast Club for Girls From Knoxville, a whole 
spectrum of categories is represented: the les- 
bian, the religious nut, the rebel, the slut, and 
the heartbroken one. And just like in The Breakfast Club, we 
learn that they cannot be so easily defined. “Dear Mr. Vernon: 

What we found out is that each one of us is a brain. And an athlete." 
And so on. 

The script, by Alan Ball of Six Feet Under fame, wades into a realm 
of topics that feel timeless yet dated, important yet tired. It is two 
hours of girl talk written by a male playwright, with few new thoughts 
expressed on women’s relationships to love, to men, to marriage, 
and to beauty. When two of the women start having a heart-to-heart 
about the fear of AIDS, you feel the fact that this play was written in 
1993. It’s not that the issue is no longer relevant; it’s just that it is 
no longer revelatory. 

Unseen characters play an important role in this show. Writers 
always have fun with the limitlessness of characters that never 
have to be realized in flesh onstage. Ball is no exception. There is 
Georgeanne’s husband, who pours beer on her head. There is Tommy 
Valentine, dreamboat and monster rolled into one. And there is Tracy 
the bride, who looms largest of all. She is the reason that these five 
women are wearing the same dress, and she is envied and loathed 




stomach-wrenching question, and the play has trouble recovering its 
lightheartedness after that. 

Men take some hard hits here. To make up for it, Bail inserts one 
male character toward the end of the play: a young man named Tripp, 
who has struck up a flirtation with Trisha, the weariest and wisest 
of the five women. She no longer believes in love, mostly because 
she no longer believes in men. Tripp is written to redeem his sex. He 
wants a woman who is “one step ahead” and not “one step behind.” 
It’s a tough role, and Keith Yawn’s performance is not strong enough 
to overcome its obvious functionality. 

Despite the script’s weaknesses, NXNW’s production remains 
engaging because of the quality of the acting. All five of the Five 
Women are fun to watch and well-suited to their roles. Particularly 
strong are Nikki Zook’s Trisha, Julianna Elizabeth Wright’s Georgeanne, 
and Aleta Garcia’s Mindy. Zook carries the powerful quality of being 
unhurried onstage. Her character has seen a lot and knows she will 
see more. Wright is a woman trapped in a life she doesn’t want, but 
from the midst of her sorrow, she is able to dream of a better future. 


by all. She tells her sister: “The hat isn’t optional. It’s part of the uni- 
form.” It takes a special kind of woman to describe her bridesmaids’ 
dresses as uniforms. Tracy has no real friends, and her bridesmaids 
spend much time wondering why they were selected for this duty. 

The play shifts mercurially from comedy to tragedy and back. One 
minute, the characters are discussing a secret abortion or a broken 
marriage, and the next, they’re yucking it up over make-up and joints. 
This back and forth is palatable until the second act, when the play 
touches on sexual abuse. The bride’s younger sister reveals that she 
had a relationship with Valentine when she was very young. Shocked 
and disgusted, one of the women wonders, “What is going through 
a man’s head when he is fucking his fiancee’s 12-year-old sister?” A 


Garcia plays the groom’s lesbian sister and does a terrific job of bal- 
ancing the light and dark material. Her character provides much of the 
comic relief but also the most potent social commentary. 

Ball knows how to write a beginning and an ending. The play starts 
with a woman crawling under a bed. It ends with a perfect Polaroid 
snapshot. It is clearly the final moment, and that is a rare treat. The 
audience knows it is time to clap for the well-performed show. Director 
Karen Jambon paces the show well. The physical comedy is made 
extra entertaining by the ridiculous gowns - lilac-colored, fake-flower- 
ridden, sash-bearing, big-hatted monstrosities. Jambon perfectly sums 
up the experience in her director’s notes: “May we all find the beauty 
in each other that lies beyond the ugly dress.” - Hannah Kenah

Testsite, through March 2 

After a year’s hiatus, Fluent Collaborative’s Testsite is again in 
operation. Pairing Texas Christian University art historian Frances 
Colpitt with Fort Worth artist Terri Thornton, “Testsite 08.1” is a self- 
described practice in collaboration intended to complicate “the stan- 
dard relationship between artist as creator and critic as interpreter 
through a process of exchange and response.” 

If projects can ever be said to “begin,” this one 
began with a text by Colpitt titled “Ether,” written 
around the idea of invisibility in response to, at least, 
Thornton’s body of work and, at most, the phenom- 
enological mysticism in 20th century abstraction. 
Literally drawing from Colpitt’s text on the potential 
invisibility of a traditionally visual medium, Thornton 
turns the tables by creating work around the poten- 
tial illegibility of art criticism, a traditionally read 
and written medium. In carefully planned and tiny movements, the 
four-piece series Ether(stuck), 2007 is a reproduction of “Ether” in 
four overtyped vertical lines, performed on the same manual type- 
writer that Thornton’s father used to write his doctoral dissertation. 

In Ether(red reduced), 2007 and Etherfblack reduced), 2007, the 
artist has condensed and de-spaced the critic’s essay in colors cor- 
related to the works’ titles, while formally engaging and referencing 
its content, including works by Kasimir Malevich and Ad Reinhardt. 
Colpitt’s essay is made almost entirely unreadable as text and highly 
visible as form. While thematically cheeky and clever, Thornton’s 
slips between the potential invisibilities of art and the illegibilities of 
criticism are so beautifully executed that words shift from their com- 
mon role as communicative tools to hypervisualized marks, formally 
presented as objects and image. 



There is a provocative stutter, however, in the site-specific installa- 
tion, which can be read in at least one of two ways. In Ether(excerpt), 
2008, Thornton lifts a direct quote from Colpitt’s writing - “pure 
unspeakable content” - and renders it in pinpricks within a gesso- 
defined square on the site’s wall. If this piece is thematically in keep- 
ing with the rest of the exhibition, flipping the invisibility of art and 
the illegibility of art criticism, then the work trips off theme as the 
unspeakable, and the illegible are elided. 

This Testsite is, true to form, heady, intelligent, and something of 
a private conversation between artist and critic, to which we as view- 
ers are privy. From this angle, Ether(excerpt), 2008 may be Thornton’s 
most direct response to Colpitt’s essay specifically and to art criti- 
cism generally, as the saying “death by a million pinpricks” gives this 
patient and serenely executed work a more aggressive reading.

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Taxi to the Dark Side 

D: AtexGibney. (R, 106 min.) 

Wherever your political affiliations may lie, this gruel- 
ing, thorough (and, it must be said, thoroughly nonpar- 
tisan) documentary on the patterns of abuse and out- 
right murder of “enemy combatants” held by American 
armed forces - at Bagram Air Force Base, Afghanistan; 

Abu Ghraib prison in Iraq; and Guantanamo Bay, Cuba 
- is impossible to shake off. Director Gibney (who previ- 
ously helmed the excellent Enron: The Smartest Guys in 
the Room) rips to shreds former Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld’s “a few bad apples” explanation 
for the outrageous human-rights abuses visited upon 
uncharged, often-unnamed human beings (PUCs, or 
Persons Under Control, in military parlance) - the vast 
majority of whom were swept up off the battlefronts 
in Afghanistan soon after 9/11. As Gibney methodi- 
cally shows in Taxi to the Dark Side , the truth is much, 
much worse. Gibney’s tone is rightfully 
outraged, but his simple presentation 
of the facts in the case of an innocent 
Afghan taxi driver named Dilawar, who 
was the second person to die in the custody of U.S. 
troops at Bagram, is a step-by-step primer in dehu- 
manization. His focus is not only on the captives 
of the war on terror but also their keepers: young, 
often inexperienced American military personnel who, 
despite repeated requests for guidelines from their 
superiors in the handling of prisoners and interroga- 
tion techniques, were given only the vaguest of outlines, or often none 
at all. Gibney argues that the lack of oversight led to a breakdown 
in the chain of command and eventually grew into the surreal, night- 
marish twilight zone that eventually came to light in April 2004 via 
a segment on 60 Minutes II and an article by Seymour Hersh in The 
New Yorker. The story of Dilawar, an apolitical husband and father 
who happened to be in the wrong place at the wrong time, has never 
been fully explored until now. Gibney, amazingly, gets fully cooperative 
interviews from the actual interrogators - U.S. serviceman all and all 
seemingly “normal” Americans - who explain exactly what they did 


and why. Their stories are harrowing - they were placed in circum- 
stances that would make monsters out of anyone and given "wink 
and nod” encouragement from the Bush White Flouse on down - but, 
again, they’re just one part of a far larger military and foreign-policy 
catastrophe that has obliterated 232 years of good American standing 
in the world at large. Taxi’s mix of careful, credible interviews with for- 
mer FBI heads, U.S. Army generals, interrogators, and former prison- 
ers clearly shows how this nation has historically relied on its sense 
of ethics, fair play, and ingrained moral compass (itself deeply rooted 
in the Judeo-Christian religion) to maintain its place in the world order 
yet, thanks to astonishingly amoral leadership, is now completely 
adrift and rudderless in a sea of self-inflicted terror. An Inquisition by 
any other name would still sound of screams and, with apologies to 
Walt Kelly (and the rest of he world), “We have met the enemy and he 
is us.” (Director Gibney will be in attendance at the 7:30pm show on 
Friday for a Q&A following the screening.) - Marc Savlov

New Reviews 

DEFINITELY, MAYBE 

D: Adam Brooks; with Ryan Reynolds, Abigail 
Breslin, Rachel Weisz, Elizabeth Banks, Isla Fisher, 
Kevin Kline, Derek Luke. (PG-13, 111 min.) 

There’s a wishy-washiness to the title 
- which references a woman’s answer to 
one of several marriage proposals that 
political strategist Will Flayes (Reynolds) 
pops over the course of the film - and it’s 
indicative of the film’s frustrating effect: 

For long stretches, it definitely works as an 
era-zagging retelling of Flayes' overlapping 
love affairs with three women. But then, 
when you’re maybe just about ready to 
fully endorse the film, it gives in to some 
generic romantic-comedy frippery that punc- 
tures a hole in its own believability. We 
begin in the present tense, as Flayes goes 
to pick up his daughter Maya (Little Miss 
Sunshine’s Breslin) from school; Tuesdays 
and Fridays are his, the rest of the week 
belongs to Maya’s mother (not yet seen, 
or named), from whom Will is separated. 
Maya’s a little spark plug (and Breslin is 
winning as ever), an inquisitive soul who 
wants Dad to tell her the story of how 
he met her mother. (Plot sound familiar? 

It plays Monday nights on CBS.) Flayes 


agrees, with the caveat that he’s changing 
all the names and including the two other 
great loves of his life; Maya will have to 
figure out for herself which is the one she 
now calls Mom. (“I like it: It’s like a love 
story-mystery,” she says; it’s also a rather 
convoluted conceit that’s badly articulated 
to the audience.) The three loves include 
college sweetheart Emily (Banks), who’s 
left behind in Wisconsin when Flayes heads 
to the Big Apple to work for Clinton’s first 
presidential race; Emily’s college friend 
Summer (Weisz), a saucy grad student 
shacking up with her much-older thesis 
adviser (Kline, enjoying the hell out of 
himself as a turtlenecked boozehound, 
which is just one of the ways in which he 
is a dog); and April (Fisher), the sarcastic 
“copy girl” at campaign headquarters who 
keeps falling for bad boys. Writer/director 
Brooks (who previously penned trifles like 
French Kiss and Practical Magic) has writ- 
ten himself the romantic-comedist’s dream: 
endless meet-cutes, as Flayes meets and 
remeets these women over the years 
(even Maya’s got a bang-up entrance - we 
meet her, in a state of utter perplexity, 
shortly after an eye-opening sex-ed class). 
The problem is, with so many meet-cutes, 
there’s less time for actual, you know, 
character development. Too often, Brooks 
glosses over action that should be lingered 


upon, digs in when he should skim by, and 
quite simply can’t find the story through 
the trees. It’s still all likable enough - 
the cast is spot-on, and it’s easy for the 
audience, like Maya, to shift allegiance 
throughout (Weisz and Fisher are effortlessly 
charming, in very different ways). There’s 
a surprising - and truthful - melancholic 
undercurrent to Definitely, Maybe - the one 


commonality between the three women 
is the heartbreak they induce - but Brooks 
undermines that truthfulness with a dogmatic 
insistence upon romantic mythologizing. No 
maybes about it: The reality is far darker, 
and more interesting. - Kimberley Jones

DIRT ROAD TO PSYCHEDELIA 

D: Scott Conn. (NR, 72 min.) 

Conn’s vital documentary contribution 
to Austin cultural history weaves oral his- 
tory from informed sources with a wealth 
of decades-old photographs and Super-8 
footage to tell the story of how Austin came 
to be something worth keeping weird. It 
traces the local youth culture’s changeover 
from beatniks to hippies, folkies to rockers, 
and potheads to day-trippers. Inevitably, the 
music is a big part of the story, with stops 
along the way to examine Janis Joplin’s 
Austin years, the 13th Floor Elevators, the 
Vulcan Gas Company, and so much more. 
Sadly, the filmmaker’s technical skills are 
not on par with his command of the sub- 
ject matter. Often the documentary suffers 
from rough transitions and lax modern-day 
camerawork (something made comparatively 
more noticeable by the necessary inclusion 
of so much scratchy old archival material). 
And make no mistake: The film’s primary 
focus is on psychedelia and drug culture. 
The music and art that were/are embed- 
ded within that culture seem almost a 
byproduct of the film's investigation. Yet the 
inextricability of the drug and music cultures 
causes this documentary to unearth a vast 
amount of material of utmost interest to 
anyone interested in the formative history 
of the self-proclaimed “music capital of the 
world.” Obviously this constitutes a lot of 
people, since the Alamo programmers have 
extended the film’s initial limited run into a 
full-week booking. Dirt Road to Psychedelia, 
which premiered at the 2007 Austin Film 
Festival, may not travel well, but for the 
locals it’s a treasure trove of music lore and 
must-see viewing. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Based on the 2002 young-adult novel 
by Stephen Gould, Jumper, the first film in 
a planned trilogy, asks the double-loaded 
questions, “What would a young teen male 
do if he suddenly discovered the ability to 
teleport?” and, “What’s Hayden Christensen 
done for us lately, other than the cinematic 
sleep-aid Awake?" The answer to both 
questions, is, of course, “not much,” but at 
least in the first instance you get a snappy 
teen travelogue through the Valley of the 
Kings, Tokyo, the sand drifts of the Sahara 
(or perhaps Tatooine?), and upscale New 
York loftage, not to mention a whole bunch 
of Rome’s Colosseum. Christensen, who's 
never really recovered from his woefully 
vanilla reading of the strapping young Sith 
lord-cum-T/ger Beat pinup, here gets to 
keep a girl, although not the girl (and not at 
the Hotel Chevalier, sadly), and beam his 
molecules all over the globe without ending 
up like Jeff Goldblum in The Fly. Actually, 
taken at face value, Jumper is pretty slick, 
entertaining stuff, well-crafted by Liman; 
edited into a tight, action-packed bundle 
of nerviness by Saar Klein (The Bourne 
Identity ); and scripted with not a little Marvel 
Universality by David S. Goyer (the Blade 
series and the upcoming X-Men spin-off, 
Magneto). Abandoned by his mother at age 
5 and saddled with a drunk, abusive pop 
(Rooker), David Rice (Christensen) learns 
- at an appropriately life-and-death high 
school moment, natch - that he possesses 
the coolest of all possible superpowers. He 
promptly blows town to shack up in some 
ultrastylish New York City pad while spend- 
ing his off-hours teleporting to surf-and- 
snowboarding hotspots when not otherwise 
engaged in robbing banks and wallowing 
in stacks of mad loot and intercontinental 
supa-booty. It’s not a bad life, either, until 
Roland (Jackson) shows up to get medieval 
on his ass - literally as it turns out. Roland 
is a member of an ancient, quasi-religious 
faction known as the Paladins, who are 
sworn to slay - by evisceration! - Jumpers 
everywhere and everywhen. Yes, there are 
more of these whiz kids roaming the earth, 
not the least of which is Scots-burring Griffin 
(Bell, from Billy Elliot), a black-leather-jacket- 
ed daredevil with a savage, righteous edge. 
Liman has previously worked on The OC and 
therefore pretty much knows his way around 
the teen psyche without aid of a map, and 
he acquits himself more or less admirably 
here. The whole production does reek a 
bit of origin story filminess, but even so, 
it’s light sabers beyond Christensen’s sad, 
revengeful fate in Episode III and does offer 
a nice view of the top of the sphinx’s head 
no less than three times. - Marc Savlov

D: Various. (NR, 137 min.) 

Be among the few who have a leg up 
in handicapping this year’s Oscar results. 
This program affords the rare opportunity 
to see all five contenders in the Academy 
Awards competition for the best live-action 
short of 2007. (A companion program of the 
five animated shorts in competition plays 
separately.) Not only is it lovely that these 
programs of shorts have been granted valu- 
able real estate on our crowded theatre 
screens, these programs also represent 
the supposed best the world has to offer. 

All five films hail from European countries 
and are indeed exemplary models of the 
short-film form. My ineligible vote, how- 
ever, would have to go to the Danish film 
“At Night” by Christian E. Christiansen. 
Produced by Louise Vesth of Lars von Trier’s 
Zentropa Entertainments, “At Night” is not 
a Dogme film, per se, but it shares with 
that movement a keen sense of minimalist 
melodrama. In it, three young women bond 
during their time in a cancer ward. Their 
dire health issues take a back seat to their 
candid relationships, which gradually reveal 
deeper issues regarding fear, loneliness, 
and self-reproach. However, clocking in at 
40 minutes, it's debatable whether the work 
is actually a short film or an incomplete 


feature. It’s compelling drama neverthe- 
less. Another standout is “The Mozart of 
Pickpockets” by Philippe Pol let-Vi Hard of 
France, in which honor among thieves takes 
an interesting turn. The Belgian “Tanghi 
Argentini” by Guido Thys is an excellent 
example of the 0. Henry-like short-story 
model that provides a surprising twist at 
the end that casts the whole story in a 
different light. Daniel Barber’s “The Tonto 
Woman” is a Western that arrives by way of 
England and is based on a story by Elmore 
Leonard. Although the film’s subject matter 
(about a white woman who was recaptured 
by her husband after having been kidnapped 
by Mojave Indians and lived among them 
for 11 years) is fascinating, the execution 
leaves something to be desired. Andrea 
Jublin’s Italian film “The Substitute," about 
a strange new high school teacher, is the 
least of the lot but still a solid work. It’s cli- 
che to point out, but all five are winners just 
by being nominated. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Thirteen-year-old Briony (the wonderfully unnerving 
novice Ronan) is indulged, but also largely ignored, by 
her family, which includes her headstrong 19-year-old 
sister, Cecilia (Knightley, seductively husky, winc- 
ingly angular). One day in 1935, Briony witnesses a 
bewildering act that involves Cecilia and the house- 
keeper’s son, Robbie (McAvoy). Only later does she 
realize how one person’s vantage, one person's truth, 
doesn't always square with another's. But that epiph- 
any doesn’t arrive until the film’s second of three sec- 
tions, when a now-18-year-old Briony (Garai) attempts 
to write a novelization of that day in 1935.

I hate to say it but it’s true: Spike and Mike's 
annual theatrical tour of cartoon masturbation, 
defloration, and any and all animated aberrations 
calculated to induce titillation and/or bowel elimi- 
nation, is no longer the shit. The fault isn’t due 
so much to the uneven programming - Spike and 
Mike's shows have always been pretty hit-or-miss -

Like some religious fanatic, Sweeney Todd (Depp) 
plays the same note over and over again: “Revenge, 
revenge, revenge,” he crows. Watching Burton’s 
adaptation of Stephen Sondheim’s 1979 stage musi- 
cal, I was struck by just how dull violent retribution 
can be when it's all someone ever talks (or, in this 
case, sings) about. Burton’s gorgeously grim film

Jane is stuck planning their wedding while 
simultaneously dodging the dogged attentions 
of Kevin (Marsden), a cynical journalist covering 
the wedding beat. Heigl anchors the film with a 
spazz-tastic charm, but the real star-making turn 
here belongs to Marsden, as a mixed-drink of frat 
boy and existential downer (or is it tall drink of 
water?). The jokes only hit about half the time - 
the best bits have an off-the-cuff feel - and the 
film is pocked with the kind of rom-com cliches 
that are practically written in stone, including the 
well-worn, improbable group sing-along - albeit 
this one, hinging on Elton John-inspired malaprop- 
isms, is pretty cute, and what validation to know 
others have mistaken Bennie’s electric boots for 
electric boobs.

Harpist and pianist, poet and folksinger, tree climber and 
circus performer. Baby Dee is an entertainer, and in one verse, 
she can describe “The Dance of Diminishing Possibilities.” 

The transgender Cleveland, Ohio-based performer merges 
Ethel Merman with Tom Waits on her fifth album, Safe Inside 
the Day (Drag City). Toss in some Brothers Grimm, vaudeville, 
and a few spine-tingling instrumentals, and emotion springs 
from her words and pluckery. This time, Dee, who had only 
recorded solo, had a little help in the studio. 

“I had serious doubts and misgivings and second guess- 
ings,” she e-mails of recording. “That’s where Will [Oldham] 
and Matt [Sweeney] and Andrew [W.K.] and Maxim [Max 
Moston] and the others came in. I'm not good at making deci- 
sions even at the best of times, but given the way I felt about 
many of these songs, I was totally at a loss. 

“Thankfully that burden was taken off my shoulders.” 

Dee toured with both Antony & the Johnsons and Current 
93, from which her new band emerged. Safe pulls deep from 
each musician, adding velvety layers to the intoxicating song- 
writing. And for the first time in her 50-plus years, Dee brings 
the boys on the road: Oldham’s brother, Paul, on bass; guitarist 
Emmett Kelly; cellist John Contreras; and Jandek drummer Alex 
Neilson. The show has become a nightly evolution. 

“I like the idea of a tour being more of a development of 
something,” Dee writes. “I hate the idea of re-creating an album 
note for note. I could never do that. I'd go nuts with boredom.” 
So with a harp and an accordion, Baby Dee spins age-old fables 
of steak & eggs, albinos, Clark Kent, cocktails, and family.

BEWARE OF 'FORECLOSURE 
PREVENTION' COMPANIES 


I’ve had trouble making regular payments on my 
mortgage, and it looks like the lender is going to foreclose. 
I was contacted by a foreclosure-prevention company that 
says it can help me avoid foreclosure. Can the company 
really help? 

Beware of this company. The increase in the 
number of foreclosures nationwide has allowed “fore- 
closure rescue” or “foreclosure prevention specialist” 
companies to spring up around the country. In many 
cases, the companies offer nothing more than a 
cement life jacket. 

These companies often promise to negotiate with 
your lender to prevent foreclosure or offer complex 
financial arrangements with no benefit to the hom- 
eowner. For example, many foreclosure-prevention 
companies charge high fees (often equivalent to several 
months’ worth of mortgage payments) to fill out basic 
paperwork and have discussions with the lender that 
the homeowner can easily accomplish. Rather than 
pay hefty fees for foreclosure-prevention advice, a 
homeowner can obtain free counseling from a U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development- 
approved housing counselor (call 800/569-4287) and 
use the money to pay down the mortgage. 

Other foreclosure-prevention companies claim to be 
able to stop foreclosure immediately. Despite the obvi- 
ous “too good to be true” nature of the offer, the loom- 
ing risk of foreclosure creates a desperation that makes 
some homeowners susceptible to this scam, which 
often involves the homeowner signing a document to 
appoint the company to act on their behalf. Later in the 
process the homeowner learns that foreclosure is still 
proceeding, and the company now claims a legal inter- 
est in the property based on the signed documents. 

Homeowners who insist on working with a fore- 
closure-rescue company should be sure to take a long, 
hard look at the company’s credentials and business 
reputation by checking it out with the Central Texas 
Better Business Bureau, Texas attorney general’s office, 
or HUD. Read next week’s “Common Law” column to 
learn more about specific scams and fraudulent meth- 
ods used by many foreclosure-rescue companies to take 
advantage of homeowners.

I recently had my 1994 Toyota Camry 
XLE in for a front exhaust leak. The main 
symptom was a muffled noise coming from 
the front. After the repair, I still heard the 
noise, though not as bad. And call me crazy, 
but I feel light-headed and dizzy, and I have 
a weird feeling in my throat. Could they have 
done something wrong with the repair and 
now carbon monoxide is leaking into my car? 
Is there a way to test for a carbon monoxide 
leak in the car? - Kelly 

TOM: Kelly, if you’re still alert and con- 
scious by the time you read this, go to a 
hardware store with your windows rolled 
down and buy a carbon monoxide (CO) 
detector for your car. 

RAY: For 20 bucks, you can get a battery- 
powered one. Put it in your car, let the car 
run for 10 minutes (without you in it), 
and then check the reading. I’m guessing 
you’ve got CO. 

TOM: You’ve got all of the symptoms: 
Dizziness. Light-headedness. Writing to 
me and my brother for advice! 

RAY: Carbon monoxide is deadly stuff, 
Kelly. It’s also invisible, odorless, and 
tasteless. So the only way to know whether 
it’s present is with a CO detector or via 
autopsy (we’re assuming you prefer the 
former option). 

TOM: The noise you were hearing was 
exhaust escaping, under pressure, from 
a cracked exhaust manifold under the 
hood. And it’s certainly possible that your 
mechanic botched the job. Fie may have 
been wrong about where the leak was 
coming from, he could have replaced your 
manifold with a used one that was also 
cracked, or he may just be a moron, like 
my brother. 

RAY: Exactly! We’re everywhere, you 
know! 

TOM: So get it back to him right away. 
Like today. Like now. And leave all the win- 
dows down when you drive it there. After 
he fixes it, test it for CO again - right there 
at his shop, before you drive it away.

If there is a god in heaven, you weren’t even a zygote in 1971, 
otherwise you’re one of those hags or geezers who are dragging the 
Chronicle’s demos north ... as in up 1-35 toward Sun City. As far as 
the publishing business goes, that’s a death march - certainly for the 
alternative press, whose advertisers like to think they’re tapping into an 
age range where “MySpace” means a web page and not a burial plot. 
Apparendy the older and looser you get, the more your purse strings 
tighten (unless, of course, you want to buck the trend and blow a lot of 
money on vaginal reconstruction). Really, the alternative press should 
be nothing but thankful for the enthusiastic support of the “me” gen- 
eration. They brought us into this world and they will very likely take 
us out of it. With any luck however, their children will get hooked on 
us like Starbucks or trailer-trash crank and we can blather on for a few 
more years - at least until the rapture. If you were actually alive and 
sentient in 1971, you probably don’t need to be told why Harold and 
Maude is perhaps the second most important American movie made 
that year, holding down the silver between gold medalist Billyjack and 
bronze medalist Shaft. Yes, there were other noteworthy contenders 
that year like Academy Award winner The French Connection (aka the 
un-American Connection), and runners up A Clockwork Orange (too 
British), Fiddler on the Roof (too Russian), Nicholas and Alexander (ditto) 
and The Last Picture Show (too Texan). Billyjack wins, of course, because 
like America, Billyjack wants to be perceived as peaceful, but he pretty 
much spends all his time kicking ass, not to mention the movie itself 
is a fist-pumping, peyote-dropping, hippie-loving martial arts flick done 
up in a Southwestern motif. Fiddler on the What? Harold and Maude, 
on the other hand is a touching primer on cougaring (Google it) with 
wicked sick cinematography by John A. Alonzo (who like Gary Oldman 
and the Oscars, has been inexplicably snubbed for posthumous induc- 
tion into the Texas Film Hall of Fame) and a whimsical soundtrack by 
Cat Stevens before he started sucking up to the muslims. Harold and 
Maude wasn’t the first film to deal with cougaring. 1967’s The Graduate 
certainly got that ball rolling in fine style, but Harold and Maude unques- 
tionably took cougaring to a freakish extreme by pairing a baby-faced, 
death obsessed 19-year-old Bud Cort with the grizzled/wizened/hoary 
but perky 79-year-old Ruth Gordon.

In fact, right here 
in Austin a plucky young director named Steve Bilich is bringing Harold 
and Maude to the stage at Mercury Hall with his mother Sue Bilich play- 
ing the role of Maude, just in time for Valentine’s Day. Not even Freud 
on a coke binge could dream up a scenario this bizarre (i.e., a 16-year- 
old even faking getting it on with a woman in her 70s), so you’ll surely 
want to be on hand to take in the spectacle.
